A BLOW TO OFFICE SEEKERS 


NOMINATIONS WHICH SURPRISED 
THE HUNGRY CROWD, 

SEVEN OFFICES FILLED BY MEN WITH GOOD 
RECORDS AND WITHOUT THE INTERFER- 
ENCE OF THE SPOILSMEN, 

WASHINGTON, March 18.—Believing that 
fhe result of yesterday’s meeting of the Cabinet 
would be a decision to send to the Senate a num- 
ber of nominations to-day, many ex-Sena- 
tors, Congressmen, and ex-Congressmen, and 
place-hunters of high and low degree, 
thronged the corridors of the Senate wing 
of the Capitol ana anxiously waited for the ap- 
pearance of the President’s messenger with the 
familiar big white envelopes. No message was 
received up to 12:30 o’clock, when the Senate 
went into executive session, and the visitors in 
the galleries were driven into the corridors. 

Nearly an hour afterward, when many had con- 

cluded that another day was to pass witkout the 

filling of any offices, Mr. Pruden hurried into the 
building and was admitted to the Senate Cham- 
ber. There was an immediate rush to the Clerk’s 
office, where the names of nominees are given to 
the public, and there the crowd learned that 
seven nominations had been sent in by the Presi- 
dent. These were: Milton J. Durham, cf Ken- 
tucky, to be First Controiler of the Treasury; 

William Garrard, of Nevada, to be Superintend- 

ent of the Mint at Carson City; Joseph R. 

Ryan, of Nevada, to be Coiner of the same 

Mint; David S. Baker, Jr., of Rhode Island, to 

be United States District Attorney for that 

State; Benjamin H. Hiil, Jr., of Georgia, to be 

United States Attorney for the Northerp Dis- 

trict of Georgia; Malcoim Hay, of Pennsylvania, 

be First Assistant Postmaster-General, and 


to 
Martin V. Montgomery, of Michigan, to be Com- 
missioner of Patents. 

A shade of disappointment fell on the face of 
nearly every man in the crowd as these numes 
were read, tor they were not such nominations 
as the hungry office seekers wanted or had honed 
President Cleveland would make. “That's a 
notice to every office hunterto get out ot town 
and stay out,” exclaimed one disgruntled 
individual, and this sentiment was mourn- 
fully echoed by a majority of those who 
heard it. With very few exceptions no- 
body expected either of the nominations 
which were made and to most of those in the 
Capitol the gentlemen named were unknown. 
Inquiries as to who they were were heard on all 
sides, any any person who had information to 
give about any of the nominees was surrounded 
whenever he opened his mouth to speak. As the 

lace hunters Jearned what sort of men the 

resident had selected for oftices they found 
that much could be said in their favor, and this 
seemed to add to the disappointment of the 
crowd, who were disposed to find fault, 

The three nominees in whom the most interest 
was displayed were Messrs. Hay. Montgomery, 
and Durham. Mr. Hay, chosen to be First As- 
sistant Postmaster-General, to the great disap- 
pointment of Mr. Hernando De Soto Money and 








several others, is a prominent lawyer of 
Allegheny, City, Penn., and 43 years 
of age. He has taken an active part 
in Democratic politics, but never 
held political office other than as 


a member of the Pennsylvania State Constitu- 
tional Convention in 1878. He has been repeat- 
ediy urged to accept the Democratic nomi- 
nation for Congress in his district, but 
has always refused. He was a_  deie- 
gate to the National Democratic Conven- 
tion last year, and asa member of the Commit- 
tee on Resolutions he was made Chairman of the 
sub-committee on the tariff plank of the piat- 
form. Mr. Hay was not known to bea candi- 
date for any office under the Administration 
and his nomination as Mr. Vilas’s first assistant 
Was a general surprise. It is asserted among the 
politicians who are determined to make fac- 
tional capital out of all appointments that his 
appointment is due to the good offices of Samuel 
J. Randall and William L. Scott. Mr. Hay says 
that be accepted the nomination at the earnest 
personal request of President Cleveland. He 
adds that his health is not good and 
that nothing but Mr. Cleveland’s wish 
would have induced him to. take ' the 
office. Mr. Montgomery, whose selection for 
Commissioner of Patents is a dire blow to the 
aspirations of Assistant Commissioner Dyren- 
forth and various other gertlemen, is perhaps 
less known in Washington than either of the 
other nominees. His home isat Lansing, and be 
is known in- Mithigan as one of the most 
eminent crimina) lawyers in the State. He has 
served several terms in the Michigan Legisia- 
ture, and has taken a good deal of interest 
in local politics. Mr. Montgomery spent con- 
siderable time kere during the sessions of the 
Forty-eightn Congress as attorney for the On- 
tonagoniand Brule River Railroad Company, 
end in that capacity he appeared before the 
House Committee on Public Lands in oppo- 
sition to the schemes of the Portage Lake 
and Lake Superior Canal Company. The 
Michigan Congressional delegation presented 
to the President the mames of several men 
from their State as suitable persons to fill 
the offices: of Patent Commissioner and First 
Assistant Postmaster-General. Mr. Montgomery 
is understood to have been the choice of Repre- 
sentative Maybury and National Commissioner 
Don M. Dickinson, and to their infinence is 
credited hisnomination. Likethatof Mr. Hay, 
Mr. Montgomery’s selection was unexpected by 
the politicians. who had been foolish enough to 
~ i they could make slates for Mr. Cleve- 
an 


Mr. Randall's hand was discovered by the office 
huntersin the nomination of Mr. Durham to 
succeed Judge Lawrence as First Controller of 
the Treasury. Hisselection was very distaste- 
ful to ex-Congressman “ Phil’? Thompson, who 
has so recently been disappointed by seeing Mr. 
Miller chosen for Internal Revenue Commis- 
sioner. Mr. Durham_represented, Mr. Thomp- 
60n’s district in the Forty-third, Forty-fourth, 
and Forty-fifth Congresses, and has fought 
for the nomination at each  succeedin 
Congressional convention. The manner in whic 
he secured the appointment was also exasper- 
ating to Mr. Thompson and the Jatter’s friends. 
Without troubling himself to seek the indorse- 
ment of the Kentucky delegation Mr. Durham 
wrote out his application for the First Con- 
trollership, handed it to Mr. Abram 8. Hewitt, 
told Mr. Randall what he had done, and 
then quietly awaited the outcome. 
While in Congress Mr. Durham served as a 
member of the Appropriations Committee with 
Messrs. Hewitt and Randall, and was always one 
of the latter’s most trusty friends. Mr. Hewitt 
presented Mr. Durham's application to the Ad- 
ministration, and to his and Mr. Randall’s efforts, 
it is asserted, the Kentuckian owes his nomuina- 
tion. This morning the Kentucky delegation was 
informed that Mr. Durham’s name would be sent 
in to-day, and they were asked to give him a 
formal indorsement. Under the circumstances 
the Kentucky clannish instinct readily asserted 
itself, and the delegation acceded to the re- 
guest. Mr. Durham was a Circuit Court Judge 
in 1861 and 1862, and is a lawyer of good stand- 
ing in his State. He is not regarded with favor 
by Mr. Henry Watterson. 

The nomination of Mr. Baker for United 
States District Attorney of Rhode Island was 
another surprise to those who have taken any 
interest in that office. It was known that an- 
other gentleman had been very strongly urged 
for{the nomination and it was supposed he 
would be named. Mr. Baker is under 35 years 
of age and is a member of the 
Rhode Island Senate. He is said to be 
avery capable lawyer, and belongs toa family 

rominent in State politics. Rhode Islanders 
bers say that he is in every way qualified for the 

istrict Attorneyship, and that his nomination 
will be well received throughout the State. The 
nominee for United States Attornev for the 
Northern District of Georgia isason of the late 
Senator Ben Hill, of that State. It is understood 
that both the Senators from the State were sup- 
porters of Mr. Hill] as a candidate.

SEARCHING FOR IRREGULARITIES, 

Secretary Whitney has put Mr. William 
Calhoun, a New-York expert accountant, at 
work upon the books of the Navy Department, 
and will keep him at work until he has satisfied 
himself that the business of the department has 
been conducted honestly, upon sound business 
principles, and by correct methods. Mr. Whit- 
ney, it is said, proposes to spend a good deal 
of money—not Government money, but out 


of his own pocket—in the prosecution 
of his inquiries in the department of 
which he is head. He says he knows 


very little as yet about the affairs he is to direct, 
and that he may discover nothing wrong. The 
inquiries to be made he supposes will require 
some time, as they cannot be hurried. While 
Mr. Whitney does not talk as if he expected to 
discover any grave frauds, his friends here say 
that he has started out with a definite purpose, 
that he has been supplied with valuable points, 
and believes that he will get at an important 
historyembracing the administrations of several 
of his predecessors.

THE NEW DELAWARE SENATOR. 

The election of Mr. George Gray to the 
Senate as the successor of Secretary Bayard is 
very satisfactory to the friends of Mr. Bayard, 
as well as to Mr. Bayard himself. The new Sen- 
ator and the ex-Senator are warm personal 
friends. Mr. Gray, asthe head of the Delaware 
delegation to Chicago in 1884, urged Mr. Bay- 
ard’s nomination for President with an earnest- 
ness and zeal that commanded admiration, if it 
did not enlist support.

THE TALLAPOOSA TO BE A CRUISER. 
Secretary Whitney decided to-day to 

have the steamer Tallapoosa, now undergoing 
repairs and approaching completion, finished as 
a cruiser, instead of being fitted up as an excur- 
sion boat for occasional duty as a transport. In- 
stead of the spacious, comfortable, and even ele- 
gunt cabins on deck, with dining saloon, richly 
draped staterooms, and elaborate furniture, the 
Tallapoosa will have only the usual quarters for 
her complement of officers. Secretary Whitney 
made inquiries to ascertain whether the vessel 
could be completed for service as acruiser with 
advantage to the Government, and was informed 
that it could be. He thinks there will be many 
opportunities forturning the Tallapoosa to good 
account, and suggested to-day that the vessel 
might be sent to Central or South America. She 
bas been Ordered into commission as a cruiser.

THE NEW PATENT COMMISSIONER. 
LANSING, Mich., March 18.—The Hon. 
Martin Van Buren Montgomery, the new Com- 
missioner of Patents, was born at what is locally 
known as Montgomery’s Plains, Eaton County, 


Mich., in October, 1840, of Irish parentage. He 
received a common school education and 
began teaching at the age of ‘17. At 
21 he began the study of law. and 


upon being admitted to the Bar in 1865 
formed a law partnership at Eaton Rapids with 
the Hon. Isaac M. Crane, his preceptor. In 1871 
he represented Eaton County in the State Legis- 
lature, and for several years thereafter was the 
law partner of Judge David Johnson, of Jack- 
son. He removed to Lansing in 1875 and has 
since been the senior partner of the law firm of 
M. V. & R.A. Montgomery. Mr. Montgomery 
served fora short time in the Second Michigan 
Cavalry. At the’ outset of his law practice he 
rose to the front rank asa jury advocate, and is 
now the foremost lawyer ot Central Michigan. 
While asa partisan he is zealous and active, he 
is at the same time a courteous, affable gentle- 
man, and his appointment: will give the utmost 
satisfaction to persons of all political opinions in 
Michigan. He was given an ovation on return- 
ing trom the county seat this evening, and will 
leave for Washington in a fgw days.

RAISING MONEY ON FORGED NOTES.

Last week one of 
the holders of these notes called on Mr. Weed, 
and Mrs. Weed mortgaged her household furni- 
ture to save her husband. Weed was engaged in 
the building of the Albany and Susquehanna 
Railway and also in the Sharon Springs branch, 
where he held large contracts with his wife's 
brothers, John and Edward Evans. 








ILLINOISANS WON'T VOTE.

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AN QODIOUS APPOINTMENT 


THE UNSAVORY RECORD OF MR. 
MANNING'S NEW CLERK. 
MARYLAND DEMOCRATS DISGUSTED BY 
HIGGINS’S SELECTION TO OFFICE—HIS 

WORK AS A HEELER. 

BALTiImMoRE, March 18.—Secretary Man- 
ning has elevated one of Baltimore’s notorious 
citizens to a conspicuous place, and at the same 
time caused a political convulsion in Maryland 
the effects of which remain to be seen. Among 
the Democrats of character in this State, men 
who have been for years contending for the 
purity of elections, an honest ballot and a fair 
count, and who followed Cleveland’s banners 
with faith and hope iu his desire and power to 
promote reform efforts everywhere, the selec- 
tion of Eugene Higgins to be Appointment 
Clerk of the Treasury, the taking of Senator 
Gorman’s most trustworthy ana efficient ** heel- 
er,” comes like a blow in the face from the 





hand of a friend. It is not because of the 
fact that the appointment gives Mr. Gor- 
man opportunity to supervise or direct 


the filling of offices that the disappointment is 
felt. It does not manifest itself in denunciation 
of the President. Maryland Democrats not of 
the Higgins stripe insist that the appointment is 
one that Mr. Cleveland could not have been 
consulted about. They will not believe that he 
approved it or will approve it. Their chief cause 
of disappointment is that in the selection of 
Higgins the cause of political reform in this 
State has received a discouraging blow. If the 
worst enemy of the best political methods had 
undertaken to infiict the keenest injury to tbe 
cause of reform at one bluw he could not have 
shown a better way of inflicting that injury than 
by choosing Higgins, the most odious repre- 
sentative of the most odious political practices, 
asa candidate for honors to be charged up 
against the people of this State. 

Baltimore appears to consider it as of com- 
paratively little consequence that a man who 
has been known at home asa gambler, a Jobby- 
ist about the local Legisiature,a defendant in a 
suit toa recover adebt of honor, a protector 
of disreputable resorts, anda person who has, 
without profession or continuous employment, 
lived by his wits, should be chosen to be hon- 
ored as a representative of Maryland Democrats. 
If Mr. Manning had desired the services of such 


aman, Maryland woui!d have been better satis- 
fied if he had sought for him in New-York. 


The most earnest protests against the 
selection of Hiagins are based upon his 
participation in the politics of the 


State. For the unscrupulous boldness dis- 
played by him in these matters his general 
training and associations are regarded as a 
fit preparation. Coming of a respected family, 
obtaining a fair education, he grew up preter- 
ring the useful but not conspicuous occupation 
of a “heeler,” in a city burdened for years with 
rulers chosen by the most corrupt political 
rings and bosses. Keen, affab!e, uaverse to brawls, 
but not afraid of or disturbed by excitement, he 
made many friends among men above and below 
him who had need of his services. To the ac- 
complishment of ready penmanship he added 
the ability, itis said, to turn the multiplication 
table inside out, to readjust poll books with 
skill! and celerity, to direct the movements of 
political colonization parties, and to render 
prompt, varied, and effective service to his po- 
litical ** bosses.”’ 

That such a man should failto havea record 
in court may seem surprising. The Civil Service 
Association of Baltimore is making an investi- 
gation to ascertain if he has. It: is known here 
that when in October, 1876,a gang of repeaters 
from this city was reported to be in Indianap- 
olis, Higgins was at the New Dennison House in 
that city, and he was reported to be directing 
their movemunts. He became identified with 
the opponents in this State of the reform move- 
ment of 1875, Mr. Gorman being a powerin the 
opposition. The elections were -notoriously a 
farce. Ballot boxes were stuffed, -candidates 
counted in and counted out, and bigh-handed 
outrages perpetrated in every contest. In 1879, 
when an election .was held to choose State Sen- 


ators, Howard County was colonized by a party | 


of voters under Higginsand he was.charged 
with having carried the county and.district for 
Gormxun by the most giaring frauds, for which 
an attempt was made by prominent cit- 


izens to secure . his, -indictment. He 
was rewarded. for his. services. by being 
chosen Secretary-of the Senate. That Senate 


took part in the -election of .Mr, Gorman to the 
United States Senate. Mr. Higgins, as clerk of 
the caucus, collected the ballots of the Senators 
and founda majority for Mr.Gorman. He has 
held office since, but has obtained it in Balti- 
more, not because of his merits but in conse- 
quence of the disgraceful political conditions 
which he has spent the greater part of his life in 
strengthening. He sought the position of To- 
baczo Inspector under Gov. McLane, but that 
officer absoiutely refused to consent to his ap- 
pointment on the ground of his general odious- 
ness. His companions here who are best known 
are Morris Thomas, who turned upin Ohio just 
before the last October election with a party of 
strangers; Erasmus Levy, the leading policy 
operator in this city; ** Doc”’ Slater, a ** banker,” 
and persons of like standing. ‘* Doc’ Slater is 
** bose” of one of the factions here, as well as a 
** banker.” 

Democrats who do notapprove the appoint- 
ment are declaring that, it it stands, it will be 
regarded as a rebuke to Democratic effort to get 
rid of just such men and their methods in this 
State. One sterling Democrat, whose fidelity to 
his party is unquestioned, said that if the protest 
of the decent men of the State against the 
appointment was not heeded, he should expect 
to see the State carried by the Republicans in 
two years. ** When the rule of the men who 
own Higgins began,” he said, ** this State was 
Democratic by 40,000 majority. That majority 
has been reduced year by year. Inthe last elec- 
tion it was only 7,000. The State is as strongly 
Democratic at heart as ever, but Democrats 
have been driven from the support of Demo- 
cratic candidates because of the packing of 
caucuses and the nomination of bad candidates 
through the manipulations of . Higgins and 
others. There was only one effective way of ex- 
pennne disapproval, and that has been adopted.

NEGROES NOT WANTED IN ARKANSAS. 

Cotumara, S. C., March 18.—A ‘citizen of 
Anderson has received information to the effect 
tbat the colored people from this State who have 
flocked to Arkansas are having a hard time. It 
issaid the Arkansas mountaineers do not like 
the idea of turning the State into an asylum for 
negro emigrants, und violence is threatened. The 
condition of affairs ina few counties is said to 
have called tor theinterposition of the Governor 
for the preservation of peacce. A band of 


mountaineers In Pope and Conway Counties 
have ordered the negro emigrants to leave the 
State. Upon thisinformation the Anderson (S. 
C.) Intelligencer advises the colored people of 
South Carolina to hesitate a long time before 
leaving a State where they are protected in life 
and property for a State where they are treated 
as intruders and ordered to leave such counties 
as the natlve white men do not desire them to 
settle in. The people of Arkansas are evidently 
willing to let the negro settle in the swamp lands 
where a white man cannot live and where most 
of the negroes soon die, but not in the healthy 
portions of the State.

THE MURDER OF MISS MADISON.

A WARRANT ISSUED FOR THE ARREST OF A 
YOUNG LAWYER. 

RrcHMonpD, Va., March 18.—The interest 
here in the tragic death death of Miss Fanny 
Lilian Madison, the pretty governess, continues. 
Several new developments in the case have come 
to light to-day which will materially aid in solv- 
ing the mystery. The father of the betrayed 
girl arrived in this city late last night and 
viewed the body this morning. He had 
no difficulty in identifying the corpse at 


a glance. The old man and an uncle of the 
dead girl, who accompanied him, were both very 
much affected when they were shown the body, 
For some time before Miss Madison left King 
William County to accept a place as governess 
in a family at Millborough, in Bath County she 
had lived with an uncle and her grandfather, 
who resided in the former county. - An 
interesting link in the train of_ cir- 
cumstances surrounding the death of Lilian 
Madison is the affection that is said to have ex- 
isted between the dead girl and Mr. T. J. Cluver- 
ins, a young lawyer ot King William County. 
Tbe two were very distantly related. Cluverins, 
who is well connected in that county. was quite 
intimate at the house of the Madisons. The 
father of the girl hud noticed this in- 
timacy between the young people. Another 
circumstaoce connecting the young lawyer 
is that he was registered at one of the 
hotels here: on Thursday last, the day of the 
night that Miss Madison should have arrived 
here from Millboro. He remained here all day 
Friday, and left early on Saturday morning, the 
day the dead body was found in the city reser- 
voir. These circumstances have led the authori- 
ties to issue a warrant for the arrest of Mr. 
Cluverins. The two officers who were sent to 
King Wiliiam County to arrest the accused law- 
yer are expected to return here to-morrow with 
their prisoner. 

itis probable that the whole case, so far as 
connecting the suspected man with the death of 
Lilian Madison is concerned, will in a measure 
depend upon the identification of a watch key 
which was tound on the bank of the reservoir 
near the spot where the body of the girl was dis- 
covered. One man who has seen this key is 
sure that he hus seen it on the chain 
of a young man of his acquaintance. It 
is believed that to-morrow will develop such 
evidence as will solve the whole mystery and 
leave no doubt as to how the betrayed girl came 
to her death. The body has been placed in a 
handsome case and wiil be buried here in Oak- 
wook Cemetery as soon as the Coroner will per- 
mit her family to take charge of it. Miss Mad- 
ison was educated at a seminary in King Will- 
iam County.

THE MISSOURI OVERFLOWS. 


MANY LIVES LOST AND CONSIDERABLE PI.OP- 
ERTY DAMAGED. 

MARSHALL, Mo., March 18.—Advices from 
Lexington and Waverly state that an immense 
amount of damage has been done to prop- 
erty up and down the river in the 
vicinity of the latter place by the over- 
tlow caused by the ice gorge in the river. 
Trouble bas been apprehended for some time, 
and attempts have been made to blow up the ice 
gorge with dynamite, but have failed. The river 
began overflowing on Sunday night, and bas 
spread rapidly over the country from Niles Point 
and Dover to Waverly. A relief party left here 
in skiffs with provisions and clothing and found 
a great deal of suffering and distress. Mvyrs. 
Thomas was found upon a hill, where she 
had been without shelter or food for 
two days and nights. The members of 
the Van Meter family were also rescued from 
the second story of the residence, where they 
had remained for two days without food. It 
was learned that a family of six had perished 
near Waverly and that as many more were miss- 
ing. All the cattleof the country bordering on 
the river have been drowned. 














CHARLES P. CROSBY ON THE STAND. 

Syracuse, N. Y., March 18.—Charles P. 
Crosby, of New-York, arrived here last evening 
in answer to an order issued by Justice Kennedy, 
of the Supreme Court, to appear asa witness in 
behalf of the creditors. against the insolvent 
bankers, J. Forman and Alfred Wilkinson. 
At the time of their failure it was 
shown that they had deeded their real 
estate, including their Jamés-street — resi- 
dences,*to John Wilkinson, a brother living 
in Chicego, and’that John had in turn given a 
mortgage on the:property to Charles: P. Crosby. 
When put on the stand Mr. Crosby said: **I am 
an attorney, and have an office at No. 160 Broad- 
way. John Wilkinson executed the mortgage to 
me on Nov. 24, 1884, preparing the instrument in 
my office. that day. He was my client.” Mr. 
Crosby refused to Sy the conversation 
between himseif and Wilkinson at the ‘time 
of the making of the mortrage on the ground 
that an attorney is not obliged to give a client's 
conversation. The matter was referred to Judge 
Northrup, who decided that where John Wilk- 
inson was mortgagor and Mr. Crosby mortgagee 
it could not be construed eitber in law or equity 
that Mr. Crosby was acting as attorney for 
John Wilkinson. The examination was then ad- 
journed till to-morrow.

CLEVELAND, Ohio, March 18.—About 60 
members of the Railway Mail Service Benefit 
Association metin the Forest City House this 
morning. This association was formed for the 
benefit of the families of deceased members. A 
sum of $2,000 is paid at the death of a memberin 
good standing, the members being assessed $2 
ateach death. Since the changein the Federal 
Administration many of the members of 
the association have been uncertain regarding 
their position, and they were of the opinion that 
the organization could not survive. For this 
reason it was necessary to make a number 
ot changes in the by-laws before the next 





regular meeting, and hence the call tor 
the especial gathering. Mr. M. A. Bat- 
ricks, of New-Haven, Conn., the  Presi-

A NEGRO SHOT AND KILLED. 

LEXINGTON, Ky., March 18.—At Mount 
Stirling to-day Henry Watson, employed as 
watchman by the coaldealers, arrested a colored 
boy and was conveying him to jail when Jeffer- 
son Jackson, father of the lad, stepped out ot 
his door and requested the officer to release him, 
stating that he wanted to take him to jail him- 
self. Watson drew his pistol and warned 
Jackson not to advance, but he still came for- 
ward, when Watson fired and killed him. A 
stepson of Jackson rushed out and fired tour 
shots at Watson, none of which took effeet. 
Watson was carried to jail. The negroes of the 
town consider the killing wholly unjustifiable, 
and te greatly excited. Serious trouble is feared 
to-night. 





ICE ON LAKE ONTARIO. 

Lyons, N. Y., March 18.—People living 
along the shore of Lake Ontario, in Wayne and 
Oswego Counties, state that this bas .been the 
severest Winter known there since 1854. A sur- 


vey of the ice field on the lake at Sodus Point 
was made to-day. It covers a greater area than 
ever before known there. There is almost solid 
ice for two miles out from the sbore, and for the 
first time teams have been able to travel on the 
ice, while Sodus Bay is almost completely cov- 
ered with ice of the average tnickness of 2% 
feet. All entrances to the harbor are frozen 
fast aud are covered by huge drifts of snow. 
The view of the ice and snow upon the lake and 
bay is one of unusual grandeur, and the scene is 
visited by scores of people daily.

Careful 
inquiry fails to disclose, however, that any of 
them has any strong backing. ** Only the most 
vivid imagination,” said a New-York Democrat 
yesterday, “‘can discover any claim which Mr. 
King has upon the office of Postmaster of New- 
York or any fitness for the position. Heis a 
Brooklyn man, and if he is to be given any 
office at all he ought not be thrust into such a 
one as that of Postmaster of New-York. As far 
as I know he has never shown any eagenity for 
such duties as the Postmaster of New-York has 
to-perform, or even any taste for work of that 
character.” 

Senator Daly will find no greater opposition 
to his candidacy than among the working politi- 
cians of his own party. County Democrats, who 
gather at other places than the New Amsterdam 
Club and the Worth.and Hoffman Houses, find 
the stately Senator’s waysrather galling. From 
this stageitis only a step to doubting, Senator 
Daly’s capacity, and concerning this the politi- 
cians speak without reserve. TIMES reporter 
taiked yesterday with a dozen of these gentile- 
men, and failed to find one who believed Senator 
Daly fit for the position to which heaspires, His

Of Mr. Sullivan nothing is said, except that he 
hasn’ta ghost of achance of being appointed 
Postmaster, and his sole qualification is that he 
is an unsuccessful business man. The record of 
County Clerk Keenan speaks for itself. Mis 
position in the County Democracy entitles him 
to a more complete support of that organization 
than could be obtained by almost any other 
man. 

The suggestion that Postmaster Pearson’s suc- 
cessor may .not be appointed at the close of the 
term of the present incumbent has led to some 
inquiries as to the liability of his bondsmen, 
This point, however, is covered by the Revised 
Statutes, which provide that the sureties are 
reponsible until after a successor to the Post- 
master is duly appointed and qualified.

session of the office, except that in cages where there 
is u delay of 60 days in supplying a vacancy the sureties 
may terminate their responsibility by giving notice, in 
writing, to the PoStmaster-General, such termination 
to take effect 10 days after sufficient time shall bave 
elapsed to receiye a reply trom the Postmaster-Gen- 
eral; and the Postmaster-General may, when the exi- 
gencles of the service require, place such office in 
charge of a special agent until the vacancy can be rexg- 
ularly filled; and when such specia) azent shall bave 
taken charge of such Post Office the ability of the 
sureties of the Postmaster shall ceuse.

A FUNERAL PYRE, 

SouznrotaDy, N. Y., March 18.—At 12 
o’clock last night the mercury was several de- 
grees below zero. The frigidity of the weather, 
however, did not prevent a party of young men 
from assembling in Jay-street. They were mem- 
bers of the Freshman Class of Union College. 
They wore long white gowns, white caps, and 
white masks. Some carried torches, others car- 
ried canes. The backs of the gowns were dec- 
orated with black skulls and crossbones. It isa 
very old custom at Union that the Freshmen 


shall cremate some mathematical work during 
the latter part of the second term, and it was to 
perpetuate this time-honored custom that the 
Freshmen braved the bitter cold. It is the am- 
bition of every class to burn the text book 
used by the Professor. It is seldom that the 
boys are smart enough to get the Professor's 
book, although ’87 claims that it reduced Tutor 
Anable's algebra to ashes.

THE SIX NATIONS SELECT TA-HO-GA-OUS AS 
A MEMBER OF THE BOARD OF CHIEFS. 
SyracusgE, March 18.—War Chief Ta-ho- 

ga-ous was accepted this afternoon at the On- 

ondaga Indian reservation, six miles from this 

city, by a Grand Council of the Six Nations, as a 

member of the Board of Chiefs, and is now com- 

.petent to participate in the most high and 

mighty deliberations. Ta-ho-ga-ous, whose 


pame in English means At the Parting of the 
Ways, succeeds to the place made vacant by the 
.death of Chief James Reuben. His election was 
‘not brought about ina hurry, for each of the 12 
totums, or clans among the Onondagas, as with 
the rest of the Six Nations, had a can- 
didate, and it took a good deal of sit- 
‘ting arourd and tobacco smoke and silent 
reverie, to settle on the rigkt man. The Beavers, 
the Snapping Turtles, the Eels, the Little Plov- 
ers, and ali the rest of the clans were represented. 
Before the grand cabinet of the Six Nations paid 
any attention to the pretentions of any candi- 
date he had to be indorsed by his own nation. 
‘Many mighty men came from the Tuscaroras, 
the Tonawandas, and the Senecas. There. was 
Lost Leaf, Holder of the Tree, Big Tree, Twenty 
Canoes, Drawing the Sword, and Johnson Bi 
Foot, who has written a book on the customs o 
the Six Nations. A great many caucuses were 
held among the visitors, but the chiefs did not 
meet with Onondaga mugwumps till just be- 
fore the time of holding the Grand Council. The 
new chief is a Beaver. 

At 8 o’clock this morning the fires were lighted 
in the council house and large boilers were filled 
with chunks of beef, vegetabies, &c., in prepara- 
tion for the grand feast. Four hours before the 
sachems finally appeared after their secret ses- 
sion men, squaws, and papooses began .to gather 
at the council houze. Nobody seemed in a hurry. 
When the room was so full that there was not, 
apparently,. room for another, papoose the 
sachems made a serious and impressive entry 
and took their positions in. the middle of the 
room, smiling with .pleasure as the fragrant 
fumes from the boilers tickled their noses. It 
was whispered that the name of Ta-Ho-Ga-Ous 
had been.brought before the secret council 
and that the nomination had been confirmed. 
Nobody dared to say this outside of a 
whisper, however, for it was felt to be a state 
secret. Chief Webster unfolded the sacred belt 
of wampum, that looks like a large hair sur- 
cingle and vears upon it mysterious and signifi- 


history, and which every Indian can read. After 
reading select passages he announeed the choice 
ot Ta-Ho-Ga-Ous as a member of the Grand 
Council. At this everybody said *“* Ugh,” in a 
joyful manner, and Mr. Ta-Ho-Ga-Ous received 
the congratulations of his friends. The covers 
were then taken off the boilers, and all fell to 
with plates and pails and saucers, and helped 
themseives to a remarkable and original beef 
stew. The delegates from abroad expressed 
themselves as delichted with their entertain- 
ment. The exercises were witnessed by hun- 
dreds.of whites. . 


THE MURDER OF WILLIAM DRUSE. 

RICHFIELD Sprines, N. Y., March 18.— 
Readers ot THE TIMES will readily recall to mind 
the details of the murder last December of Will- 
iam Druse, of Warren, near this place, by his 
wife, daughter, and nephew, who are now in 


Herkimer Jail awaiting trial. The case excited 
‘universal interest from the boldness of the 
method adopted to conceal the crime‘by chop- 
ping up and burning the body in the household 
stoves by the motherand daughter assisted by 
Frank Gates, the nephew, who furnished the 
fuel and carried the ashesand charred bones into 
a swamp nesr the house. District Attorney 
Steele, of Herkimer, believed that all of the body 
was not burned, as no pieces of skull, bones, or 
teeth were found in the ashes with the charred 
bones, although the former were carefully 
‘sifted. The District Attorney was not satis- 
efled with the verdict of the Coroner’s 
‘jury, as he believed Mrs. Druse_ had 
male accomplices in the disposition of the 
body. This theory would seem to have been con- 
firmed to-day by the finding of a human head in 
.the maple sugar house on the farm of Palmer 
Wood, near the scene of the tragedy. A man 
named Casler, working on this farm, went to the 
woods to prepare for maple sugar making, and 
while clearing out the furnace of the evaporator 
found therein a human head with the nair cut 
off, which is supposed to be that of William 
_Druse. Further investigation will be made. One 
Menzo Elwood lived on this farm at the time of 
‘the murder, and was under arrest for several 
days, but was discharged at the conclusion of 
the Coroner’s inquest, no direct evidence having 
been found against bim. The District Attorney, 
however, believed he carried away the heaaG or 
some portion of the body in some bags of buck- 
wheat, which he took from Druse’s house shortly 
after the murder.

The square box of the lumber wagon, 
in which Galloway sat, was upset. he being 
thrown lengthwise on the-south bound track, 
while the box fell squarely on top of him, and 
pinned him to the ground a prisoner. The heavy 
freight train was only a tew yards ‘away. The 
accident was witnessed by Telegrapher Penny, 
who seized a broom—there was no time to get a 
red flag—and waved it wildly at the engineer.

‘tightly wedged box trom between-the rails, and

POLITICAL LABORERS WHO DONS 
WANT IT UTILIZED, 
FURTHER DELAY OF NEEDED LEGISLATION 

PREVENTED—POLITICIANS AGAINST RE< 
FORMERS—THE DEADLY SKATING RINK,, 
ALBANY, March 18,—Those workingmer 
who have been watching the attempts to settle 
the vexed question of convict labor must realize 
by this time that they are being fooled by some 
of their professed leaders in the Legislature. In« 
stead of aiding in taking the matter out of pol- 
itics and beyond the reach of the criticism of tax- 
payers, they are only fighting for delay in order 
to accommodate some of the politicians. A large 
majority of the members of the Assembly rave 
come to the conclusion that Mr. Hooley, the 
Democrat, of Troy, is more desirous of further- 
ing the schemes of the politicians than‘ he is of 
promoting the interests of the workingmen. 
They regard his course this Winter as calculated 
to bring reproach upon the cause of the work- 
ingmen, and this morning they pushed bim 
roughly aside, and in spite of his protests voted 
to bring into the sunlight a prison labor bill 
that for weeks has been detained in committee, 


Communications received from prominent labor 
reformers lead the Republicans at least to be. 
mere that they are justified in what they have 
one. 
Mr. Palmer, of Clinton, reported froma his 


Prisons Committee his bill providing for 
a partial establishment of the _  piece- 
price plan in the State prisons. lt permits, 


, wherever there is no plant beionging to the 


State which will enabie a continuance of the 


_ State account system, the employment of the 


idle convicts on the piece-price pian; that is, 
the State may work these idlers with plants thai 
may be furnished by private parties, and ta 
these parties will be sold the product of the con- 
victs. By this means the State avoids the neces« 
sity of investing any capital for plant. Five 
hundred convicts who will otherwise be idle for 
ayear can thus be utilized, and it is theonly 
way that has been suggested that will enable tng 
Superintendent to keep the convicts at 


‘ labor. 


It was Mr. Hooley’s motion to refer the bilF 
back to the committee that precipitated a de- 
bate, in which his prestige received a sad shock, 
His pretext was that the workingmen had not 
been sufficiently heard from upon the matter 
Mr. Palmer sbowed its insincerity by telling the 
House that thejsame plea was made by the same 
gentleman a few weeks ago when he got tha 
House to refer back to the committee a similar 
bill which it had _ reported. Not only 
had the fullest publicity been co 
by the ‘committee, but invitations hat 
been extended through the press an 
the mails to all persons who had the slightest in- 
terest in the subject to appear and be heard: 
Two sessions had been held in the Assembly 
Chamber and sessions innumerable had been 
held in the committee room, and everybody 
who wanted to be heard had had the fullest op< 
portunity. The committee had gone so ag 
to send out messengers in search of Mr. Hooley 
when he failed to attend these meetings. They, 
had even suspended all action for 10 days.in or- 
der to give Mr. Hooley a chance to go to Ohio 
‘on private business. 

Mr. O'Neil, of Franklin, seldom takes part in! 
the wrangles upon the floor, hisinfiuence, which 
is concededly great, being most effectively 
displayed in the committee room and elsewhere. 
He rose to speak on this subject, and ‘his earnest 
language at once engeged the atténtion of the 
members: He hoped that the House wes not 
about to commit a second act of folly by necom- 
mitting this bill to the committee. Hleven 
weeks of the session had aiready passed and 
nothing had been done upon this, the most im- 
portant, subject before the Legislatura ts 
immediate consideration was demanded. 
Mr. Hooley’s motion meant nothing less 
than the smothering of the entire subject 
forthe remainder of the session. The Legisla- 
ture must adopt some such bill as this or the 
State would be compelled to return to: the ac- 
count system, which had been such a signal fail- 
ure in the past. The Kepublicans were a major- 
ity ot the Legislature, and they»would be held 
responsible for a failure to enact some: legisla- 
tion. It‘ had got to be the fashion, however, 
that whenever the self-styled leaders of a:myth 
ical party arose and shouted the! members of 
both political parties immediately : groveled ir 
the dust before them, The question involve 
was not one of politics, but of business. ‘It haé 
too long been used tor strategic purposes, ang 
the time had now arrived to attena to the-inter- 
ests of the electors Who pay taxes. 

The folly of expecting any other form of bill 
from the committee was shown by Walter Howe, 
ot New-York, its most active member. The bill 
does not meet his views, but, as he explained, 
the House should have a chance to amend it i- 
it desired in Committee of the Whole. Gen. Cur< 
tis, Mr. Raines or Ontario, and Gen. Husted.de+ 
manded an open discussion of the subject in the 
House. Gen. Husted said the Prison Committee 
had been derelict in not reporting before, for 
legislation was certainly demanded by:the pub- 
lic. Mr. Shoemaker of Onondaga demanded to 
know if Mr. Hooley thought be was talking toa 
lot of clerks when he presented his flimsy excuse 
to the House. 

Mr. Hooley meanwhile was busy among the 
Democrats urging them to support his motion. 
Mr. Church of Queens, however, led a break 
away from him, in which he was joined by other 
Democrats from the rural counties. He declared 
that he was ready to face the music, realizing 
that the taxpayers were demanding that the 
question be met fairly and squarely. Mr. Roesch 
ot New-York took an equally sensible. view, 
saying the Democratic minority must bear ite 
share of responsibility as well as the Re- 
publican majority. Mr. Reilly and Mr, 
Oliver of New-York and Mr. McCann of 
Brooklyn, with elevated eyebrows, declareé 
there must be some mistake about the course 
of these Democrats. Mr. Hogiey angrily demand« 
ed the yeas and nays, and found that he was oute 
voted twoto one.

Warfare upon the roller skating rinks has he- 
fun, not only by the theatre managers and the 
legislators, but also by the Society for the Pre- 
vention of Cruelty to Children. A memorial was 
presented tothe Senate from Elbridge T. Gerry 
to-day urging the passage of Senator Murphy’s 
bill prohibiting the sale of Jiquors at skating 
rinks, and placing certain restrictions upon the 
attendance of minors. The fall or unsteady gait 
ofasingle drunken person in a skating rink is 
apt to be accompanied by serious consequences 
to children who are unable to avoid them. 


With reference to the section  preclud- 
ing the attendance of children during 
school hours he says these rinks are 


strong temptations to truancy. Regarding the 
attendance of young girls in the evening, the 
memorial says many of the rinks are frequented 
by sporting men and others always ready to 
form the acquaintance of young girls with a 
view to their ruin. More than one case has re- 
eently been brought to the notice of the society 
“where respectable young girls, the children of 
hard-working and industrious parents, have 
formed acquaintanceship at these rinks without 
the formality of introductions, and have been 
lured upon the downward path to the amaze- 
mentof their parents, who were ignorant of the 
strroundings of these places. Parents who hesi- 
tateabout permitting young girls to attend the 
theatres or public balls, or even matinée perform- 
ances unaccompanied by proper companions, 
kuppose these rinks are harmless and place no 
restrictions upon attendance at them. A very 
recent and sad case which came to the notice of 
this society, was that ofa young girl who had 
been placed in peril, was rescued therefrom, and 
engaged in a legitimate business. Afterward 
she was enticed into one of these rinks and only 
a short time ago was discovered to have entered 
on the Gownward path. Young girls just about 
becoming women form the acquaintance of 
others old in vice and their ruin soon becomes 
nn easy matter. 

The two houses met to-day and formally elect- 
Hamilton Harris, of Albany, and Daniel 
ch, of Schuyler, Regents of the University. 

The Woman Suffrage bill will be considered 
to-morrow. 

Mr. Cantor introduced an excise bill, which 
affects all cities and towns in the State,in the 
Assembly to-day. It gives boards of excise 
power to grant licenses, provided there is no 
valid objection made by any person within 200 
feet of the place asked to be hcensed. A bond of 
$250 is required. Licenses in New-York will be $70 
for liquor and $30 for beer and light wines. Pro- 
vision is made for transfers, and parties remov- 
ing may transfer the license to their successors. 
No policeman is allowed to enter a saloon while 
on duty without a warrant. Another provision 
of the bill makes it a misdemeanor for any rail- 
road company to employ any habituai drunkard 
as workman, conductor, or envineer.

A DAIRYMAN SNUBBED. 
PRESIDENT HARRIS LEWIS NOT TO DISPENSE 
STATE FUNDS. 

ALBANY, March 18.—The State Dairy- 
Man’s Association, whose officers cut so ridicu- 
lous a figure in the recent election of Senator 
William M. Evarts, has again been brought into 
prominence by the utterances of its official head, 
President Harris Lewis, of Franklin County. 
When that rotund little gentleman went with 
his associates down into Cwego, ex-Senator 
Platt’s home, last December, and held 
the annual convention, President Lewis 


greeted his fellow-producers of butter with 
Ba remarkable speech. Said he, among other 
things: “* It seemed at one time that the cow 
was destined to be superseded and tiat the pig 
pen and slaughter house were to take her place 
in the products of the dairy. These 
adulterations that were sold for butter, some of 
them abominable, were most of them the work 
of Jews. They stick at nothing but that by 


which they can make money. They dis- 
regard morals and health as much, per- 
haps, as anything. We find they not 
only adulterate dairy products, but will 


adulterate nearly all the drugs and medicines 
used, and nearly all other articles of consump- 
tion they have adulterated and do adculterate. 
They come here and seek at our generous hands 
citizenship; and this seems to be our reward for 
our kindness to them. I do not wonder that the 
Russians drove them out. if the law will pro- 
tect usfrom their rapacity the law should re- 
ceive the hearty support of ail our people. Asa 
class they are afraid of the law, and seek meas- 
ures by which they can evade 1t.” 

The speech was duly applauded, tbe sten- 
ographer wrote up his notes, and in due season 
it appeared in the green colored pamphlet con- 
taining the report of the proceedings. A copy 
reached Gen. Johnson, of Westchester, and yes- 
terday he read it to the Assembly during the de- 
bate on the Supply bill. Then he moved that 
the expenditure of the appropriation of $1,000 
for President Lewis’s association be intrusted 
hereafter with the Vice-President, a motion 
with which the House agreed immediate- 
ly. No greater punishment could be imposed 
for the President’s rash utterances. The General 
felt that the association should not be held re- 
sponsible for its President’s freaks, else he 
would have moved to cut out the whole appro- 
priation. Mr. Lewis's big round eyes will open 
wider than ever when he learns how his func- 
tions have been impaired. Perhaps the State 
Dairyman’s Association will keep out of politics 
after this year, and avoid further association 
with the wily Platt and the other politicians 
of the anti-oleomargarinists’ stripe, who or- 
wanize just such imnocents for _ polit- 
ical reasons of their own. The dairyman’s 
Treasurer, Mr. J. V. H. Scovill, of New-Hart- 
ford, has also. been staggered since the session 
began by developments arising from the appear- 
ance of the association in politics. Remember- 
ing how great was its effort to work up the 
boom against Mr. Evarts, Mr. U’Neil innocently 
asked Treasurer Scovill, when arguing for this 
appropriation before the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, ** Does the State Dairyman’s Association 
ever engage in politics?” The Treasurer was 
50 dumfounded (smitten with remorse per- 
haps) that he blinked for two full minutes be- 
fore the committee, unable to utter a word. The 
question was not pressed, and the Treasurer re- 
tired, great beads of perspiration trickling down 
his honest farmer chin.

THE THEATRE LICENSE MONEY. 

ALBANY, March 18.—The Assembly Com- 
mittee on Cities gave a hearing on Mr. Barnum’s 
bill providing that the five-hundred dollar tax 
levied on each of the theatres in New-York City 
annually, and paid to the Society for the Refor- 
mation of Juvenile Delinquents, shall in future 
be paid into the Treasury of the city, to be ap- 
pliec as the Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment see fit. Judge Dittenhoefer addressed the 
committee in favor of such an amendment to 
thelaw. Hesaid the law as it now stands stig- 
matizes theatres as nurseries of crime, for on no 
other theory cana tax on theatres for the oap- 

rt of a criminal institution be justified. It 
i an unjust reflection upon an honorable 
protession, and is repugnant to the enlightened 
spirit of the age. The tax is now given to a 
private, self-perpetuating body of Trustees, 
composing the Society for the Reformation of 
Juuenile Delinquents, over whom the State has 


traffic are not paid to this society, but to the city 
Treasury, and are distributed by the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment, just as the bill 
directs should be done with the tax on theatres. 
With some show of reason might the 
society claim the excise tax, but there 
is mo relation between theatres and crime.

THE BILLS CURTAILING THE POWER OF 
GOV, ABBETT. 

TRENTON, March 18.—Goy. Abbett had 
an inning yesterday. The Assembly went to the 
bat to-day. Three of his vetoes were taken up, 
debated, and, by strict party votes, overridden. 
The vetoes affected the bill transferring to joint 
meeting the appointment of the Morris Plains 
Lunatic Asylum Trustees, which now rests in 
his hands, and of the Trustees of the State Nor- 
mal School, whom he also appoints, end the 
other bill is one to abolish the office of Director 
at Large of the Hudson County Freeholders, and 
one to curtail the powers of the Director. They 
are all political.;>The Director at Large is the 
presiding officer of the Governing Board of Hud- 
son County. Heenjoys autocratic powers under 
the existing _ state of affairs. He has made 
himself specially obnoxious to the present 
Republican Legislature by standing in the 
way of the appointment of Republicans to 
fill the places within the gift of the Republican 
Board of Freeholders. Two bills are aimed at 
him, so that if the act abolishing his office be de- 
clared unconstitutional because ot its necessary 
local application he may be made politically 
harmless. 

Besson championed the vetoes. Chapman 
would have lent him some aid if he had not been 
unduly excited by the session of the State Board 
of Education, before which he was a candidate. 
Braker of Camden, Corbin of Union, and 
Gangewer advocated the bills notwithstanding 
the vetoes, and with the two affecting the Goy- 
ernor’s patronage they went through. To-mor- 
row both will be in the Senate, which holds its 
first Thursday session this week, and Senator 
Schenck’s attitude on them is awaited with 
much interest in all parts of the State, 

Senate bill No. 28, introduced by Mr. Moon, of 
Warren—the railroad bill that has aroused so 
strong an antagonism among Jersey City people, 
was forcedto a third reading for final passace at 
the afternoon session. Its purpose and effect are 
to close Washington-street and make forever 
impossible the construction of the bridge over 
the gap, which the New-Jersey Central Railroad 
has been fighting for for years.‘ It is said that it 
is in the] interest of the Lehigh Valley Railroad 
Company, which desires to establish a terminal 
station there. The shrewd ones suspect, how- 
ever, that it is rather in the interest of the Mat- 
thiessen & Weichers Sugar Refining Com- 


pany, who wish to extend their works 
across the gap, and of the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad Company, who are de- 


sirous of cutting the Central off from direct 
communication with the business section of 
Jersey City. Itis beyond question that the lobby 
most actively pushing the bill is that which is in 
the pay and service of the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company. 

Before the bill was called up, Mr. Heck, whose 
special mission, since the deteat of the Jersey 
City charter, has been to boom the Washington- 
street bridge movement, asked that his bridge 
bill betaken up. It had, he said, been made a 
special order. Speaker Armstrong declared that 
his billhad lost its place on the calendar, and 
ordered Senate bill No. 28 forwarded. The Jersey 
City members mainly opposed it. Members from 
the other counties advocated it, and on the final 
vote it went through with six or seven votes to 
spare. Now it goes to the Governor. 

The State Board of Education met to-day. 
The chief business they had in hand was the 
election of a State Superintendent in place of E. 
A. Apgar. The absentees were Secretary Kelsey 
and ex-Chancellor Williamson. The candidates 
forthe position were Assemblyman Edwin O. 
Chapman, Dr. G. D. Saltonstahl, and Mr. Camp- 
beil, of Hudson; Prof. James W. Green, of Mon- 
mouth; the Rev. D. T. Reilly, of Middlesex; 
Mavor Haynes, of Newark: John A. Demarest, 
of Bergen; George Biggs, of Atlantic; Matthew 
Stratton, of Salem; J. B. Betts, of Somer- 
set; E. A. Apgar, of Mercer, and Joseph 
R. Encke, of Mercer. On the fifth ballot Chap- 
man received 10 votes, and was declared elected. 
Mr. Chapman now represents the Fourth Dis- 
trict of Hudson County, and is serving his third 
termin the Assembly. He was born in Water- 
ford, Conn., and has taught school in New-Lon- 
don, New-York, and Jersey City. He was Prin- 
cipal of the High School of old Hudson City, 
and for a year President of the Jersey City 
Board of Education. He will take possession of 
the office on Saturday morning.

A NEW-YORK FIRM WANT AN ACCOUNTING 
FROM THEIR CHICAGO PARTNER. 

CurcaGco, March 18.—in a bill filed in the 
United States Court here Monday, but sup- 
pressed for service, H. H. Honore, Jr., and N. K. 
Honore, comprising a fraction of the firm of 
Honore Brothers & Glover, of New-York. insti- 
tuted an action for the recovery ofa large sum 
of money from F.C. Pope and O. R. Glover, of 
this city. The bill sets forth that on Dec. 15, 
1883, plaintiffs entered into partnership with the 
defendants to carry on the business of buying 
and selling grain, both in New-York and Chica- 


go. The New-York firm was composed of the 
Honore Brothers and O. R. Glover, with F. C. 
Pope as a special and limited partner; the 
Chicago firm of the last named, with 
the Honore Brothers as special and limit- 
ed partners. The Chicago firm was to pay 
all losses incurred here, and the New-York firm 
the losses incurred in that city. The bill sets 
forth further that during the continuance of 
such partnership Pope neglected the business of 
the firm, notwithstanding the remonstrances of 
plaintiffs, to the diminishment of the earnings 
and profits of the concern. In November, 1884, 
the partnership was dissolved by mutual con- 
sent. In December of the same year plaintiffs 
executed and _ delivered to Pope their 
$1,800, secured by a certificate 
for $5,000 issued by the KHeceiver of the 
Marine Bank of New-York, which sum was 
due said bank to the plaintiffs at the 
time of its failure,in May, 1884, and which is 
now worth the sum of $2,500. Since the dissolu- 
tion above referred to the plaintiffs claim to 
have ascertained that Pope, one of the defend- 
ants, didalarge business on his own account in 
the name of Pope, Glover & Co., the exact 
amount of which they are unable to state, the 
defendants having possession of the books, but 
from which, the plaintiffs are informed and be- 
lieve, Pope has since realized $18,000 profits. 
These profits, the plaintiffs insist, are the prop- 
erty of the entire firm, in which they are entitled 
to their proportion. The plaintiffs pray the 
court to decree an accounting by the defendants, 
and that they may be compelled to pay them the 
balance of said profits found to be due, less the 
amount of the note due its present holder, and 
for such other relief as may be equitable.

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DECLINE IN THE STOCi OF .THE 
PACIFIC MAIL. 

PROBABLE TERMINATION OF THE CONTRACT 
WITH THE TRANSCONTINENTAL ROADS— 
THE REASONS FOR THIS. 

The sensation in the Street yesterday 
was the decline in the stock of the Pacific Mail 
Steamship Company, which broke from above 
60 to 57, the transactions being very large and the 
fluctuations very rapid. The cause was said to 
be the probable early termination of the contract 
between the company and the transcontinental 
railroads, whereby the former is guaranteed a 
business of $95,000 per month on through busi- 
ness to San Francisco, the consideration being 
the non-competition of the steamship company 
in the passenger business. The rumor of the no- 
tice of the termination of the contract was as- 
certained to be true in part. President J. B. 
Houston, of the Pacific Mail Steamship Com- 
pany, said last night: 

“The company to-day received a notice from 
the Union Pacific Railroad that that company 
intended, at the expiration of the time called 
for in the contract, viz., one month, to termi- 
nate it, and discontinue the payment of its share 
of the amount, if any, necessary to make up to 
the steamship company the $95,000 monthly 
guarantee. Inasmuch as the contract in ques- 


tion was made with the Union and Central Pa- 
cific, acting jointly as one, we declined to accept 
the notice as binding, and accordingly returned 
it to the Union Pacific. If the notice should be 
returned with the Central Pacific acting with 
the Union Pacific it would, of course, be valid 
and weshould be governed by it accordingly. 
But until we do receive notice from both the 
parties to the contract we shall consider the 
agreement as still in force.” 

In regard to the probable course of the Pacific 
Mail, in case the contract should be terminated, 
Mr. Houston said: “The arrangement was a 
fair and equitable one, and was a benefit not 
alone to the parties interested, but to the mer- 
chants, inasmuch as it insured them steady and 
non-fiuctuating rates which were also low. Ifa 
warin rates should ensue, the steamship com- 
pany would naturally load its vessels with pas- 
sengers and freight at as remunerative rates as 
possible.” 

A contract, similar in substance, but giving a 
higher monthly subsidy, was for a long time 
maintained by the parties now interested, but 
was eventually broken by the Unien Pacific 
some years since. The consequent action of the 
Pacific Mail was so vigorous in character tbata 
truce was soon patched up, and the present con- 
tract, which the Union Pacific now seeks to 
break, was entered into. At the Windsor last 
night the matter was the universal subject of 
comment. One operator who voiced the 
general sentiment said: “I have reason 
to know that the notice given by the 
Union Pacific is the first public mani- 
festation of bitter hostilities between the 
Union and Céntral Pacific. The latter company 
is doing all in its power to force freight for San 
Francisco over the Sunset route via New- 
Orleans, giving the company a much longer 
haul, and to bring about its purpose has thrown 
out inducements in the way of rates not much 
more than one-third of the rates hitherto ruling 
on the transcontinental roads. This has led toa 
good deal of bitterness between the two com- 
panies, and I think it will be found that the 
Union Pacific will send freight destined 
for California via its ‘Short Line’ from 
Ogden or Granger, thus cutting off the 
Central Pacific from its business altogether. 
The freight would be sent around from 
Portland by steamer. The Central has an 
independent connection to Ogden over the Chi- 
cago, Burlington and Quincy and Denver and 
Rio Grande Roads, and thus is prepared to go for 
business both ways quite independent of the 
Union Pacific. It is probably for this reason that 
the Central has not joined with the Union in the 
notice to the Pacific Mail. The Union Pacific is 
thus forced to do what it has, there being, of 
course, no object to be gained by maintaining 
rates via the isthmus, if a fight between the 
roads themselves is to be precipitated with con- 
sequent low rates,”’ 

It was impossible last night to obtain any in- 
formation onthe question from officers of either 
of the great transcontinental roads. If the con- 
tract is terminated and a warfare between the 
Pacific roads results, the roads in the trunk line 
pool will feel its effectsalso. The Central Pa- 
cific for several months has been diverting busi- 
ness as far as possible to the Sunset route, with 
aconsequent loss of business to most of the 
trunk lines running west from New-York, the 
business reaching New-Orleans via Cincinnati, 
Louisville, and the roads running southwest 
through Virginia, much freight also going by 
steamer to New-Orleans. 


‘A PROPOSITION REJECTED. 

The Directors of the Central Railroad of 
New-Jersey met in this city yesterday to discuss 
the exjsting relations between their company 
and the Philadeiphia and Reading Company. 
President Little, Mr. Gowen, Samuel Sloan, Mr. 
Kean, Mr. Knight, Mr. Kelsey, and Mr. Tod were 
present. A communication from the Reading 
Company was read proposing that the payment 
ofa dividend on the Jersey Central stock be 


omitted this year; that a dividend of 2 per cent. 
be paid next year and 8 per cent. in 1887. As 
soon as the Reading Company could recuperate 
the Jersey Central stockholders should, it was 
promised, be compensated for the concessions 
which they were asked to make. The proposi- 
tion did not meet with favor in the meeting, 
Somebody moved that action on it be deferred. 

Mr. Gowen urged that the proposition be 
adopted. Hesaid that the Jersey Central Road 
could not do as well alone as it had done under 
the management of the Reading Company. 

Samuel Sloan bluntly exclaimed: “I beg to 
differ, differ, differ with you on that point. This 
road can do better without the Reading than 
with it. I believe that itis the duty of the Jer- 
sey Central Directors to take steps to get their 
property back. The road can get along very 
well independentiy. There is no use in deferring 
action on this proposition. I move that it be 
rejected.” 

Mr. Sloan’s motion was adopted almost unani- 
mously, andthe meeting adjourned until next 
Monday to hear the reply of the Reading Com- 
pany in relation to the April payments.

J. C. Clarke was re-elected President of 
the Illinois Centrai Railroad by the Directors 
yesterday, and Mr. 8. Fish was re-elected Vice- 
President. There was no election of Secretary, 
it being understood that Mr. Randolph, who has 
held that office for many years, contemplates re- 
signing to engage in other business. 

MoNTREAL, March 18.—Some time ago 
Daniel W. Stanton, of New-York State, and 
others served an injunction restraining the 
Canada Atlantic Railway Company from issuing 
certain bonds to the extent of $1,000,000, and 
$12,000 per mile for the 129 miles of the railway, 
exclusive of the bridge,in all $2,540,500. They 
further asked that the railway company be 
compelled to pay them $300,000 damages, failing 
in which the company should be sold 
out. Theinjunction was refused, but it finally 
went before the Supreme Court witha motion 
for leave to appeal. Mr. Duhamel, the com- 
pany’s sOlicitor, to-day received notice that the 
motion had been denied. The injunction against 
the bonds of the company, in which the Bank of 
British North America is interested, is entirely 
dissolved. 

PHILADELPHIA, March 18.—At a meeting 
of the stockholders of the Central Transporta- 
tion tanec held to-day for the purpose of 
parmep ey J the lease of the company’s fran- 
chises to the Pullman Palace Car Company, it 
was agreed after a long discussion to appoint a 
committee of five to consider the recommenda- 
tion of the Directors regarding the lease. The 
President of the company stated that he would 
furnish the committee with such information as 
might be desired. 

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., March 18.—The 
Cincinnati Southern Railroad has announced a 
sweeping reduction in freight rates from New- 
York to this city. The rate has been reduced 
from $1 40 for first class to 40 cents.

MR. O'BRIEN WILL MOVE. 


TO LEAVE THE FIELD WHERE HE HAS WON 
80 MANY VICTORIES. 

The great army of householders who, on 
May 1, intrust their goods and chattels to public 
cartmen and kind Providence will this year in- 
clude no less a person than John J. O’Brien, 
Chief of the Bureau of Elections, Chairman of 
the Republican County Committee, of late years 
en ornament of the Albany lobby, and a gentle- 
man not altogether unknown to such New- 
Yorkers as take an interest in politics. Upon 
that day Mr. O’Brien will turn his face to the 


north, and shaking the dust of the Eighth As- 
sembly District off his feet will cross the Tenth 
and pitch his tent just within the southern bor- 
ders of the Fourte-ath District. 

Mr. O’Brien was born in the Eighth District, 
and has lived there 43 years. His departure will, 
therefore, hardly pass unnoticed, and the fact 
that he is about to go elsewhere was talked of 
last evening wherever it was known. In early 
life he was an ardent Tammany man, but there 
came a day When he litted his coat skirts and 
boldly jumped overinto the Republican past- 
ure. The field was not a_ very inviting 
one, but under the careful and _ peculiar 
cultivation of Mr. O’Brien it blossomed like a 
rose, Fertilized by the plentiful use of money 
and watered by the eros manipulation of 
the police, the Eighth District has turned out 
Republican pluralities on nearly if not quite 
every local election for 12 years. It also gave 
Blaine a plurality last_ Fall. Mr. O’Brien’s 
“work” in the Highth District has been bold 
and, as the results show, successful. 

There are various conjectures as to why the 
Chief of the Bureau of Blectionsis leaving a 
district where he has spent his life, and upon 
which he has builtup a reputation, to settle in 
one which for 12 years has given the Democratic 
candidate for the Presidency 2,000 majority. Mr, 
O’Brien’s friends say that Forsyth-street, where 
he is at present Jiving, is not 2 nice place to bring 
up a family, though Mr. O’Brien’s family has 
already been carried preety, well along to what 
may be% called the rought-up stage. Mr. 
O’Brien is to take possession of ** Hen”? Wallace’s 
house, in Second-avenue, near Twelfth-street, 
within calling distance of the residence of Sen- 
ator William M. Evarts, a very pleasant neigh- 
borhood. 

Another reason given for Mr. O’Brien’s change 
of residence isthat heis abouttoretire from 
active participation in local politics, and pro- 
poses to devote himself chiefly to the duties 
which call him to Albany during the session of 
the Legislature, his experiments in that direction 
having met with encouraging success, A third 
reason. and one which was given more credence 
in the Eighth District last evening than any 
otheri is that Mr. O’Brien has invaded the 
Fourteenth District with the idea of sub- 
jecting it to the same sort of tilling which he 

as applied to the Eighth District. The condi- 
tionsin the two districts, as far as the Democ- 
racy is concerned, are somewhat similar. In 
each the Tammany and County Democracy or- 
ganizations seem to exist only to cut each other's 
throats whenever an opportunity presents itself. 
By playing the two organizations against each 
other in the Eighth District Mr. O’Brien has 
managed to keep the district under his thumb, 
and a good many people believe that he 
hopes to do the same thing up in the Fourteenth. 
In the Kiehth District his opponetits have been 
Barney Kenny and George Hall, County Demo- 
crat and Tammany, respectively. The County 
Democrats in the Fourteenth District bend the 
knee to Maurice B. Flynn and Alderman Mc- 
Quaae, and the Tammany men give like alle- 
giance to Register John Reilly. 

If Mr. O’Brien is actuated bv a desire to try 
his talents on the Fourteenth District, it is sup- 
posed that he will still keep an eye on the Eighth. 
The question of who will be his lieutenant there 
was much discussed last evening. He is under- 
stood to have offered the position to Barney 
O’Rourke, his financial backer in the district, 
and Mr. O’Rourke is understood to have posi- 
tively declined the honor. John E. Brodsky is 
suggested as the gentleman upon whom the 
O'Brien mantle will fall. ‘If Brodsky is left to 
run the district,” said a Tammany Hall man last 
evening, “ we'll wipe the floor with him.”’ 

Jasper Carpenter, a liquor seller at Delancy 
and Forsyth streets, has taken a lease of the 
house now occupied by Mr. O’Brien.

MANY SPECTATORS AT THE REVIEW OF THE 
SEVENTH REGIMENT. 

Seventh Regiment veterans from all 
parts of the country marched with the actives 
onthe broad floor of the Sixty-seventh-street 
armory last night to receive the bronze eross of 
honor awarded to each one of them who had 
scen 10 years of active service. The crowds who 
received permission to look at them were 
banked up against the side of the build-

The line 
was reviewed py Gen. Abram Duryee and Col. 
A. A. Bremner, the only living ex-Colonels of the 
regiment. After the review the veterans stood 
up in line before six tables draped with the 
American flag, and each one had the medal of 
honor pinned to bis coat lapel. The officers and 
members of the active companies entitled to the 
same privilege followed suit. 

A general reception was given in the company 
parlors after the ceremonies. The veterans had 
supper up stairs. Gen. Fitzgerala,on behalf of 
the regiment, presented Col. Emmons Clark with 
a silver medal, a plain?gold medal, and another 
gold medal with seven diamonds in it for his 
* jong and faithful service.”” In a speech, Col. 
Clark said that he hoped that war veterans who 


were inclined to believe that their services were: 


forgotten or were belittled by the actives would 
be convinced of their error by the fraternal 
ceremonies of the evéning. Gen. Duryee and 
Col. Bremner made speeches praising the vet- 
erans for their courage and complimenting the 
active companies for their efficient drill. 


THE INCREASE OF INSANITY. 











DR. RUSSELL’S LECTURE BEFORE THE MED- 
ICO-LEGAL SOCIITY. 

“The Increase of Insanity, Its Causes 
and Remedies,’ was the subject of a paper read 
by Ira Russell, M. D., of Winchenden, Mass., be- 
fore the Medico-Legal Society in Hamilton Hall, 
Columbia College, last eveuing. The increase in 
insanity, Dr. Russell said, is greatly in excess of 
the increase of population. It is due to many 
causes, one of which is the intense strain put 
upon the mind in these days of rapidliving. Over- 
taxing the nervous forcesisa fruitful source of 
insanity. A great deal of insanity is brought to our 
shores by immigration, and statistics show that 
one-third of the insane persons in this country 
are foreign born. But insanity is also increasing 
among our native born citizens, and this is due 
in great measure to the fact that the young men 
of the present day have not the same chance to 
ettain the objects of their ambition that young 
men formerly had. Thedivisionsof labor havea 
great influence on the laborer. both physically 


and mentally. Forty years ago a shoemaker had: 


something to look forward to; now day after 
day he remains in the same position, using the 
same muscles, and doing the same work. 

It is quite natural than such a life, without 
hope for a change, sbould result in affecting the 
brain, which has no part in the work of the 
body, that has become purely mechanical, The 
feeling of dependence which the working classes 
have is not promotive of mental health, and our 
labor-saving inventions have not improved the 
cbances of the masses. Forty pean ago specu- 
lation in stocks was unknown, but the contagion 
has spread, and Wall-street is the great mael- 
storm that has swallowed up the little fortunes 
of struggling men. It has been a great element 
in increasing insanity in our midst. 


BAD OUTLOOK FOR MILK PRODUCERS. 

Port Jervis, N. Y., March 18.—The 
Orange County Farmer has been collecting sta- 
tistics regarding the present condition and future 
outlook of the milk producing industry. It will 
publish to-morrow a tabulated statement of 
the reports received from over 60 farmers en- 
gaged inthe milk business in Orange, Sullivan, 
Delaware, and Ulster Counties, in this State, and 
Sussex, in New-Jersey. The average profit for 
1884 reported by these producers on the capital 
invested is a little less than 54 per cent., but the 
farmers’ own labor is left out of consideration. 
With a proper sum allowed for his services the 
editor of the Farmer estimates that the average 
profit would have been reduced to at least 1 per 
cent. 
Opinion as to the value of glucose feed and 
brewers’ grain for cows varies, but the majority 
of the farmers reporting condemn their use, 
and others express a modified approval. Ono 
frankly says they area good thing when quan- 
tity and not quality of milk is desired, The 
number of farmers using these articles, as com- 
pared with the whole number, is very small. The 
outiook for the present year is considered very 
discouraging. oO one expects as good a year as 
last, and many think it will be decidedly worse. 
Various suggestions looking to the improvement 
of the present situation are made, but the one 
which finds most favor is that the production of 
milk should be greatly reduced. The Farmer,in 
summing up the case, says: ‘ Organization is 
the only way in which any substantial progress 
can made. The Farmers’ Milk Company 
must be enlarged and its backbone stiffened. 
Orange County to-day, if its producers, or even 
nine-tenths of them, were banded together as 
they should be, would win to their support their 
neighbors and in the end win.” 

A MAYOR DISAPPEARS. 

CHATTANOOGA, *Tenn., March 18.—H. L. 
Driver, Mayor of Glenmary, has disappeared 
with about $1,000 belonging to John Molyneux, 
a merchant of that place, and others. Driver 
and his wife had a difficulty a few days before, 
and she packed up and left him for her old home 
in Indiana. Driver was formerly of Cincinnati.

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MR, GUIREY SUSPENDED. 


HIS FOLLOWERS VOTE TO STAND BY HIM, 
HOWEVER. 

At the last meeting of the committee on 
the charges against thy Rev. George Guirey, 
formerly Pastor of the Willis-Street Baptist 
Church, in Paterson, N. J., the accused end his 
counsel withdrew, as the committee declined to 
admit in evidence a number of affidavits sub- 
mitted by the defense. The committee held a 
deliberative session, and then summoned the 
council. to meet yesterday at Paterson, in the 
Willis-Street Church. The council got together 


at 11 o'clock, and listened to the report 
of the committee. ‘This stated that tne 
vote on the charge of immoral conduct 
toward Mrs. Burton, of Newark, was—guilty, 1: 
not proven, 4—on the second charge the vote 
was taken upon the question as to whether Mr. 
Guirey’s conduct toward Mrs. May F. Heinisch, 
of Newark—since deceased—was that of a 
Christian man, having a wife living, and resulted 
in five nerative votes. After a careful examina- 
tion of the third charge, knownas the Saunders 
case, the committee reported that two of the 
members were of the belief that Mr. Guirey had 
held improper relations with her; two were con- 
vinced of his innocence of the charge, and the re- 
maining member was in 50 much doubt that he 
requested to be excused from ,casting his vote 
and thus expressing an opinion. 

The Rev. Mr. Mather spoke 30 minutes for the 

prosecution, and he was followed by the Rev. 
Mr. Simonds in a half hour’s speech for Mr, 
Guirey. Then Mr. Guirey spent 15 minutes in 
expiaining his stock transaction with Mrs. Hein- 
isch and denying the other charges, This 
brought the proceedings down to 2 o’clock in 
the afternoon, when the accused and all persons 
having no vote on the trial question were re- 
quired to leave. 
§ fAfter discussing the matter at issue for an hour 
and a half more, the resolutions presented by the 
Committee on Investigation were taken up and 
voted on, These resolutions were in two sets. 
The first stated that, ‘* Whereas grave charges 
affecting the ‘moral ‘character of Mr. Guirey 
have been made and supported by the sworn 
declarations of several persons, it is the sense of 
this council that Mr. Guirey does not have a 
good report of them that are without, and 
in our opinion he should abstain from 
perreceniog the functions of the ministry until 
his innocence is established. ‘Che Willis-Street 
Church is hereby advised .to suspend him from 
the privileges of the church and from the minis- 
try, such suspension to continue until his inno- 
cence of the charges referred to shall be estab- 
lished. The Willis-Street Church is also advised 
to restore its other suspended members 
to good standing or grant to them let- 
ters in the usual form to any regular 
Baptist church, and at the expiration of 60 days 
from the date hereof to withdraw the hand of 
fellowship from all such members who shall 
neither have asked for letters nor returned to 
the performance of their covenant obligations.” 
The other resolutions exonerated Mr. Guirey, 
and advised the Willis-Street Baptist Church to 
grant letters in the usual form to Mr. Guirey 
and to such other of its members as have applied 
er to the Emmanuel Baptist Church, so 
called. 

The vote on the question of the guilt of the 
accused stood 14 to 18 in his favor, and a number 
of the members of the council despairing of 
being able to reach a conclusion left. A motion 
was made to adopt the resolution finding the 
clergyman not guilty of immoral conduct, but 
suspending him and dissolving his church as 
irregularly constituted. This was adopted, 25 








delegates voting in the afiirmative and 
none in the negative, one declining to 
vote on the ground that he _ helieved 
the clergyman guilty of immorality. The par- 


ties to the controversy having agreed to ibide 
by the decision of the council,Sthe Rev. Mr. 
Guirey finds himself deposed from the ministry 
and without a regular Baptist church. There is 
no appeal from this decision. However, at the 
prayer meeting of the Emmanuel Church con- 
gregation to-night it was resolved to continue 
and not return to the Willis-Street Church, the 
vote being unanimous on the question of sus- 
taining Mr. Guirey. 
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TAMMANY BRAVES HAPPY.

THEY RETURN FROM WASHINGTON ENCOUR- 
AGED BY THE PRESIDENT, 
Coroner Martin, Civil Justices ‘*‘ Mike” 
Norton and Ambrose Monell, ex-Senator For- 
ster, Thomas F. Gilroy, andthe other members 
of the Tammany soliciting committee which 
went to Washington a few days ago in 
quest of Federal patronage returned yester- 
day. The stories which the members of 
the committee retailed to their friends 
during the day and last evening were of a most 


encouraging kind. The committeemen state 
that they saw the President and had an interest- 
ing conversation with him. They assert that 
Mr. Cleveland told them that he was extremely 
anxious to build up the Democratic Party in 
this city, and to that end would not enrich one 
faction to the detriment of another. He pro- 
poses, according to the committee, to distribute 
the patronage which would in the nature of 
things go to this city in fair and just proportions 
between the three Democratic organizations, 
The feelings which the County Democrats are 
said to entertain toward the Tammany Hall 
organization are not, the committee says, shared 
by Mr. Cleveland, and the solicitors came away 
impressed with the idea that the President had 
something good in store for them. 

Just what the bone which is be thrown to them 
isthe committeemen admit they do not know. 
They confess that the President cid not promise 
to appoint John Kelly Postmaster or Bourke 
Cockran United States District Attorney, nor 
did he tell them who would eventually fill those 
offices. They profess, however, to be entirely 
Satisfied with their chances, and to be relying 
upon generous expressions of good will on Mr. 
Cleveland’s part.

THE STRIKE OF THE MINERS. 
shasta tastes 
A SUPERINTENDENT ASSAULTED AND HIS 
SKULL FRACTURED. 
PirrssurG, March 18.—The situation 
among the striking miners is practically un- 
changed. An informal meeting of operators 
was held at the Coal Exchange to-day for the 
purpose of discussing the situation. No definite 
action was taken, and the meeting adjourned 
until Saturday next. The operators hold that 
100 men are at work at Neel’s mines, in the fourth 
pool, and that the Champion mines started to- 
day at the reduced rates. On the other hand, lead- 


ing strikers say that quite a number of miners 
in the fourth pool will resume work at the three- 
cent rate within a few days. Beadlong Brothers, 
of Bridgeville, have acceded to the demand of 
their men, and work was resumed this morning 
by about 50 men. 

At the time of the rumored failure of B. F. 
Rafferty & Co., of this city, Robert H. Latti- 
more, part owner and Superintendent of the 
Waugh Slope Mines, near West Newtown, Penn., 
closed down his mines when the firm stopped 
taking his coal, and discharged about 100 men. 
Recently he hired 15 of these men and put them 
to work at 3 cents. This displeased the others, 
and last evening the wives of the discharged 
men visited the mines and made a murderous at- 
tack on Mr, Lattimore and his clerk, Mr. 
Thomas Neel. Mr. Lattimore had his face 
terribly cut, his skull fractured, and his body 
badly bruised. Mr. Neel was also badly injured. 
Mr. Lattimore made informations churging over 
100 of the miners with felonious assault and bat- 
tery and riot. Constable Orr immediately ar- 
rested over 40 of the accused men, and will ar- 
rest the others this evening. Each will be 
held in $100 bail, in default of which they will 
be taken to Greensburg Jail. Of the 40 persons 
arrested 15 were women. 


DEATH OF MRS. SALLIE REBER LAING. 

Mrs. Sallie Reber Laing, well known in 
this city for several years past as a comic opera 
soprano, died last Thursday, March 12, at Ruth- 
erford Park, N. J. For some reason very few of 
her acquaintances in this city are yet aware of 


the fact. Miss Reber, as she was known to the 
theatregoing public, had been ill tor some time 
with gastritis, and, by the advice of her physi- 
cian, went to Rutherford Park fora change of 
food and air. She was improving, but she yield- 
ed to the craving for rich food caused by the 
disease and was thrown into convulsions, which 
terminated fatally. The body was brought to 
this city and then sent to Sandusky, Ohio, where 
the funeral was to have taken piace yesterday. 
Miss Reber was born in Sandusky 81 years azo, 
and was the daughter of George Reber, a prom- 
inent lawyer of that city. Her voice became 
noticeable at an early age, and she was sent to 
this city for instruction. She bad several ex- 
cellent teachers, who predicted a brilliant fut- 
ure forher. en years ago she bhadan attack of 
typhoid fever, which caused her to lose her 
voice for some time, but she subsequently re- 
covered it. Her first appearance was made at 





the Grand Opera House in the ‘ Bohemian 
Girl” six years ago. Her greatest success 
was made as the Princess in “ Fatinitza” 


at the Fifth-Avenue Theatre when the opera 
was first produced there. She made her réle the 
chief feature of the opera. She subsequently 
traveled with one of D’Oyly Carte’s companies 
as Mabel in ** The Pirates of Penzance” and was 
afterward ajmember of one of John A. McCaull’s 
companies. Her last pppesranes in this city 
was at the Standard Theatre as Phyllis in 
“ Tolanthe” in the Fall of 1882. Four years ago 
“she was married to Franklin F. R. Laing, who 
died about 18 months ago. Miss Reber’s voice 
was a light soprano of considerable compass and 
of great flexibility. : 


BAD OUTLOOK FOR MILL OPERATIVES. 

LowEuu, Mass., March 18.—The large 
manufacturing companies will on April 1 reduce 
the present force in all departments. A few 
months ago a reduction was made of one-fourth 
of the total number of hands, and the one to go 
into force on April 1 will take off about one- 
third of the original number. The condition of 
the operatives is now very precarious, and if 
matters do notimprove soon there will be un- 
doubtedly much destitution among the poorer 
classes.

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THE MARIE-GARRISON CASE. 
i - A 
THE SUIT HERE STOPPED UNTIL THE ONE 
IN ST. LOUIS HAS BEEN DETERMINED. 

Judge Donohue, holding Supreme Court, 
Chambers. has decided to continue in force the 
injunction restraining Peter Marié and others 
from prosecuting their suit against Commodore 
Cornelius K. Garrison, now pending in the Supe- 
rior Court here, until a suit to set aside the fore- 
closure proceedings, following which the Mis- 
souri Pacific Railroad Company was reorganized 
in 1876, shall have been determined in St. Louis, 
Those foreclosure proceedings were brought by 
Commodore Garrison as a holder of $1,800,000 of 
the mortgage bonds of the company. 

Marié and his fellow- plaintiffs here were hold- 
ers of stock. They agreed not to oppose the 
foreclosure if the Commodore would give them 
stock of the reorganized company, 4nd they as- 
sert that he promised to buy the mortgaged 
property for purposes of a reorganization. He 
did not buy it, but James Baker did. Their ac- 
tion in the Superior Court is predicated on the 


allegation that he eyaded the performance of his 
promise to buy for the purpose of breaking his 
contract to give them stock to replace that 
wiped out by the foreclosure, and their claim 
against him is for about $5,000,000. His defense 
is that he never promised absolutely to buy the 
road, &c., under the foreclosure, but he admits 
that he would have replaced the plaintiffs’ stock 
if he had bought the property and reorganized 
the corporation. He made an effort to buy, but 
was outbid by Baker. 

As Referee in the Superior Vourt suit Prof, 
Theodore L. Dwight has ruled that the prosecu- 
tion of that suit was not barred by the existence 
of the Missouri action, although a judgment for 
the plaintiffs in the latter would bea bar. Judge 
Donohue’s view of the relations between the two 
cases differs from Prof. Dwight’s. He holds that 
practically the Marié party are the plaintiffs in 
Missouri, although the Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany of Missouri is the nominal plaintiff, and 

hat as both suits result from acts consented to 
by them it is just that the one that will settle the 
merits of the foreclosure proceedings should he 
litigated toaconclusion before the action here 
is proceeded with, because by that conclusion 
the result here may be determined. Judge 
Donohue gays in part: 

“Phe sole question before me is whether the 
defendants in the present action, the Marié 
party, should, in equity and good conscience, be 
allowed to proceed with the action in the Supe- 
rior Court before the suit now —_ and 
ready for hearing in Missouri, and which they 
have instigated and set on foot, has been dis- 
posed of. After careful consideration of the 
whole matter I am of opinion that the injunc- 
tion restraining the defendants in this action 
from proceeding in the Superior Court should 

e continued. * * * It is not fair or equitable 
that Garrison should be subjected to the great 
expense and trouble of two suits and of the pos- 
sible risk of a double loss, as he might be if the 
suit in the Superior Court is prosecuted to judg- 
ment before the trial of the suit in Missouri. 

“ The two suits are based upon utterly incon- 
sistent and contradictory claims, and as so far as 
1 can judge from the papers before me, the 
Maré party elected in the first instance to re- 
scind their alleged contract with Garrison they 
should be required to go on with the suit 
grounded upon that allegation. They chose to 
prosecute Garrison in that suit and to endeavor 
to get back the railroad. In the action in the 
Superior Court they seek to recover from him 
over $5,000,000 because he does not deliver to 
them 36,000 shares of stock in the new company 
to which the same railroad was conveyed, and 
the value of which stock would depend entirely 
upon Garrison’s having and retaining this very 
railroad. Icannot conceive of legal pleadings 
more inconsistent and contradictory than these 

nor of aclearer case for the interposition of a 
court of equity'to preventiniustice and wrong.” 
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KILLED BY A FELLOW-PATIENT.

A COMPASSIONATE LUNATIC PUTS ANOTHER 
‘OUT OF MISERY.” 

Michael Fuchs, a patient in the new 
Essex County Lunatic Asylum, in South Orange- 
avenue, Newark, beat out the brains of William 
Mulcahy, a fellow-patient, with a spittoon,ina 
cell of the institution on Tuesday night. Some 
months ago Mulcahy was committed to the 
County Penitentiary for larceny. He was friend- 
less, and during the period of his incarceration 
no one ever called to see him. He never had 
anythiug to say about himself, and nothing 
whatever is known about his antecedents. Final- 
ly a melancholy settled upon him, and it was 
found necessary or deemed advisable to send 


him to the asylum. Of late he has refused the 
food given to him, and Dr. Hinckley has found 
it necessary to feed him three times a day 
through a tube. 

In the room opposite that in which ke was 
confined Fuchs slept. Fuchs had been sent 
to the asylum from the jail. He was suffering a 
religious mania, but his manner was quiet and 
inoffensive. He went around among the patients 
preaching and exhorting them to follow the 
precepts of the Scriptures. As often as he met 
one of the attendants he would fall on his knees 
before him, and, confessing to every crime 
known to the calender, would ask forgiveness, 
The misery and be pets of the man across the 
hall appealed to his sensibilities, and as often as 
the food was administered to the broken-spirited 
man Fuchs looked on with pitying eye. 

At about 10 o’clock Tuesday night Watchman 
Michael Corbett heard a noise in one of the cor- 
ridors. A patient was in the habit of raising the 
end of his bedstead and letting it fall heavily, 
and Corbett supposed that the noise proceeded 
from this cause until he discovered that it came 
from the direction of Fuchs’s cell. He ran at 
once to the place. Mulcahy lay bleeding and 
unconscious on the floorand Fuchs, without a 
stitch of clothingon him, bent over him with a 
blood-stained spittoon in his hand. It was evi- 
dent that he had struck Mulcahy on the head 
with the cuspador and broken his skull. The 
attendant ordered Fuchs to the bathroom to 
wash himself. Fuchs went off as though per- 
fectly unconscious of having done anything 
wrong and leaped into the bathtub. A hasty ex- 
amination of his victim showed that his skull 
had been fractured and that he was breathing 
his last. A few minutes later he was dead. 

Fuchs was asked why he had killed the man. 
He answered that he felt sorry for Mulcahy’s 
condition, and did it to put him out of misery. 

“The Lord commanded me through the 
Bible,” he added, “to put him out of misery 
and send him to heaven. I did it because he 
will be better off there than in this place.”’ 

He was at once put in astrait-jacket, though 
he showed no signs of violence, but he burst it 
asunder, and it took three men to confine him 


in a padded celi.

THE PRICE CHARGED HIM FOR THE SITE 
FOR HIS MAUSOLEUM. 

There have been rumors recently on 
Staten Island that the Directors of the Moravian 
Church Cemetery and Mr, William H. Vander- 
bilt had had a dispute over the price charged by 
the church authorities for the 10 acres of ground 
to be occupied by the Vanderbilt mausoleum. 
When the new structure was spoken of it was at 
first proposed to have itinclose proximity to 
the old family vault, where the remains of Com- 
modore Vanderbilt and 18 of his relatives 
repose. This was impossible, for the reason 
that the 10 acres desired could not be 


spared, and the present site was selected. 
At the time of the change it was said that Mr. 
Vanderbilt objected to paying 60 cents a foot, 
the price asked for the ground, but this state- 
ment was denied by the Directors of the ceme- 
tery. A special meeting of the Directors was 
held, and they voted to send the deed and the 
bill to Mr. Vanderbilt. 

“In a few days,”’ said one of the Directors yes-. 
terday, ‘“‘two of his sons came down to Staten 
Island and told us plainly that the price was ex- 
orbitant. We have not made any change in the 
price. It has been left to Mr. Vanderbilt’s own 
generosity, and we feel assured that he will set- 
tle it fairly. 

* A fow weeks ago Mr. Vanderbilt sent us a re- 
quest to lay outaroad leading to the mauso- 
leum. We met again and figured hard on that. 
It will cost us $25,000 for that road, but the 
Trustees decided to make it and leave the whole 
thing to Mr. Vanderbilt. We think he will settle 
it right for us. Our society could not afford that 
muc money unless we felt pretty sure of a fair 
return.

GOOD MATERIAL FOR FIRE.

PARAFFINE WORKS IN NEW-JERSEY BURNED 
TO THE GROUND. 

At 4 o’clock yesterday morning fire 
broke outin the paraflfine works, on the Staten 
Island Sound shore, just outside of Elizabeth- 
port, and within two hours the buildings had 
been destroyed. There were altogether five 
buiidings—some of brick, the rest frame. They 
had a front of 500 feet on the Sound, and ex- 
tended 250 feet inland to Front-street.

able a number of his neighbors sit on it nightly 
until far beyond the *“ wee small hours.” Their 
prolonged sessions induced their friends to term 
them *‘owls.” ‘lo mark their acceptance of the 
title they gladly adopted a broad-faced, short- 
beaked, blinking bird that Detective Sergeant 
Dunn sent them. Him they put ona big perch 
and him they worshiped. 

But the light was too garish for the bird, and 

he plaintively to-whitted and to-whooed at night 
for the comparative darkness of thestreet. How 
he finally got into the street nobody knows, but 
‘Luesday mornihg. when day broke, an early- 
rising small boy saw him resting on a tree in 
Seventh-street near Lewis. The boy let othera 
of his kind know the fact, and soon every 
child trom the East River’ to Avenue 
A, and from Fourteenth-street to First, 
knew that the Owl Club’s owl was free, 
and a fit target for mussiles, vocal and hand- 
directed. The adult population of the Eleventh 
Ward, excepting such part as was not engrossed 
in * Patrick’s Pots” and regalia, joined the chil- 
dren. Clerk Tommy Dunn, who had sat on * Pot 
Rock” until late, looked out of his chamber win- 
dow and excitediy ordered the tree to be cut 
down, so that the bird might be quiakiy 
captured, Counselor Charley Halberstadt for- 
got that he had a motion in the City Court, and 
that his adversary would surely take his default 
for the sake of $10 costs. He stood and looked 
and thought as hard as he was able about the 
means to capture the owl. He derided Tommy 
Dunn’s suggestion until the latter withdrew his 
hand and sought in his chamber for his shirt and 
a revolver, Then he suggested bags. 
_ It seemed immediately as if guney bags grew 
in the neighborhood. A boy shinned up the tree 
with one of them, cast it, open-mouthed, at the 
quarry, and then the owl sedately sailed ta 
another tree. Every tree at once was burdened 
with a boy and a bag, and yet that owl was not 
caught. John Roach’s workmen suggested that 
bags were not big enough, and that a boiler be 
cast over him as a cage. The wood-yard men 
laughed at them, and insisted that he could be 
caught if a bit of upas tree wood could be got 
near enough to overcome him. The street was 
white with salt that had been thrown at his tail 
and that owl flitted and perched dreamily, but 
with discretion. 

At last somebody cried “Shoot him!” and 
straightway, but not straight, a dozen revolvers 
were discharged at him. He seemed bullet- 
proof. Indisgust an Eighth-street Dutchman 
ranhome and gothis shot gun. He carefully 
aimed it, but belied the reputation he had been 
talking up. He fired high and he fired low, al- 
ternately, but the bird knew there was a safe 
mean between the two andhekeptit. While 
the Dutchman was shooting, and his rivals 
were popping away a procession of policemen 
moved down Seventh-street. Its constituents 
were sleepy and discontented. They had been 
roused from the heavy slumber that usually 
follows the morning “dog watch,” and they 
were not incline to join in a bird 
hunt, At their head were the principal 
and two _ teachers of the Seventh-stréeet 
school. That institution of learning had 
been opened with such an array of empty 
benches as not even St. Patrick’s Day could ac- 
count for, If on that anniversary a Protestant 
Sunday school celebration and a Hebrew festival 
had fallen together the Principal could have 
understood the matter, but he kney they had 
not, and he could not understand it until he 
heard the shooting and saw the children gathered 
in the vicinity of the marksmen. 

Then he corraled those small boys. He sta- 
tioned pclicemen at either outlet of the block 
between Avenues OC and D, and then picked his 
pupils out from the throng, formed them into 
line, and finally marched them, with sorrowful 
faces, to the school.

very man in the crowd who had a pistol 
pointed it in the air with the determination to 
take from the Dutchman the credit of the deed 
if the bird should be killed. One loud explosion 
and numberless minor ones were heard, and the 
ow! sat still. 

“ Vell, I didn’t do it, but I vill already,” re- 
marked the Dutch marksman. 

He took another aim, longand carefully tested 
the direction of his gun’s mouth, and fired. The 
owl fell dead into the area of that eminent 
statesman of the County Democracy, who, it is 
said, can be Collector of the Port, or Postmaster, 
or both, if he wants to be, to wit: John Keenan. 
The Dutchman rushed into the area, grabbed the 
lifeless ow], and hurried around into Avenue 0, 
where he sold it for a dollar. John Roach's 
workmen went to the shop and found that they 
had been docked half a day’s pay. The wood- 
yard workmen ascertained a similar fact. It 
was a lively, but a costly, morning for the 
Eleventh Ward sons of toil. 

The Owls held a lodge of sorrow on Pot Rock 
Tuesday night. A letter of condolence from 
Sergt. Dunn, the donor of the bird, was read. 
A committee was appointed, and they went 
around to Avenue C and recovered the corpse 
of their idol. It will be stuffed and putona 
pedestal and the Owls will nightly replace its 
mournfui plaints with cries as sorrowful as they 
can make on ** Pot Rock.” 











MR. HOOKER’S VIEWS. 





HE TELLS THE CONSTITUTION CLUB ABOUT 
LAND ‘‘DOWN EAST.” 

Members of the Constitution Club dis- 
cussed the question of “‘ameliorating the condi- 
tion of the laboring classesin the light of the 
views of Henry George and others,” at No. 64 
Madison-avenue, last night. It had been expect- 
ed that Mr. George would address the meeting, 
but he was not present. Louis Post explained 
and advocated the theory of a common owner- 


ship of land by the people. He said that persons 
and corporations should not be allowed to ac- 
cumulate large landed estates, such as the Trini- 
ty Church property, the Astor, the Rhinelander, 
and the Goelet estates. 

A man named Hooker arose in the middle of 
the room and said that he would like to state his 
experience with a piece of land. His voice and 
manner of speech corroborated his assertion that 
he was a “down East Yankee.”” He said that he 
had 80 acres of good land in Connecticut, on 
which he had built a four-thousand-dollar house. 
Although the land was good for farming pur- 

oses he could not get anybody to take it, work 

t, and guarantee him against loss. It cost him 
gee ayear over and above all revenues from it. 
hestranger said that he would like to turn that 
piece of property into the proposed pool of com- 
mon owners ip and pick out a piece of proper- 
ty in this city for his own use, 

Mr. Post informed him that the value of the 
rent of land depended upon its value for use. 

The stranger, who intimated that his family 
name was Hooker, said that the land question 
might be an issue in England, but it did not 
bother anybody in this country. The Yankees 
**gdown Kast,” he said, did not care ‘a con- 
tinental cuss’ for land. If they had no land for 
farming they would turn their attention to 
some other way of getting’a living. 

Dr. Gunn spoke in favor of closing up the sa- 
joons that were able to pay high licenses,-and 
encouraging the establishment of small saloons 
where the poor laboring men could spend their 
evenings. He believed that it-did a hard-work- 
ing man good to meet his friends in a social way 
at night, and drink some beer in a cozy piace 
where thero was light and warmth and cheer.

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MME. MODJESKA’S ENGLISH EN- 
GAGEMENT WITH MR. ABBEY. 
MR, BARRETT’S LEISURE HOURS—MISS GE- 
RARD’S MISFORTUNE-—MISS ANDERSON— 

WALLACK’S—MISCELLANEOUS. 

Mme. Modjeska’s engagement to Mr. 
fienry E. Abbey in England isto cover a period 
of 13 weeks, and is to include London anda 
number of the largest provincial cities. Mr. 
Abbey is now engaging thc company to support 
his star, anda number of people have already 
been defuitely selected. The leading actor of 
the organization will probably be Mr. Maurice 
Barrymore, who is «t present playing at the 
Haymarket Theatre with Mr. and Mra. Bancroft 
in the successfu! revival of ‘* Masks and Faces.” 
Among the other members of the Modjeska 
company will be W. Farren, Jr., E. B. Norman, 


and Miss Ethel Hope. Mr. Norman, in addition 
to piaying certain characters, will manage the 
stage during the term of his engagement to 
Mme. Modjeska. The plays to be produced are 
“Adrienne Lecouvreur,” ‘Marie Stuart,” “As 
You Like It,” and *“Heartsease.” The last- 
mentioned play is the English version of 
“Camille,” which has never been produced in 


the Saxon tongue in Great Britain under any 
other title. The * Heartsease” affair is a typical 
Ulustration of the theories unGer which the 
English stage is controlled. For a number 
of years the Lord Chamberlain, who has 
full contro! of all theatrical productions in the 
United Kingdom, refused to allow “ Camille” to 
be played, either in French or English, in any 
theatre within her Majesty’s domain. This step 
was taken because he believed the play to be 
evil in its influences upon the public. There 
was, however, asteady demand for the piece, 
which is still-considered the best work of Dumas, 
and this demand reached such proportions that 
the Lord Chamberlain’s office was threatened 
with attempted abolishment. Finally, when Mr, 


James Mortimer, the American gentleman who 
founded and for a number of years edited the 
London Figaro, made an adaptation of the play, 
the Lord Chamberlain compromised the matter 
by agreeing to let it be performed under the 
title of ** Heartsease.”” There is really very little 
difference between this adaptation and the one 
which is most common in America—that is to 
say, it was simply a good translation of the 
original work. But the change of title was re- 
garded as an ameliorating circumstance, and 
** Heartsease”? became popular. I believe Mme. 
Modjeska was the first one who performed it, 
though I am not certain on this point. *‘* Ca- 
mille,” in French, was subsequently per- 
formed by Bernhardt, whose high stand- 
ing as an artist prevailed upon the 
Lord Chamberlain to loosen the strings of his 
control. Every play whichis to be given pres- 
entation in England must be subjected in man- 
uscript form to the attention of this function- 
ary, whose deputy, a Mr. Piggott, is subjected to 
the harrowing task of reading them. One of the 
other pieces fora iong time absolutely forbid- 
den by the Lord Chamberlain was Sardou’s ** Di- 
vorcons,”’ which is regarded by many people as 
the best comedy ever framed by that writer. In- 
deed, the material employedin that work so 
thocked the Lord Chamberlain that he would not 
allow “Divorcons” to be played evenin French 
until it had been carefully cut and extensively 
changed. What makes this sensitiveness rather 
odd in the eyes of an American beholder is the fact 
that when Wagner’s ** Ring of the Nibelungen” 
wasset down for presentation at Her Maljes- 
ty’s Theatre two or three seasons ago, no at- 
tempt whatever was made to check it, though 
the contents of that libretto, English versions of 
which were freely sold in the auditorium, were 
of a description calculated to shock a much 
tougher sensibility than one which could ride 
serenely over the improprieties of Sardou’s or 
Dumas’s'works. The general conduct of the Lord 
Chamberlain’s office is remarkable. No question 
has ever n raised in connection with such 
productionsas ** Pink Dominoes,” and one ortwo 
other peculiar French comedies which I could 
name, and which were generally regarded when 
played in this country as being of a marked im- 
moral nature. Infact, most of the pieces which 

o upon the stage ot Mr. Wyndham’s Criterion 
Theatre are tinged with that absence of conven- 
tionality which marks most of the comic works 
of the French stage, and phrases constantly 
appear in the dialogue of plays presented in the 
English theatres which would not be relished in 
this country. Yet the existence of a Lord Cham- 
berlain, whose duty it is to protect the moral 
sensibilities of the populace at large, is regarded 
as an absolute necessity in Great Britain. Those 
things, however, have been found in this coun- 
try to regulate themselves far better than they 
sould be artificially managed. 


* 

Mr. Lawrence Barrett intends to spend next 
Summer with his family in England instead of 
staying at his pleasant home in Cohasset, Mass. 
The place selected by Mr. Barrett in England is 
2alled Broadway. and lies close to Evesham. The 
English Broadway is spoken of as a pleasant re- 
sort, but it is not in any respect like our own 
Broadway, inasmuch as it is a whole city in 
itself. Mr. Barrett’s family are in England al- 
ready enjoying the blissful fogs and raw climate 
which characterize London at the present time 
of year. Mr. Barrett will not act in Great Britain 
during the term of his next stay over there. He 
we will, however, resume his tourof America 
in September, and will get around to the metrop- 
olia with the beginning of the new year. He 
promises a number of productions atthe Star 
Theatre next season which are to eclipse in the 
elaborate nature of their settings anything hith- 
erto seen in New-York. The Star Theatre, by 
the way, isto be occupied next season entirely 
on the rental system, Mr. Moss having fully 
determined under no circumstances to share the 
receipts with the occupants of his house. His 
experience during the present season has not 
been satisfactory when he has departed from 
the renting custom. During the engagement of 
the Kiralfy brothers he lost $20,000 on the pro- 
auction of “Sieba.”” The Kiralfys went out 
more suddenly than they had intended, and it 
became necessary to take in Miss Charlotte 
Thompson for the unexpired term of their stay. 
Miss Thompson was no more of a success finan- 
tially than were the Kiraifys, and Mr. Moss also 
jost money on her engagement. Since then the 
house has been rented outright to the attractions 
occupying its stage, and the management will 
thus find itself at the end of the reason just 
about whole ina financial sense. When rented 
from end to end of the season the Star Theatre 
ought to bring a profit of trom $25,000 to $30,000 
@ year,and Mr. Moss intends that it sball fulfill 
this purpose hereafter. | 


Miss Anderson's production of ** The Hunch- 
back” is not highly regarded in England. In- 
deed, my private information is to the effect that 
the piece has been a failure outright, and that 
the business has fallen off to a great extent. 
Miss Anderson's performance of Julia is not 
spoken of with enthusiasm by the English 


critics. She is indeed said to be notgood in the 
part. The honors of the representation are 
shared between Miss Bella Pateman and Mr. 
Herbert Standing, who perform the characters 
of Helen and Modus. Miss Pateman is an actress 
who is already familiar to American audiences. 
She played here for two seasons at Booth’s The- 
atre, and at San Francisco she was leading lady 
for a number of years. Mr. Standing is a fine 
comedian. Heisa brother of.William T. Carle- 
ton, the well-known baritone. Mr. Terriss is 
alluded to as having scored his first failure in 
several years as Clifford in the present pro- 
duction of “The Hunchback.” His perform- 
ance is declared to have been irretrievably bad. 
Miss Anderson’s engagement is now drawing 
rapidly to a close. At the; Prince’s Theatre, 
where Mrs. Langtry is playing, also under Mr. 
Abbey’s management, the houses have recently 
picked up to an encouraging extent, but theat- 
rical business in London is said to have been con- 
spicuously dulifora long time back. Still, the 
penonsme at the Drury-Lane Theatre crossed 
ts one hundredth performance two wecks azo, 
and will not be taken off for some time to come. 
An English pantomime would not go by that 
name in this country, but would probably be 
talled a spectacular burlesque, inasmuch as the 
book is made up of rhymed nonsense rattled off 
by musié hall singers and women in tights, and 
there is no clown visible until within 20 minutes 
of theend of the performance. Mr. Augustus 
Harris usually spends about $50,000 on his Christ- 
mas production, which is one of the national 
events in Great Britain, and which generally 
clears a net profit considerably in advance of the 
ogriginal investment. ae

Miss Florence Gerard left New-York about 
five weeks ago to accept an enragement offered 
her by Mr. Abbey to appear as Helen in “ The 
Hunchback” at the Lyceum Theatre and in the 
British Provinces. Arriving at Liverpool, Miss 
Gerard slipped in stepping from the deck of the 


steamer to the paddle box of the tender, and fal!- 
ing again opened the fracture in her knee, It 
will be remembered that Miss Gerard was during 
a portion of last season quite seriously crippled 
through the original break in this joint, having 
fallen upon the ice when going one day to the 
theatre. She has been more or less incon- 
yenienced by this trouble ever since, and the 
new accident has sent her into retirement for an 
indefinite period. The doctors say it is not at all 
unlikely that she may permanentiy lose the com- 
plete control of that limb. This would be an ex- 
ceedingly unfortunate event both to Miss Gerard 
andtothe stage. The lady is undoubtedly one 
of the most skillful performers of comedy réles 
pow known to the public, and her retirement, 
while still so young an artist, would be an event 
to be regretfully regarded. 


Mr. Charles Wyndham's final determination

The indications are that * The Candidate” will 
fun at the Criterion Theatre for a much longer 
period than any that has thus far been 
reached by an ordinary theatrical produc- 
tion, the sale of seats in advance being at this 
period far in excess of anything previously 
known excepting in connection with some great 
operatic enterprise. On the Ist of February 
there lay in the treasury of the Criterion Thea- 
tre the sum of $40,000, representing sales of seats 
to performances not yet given. This is all the 
more remarkable in view of the fact that the 
Criterion is a mere box of a theatre, holding 
when packed only about $850. This indicates 
that the house must be practically sold out for 
more than a month in advance. * Tne Candi- 
date” fulfills its present promise, 1t should run 
about three years without a break.

telegraphed accounts of the first performance 
cabled at once to his agent in London to secure 
the opera for America if it wasas good a piece 
of work as the correspondents represented. 
The reply came back that *“The Lady of the 
Locket” was only a fair success, and the inquir- 
ing manager was advised to let it alone with the 
utmost severity at hiscommand. The work has, 
however, been secured by Mr. J. C. Duff, and 
will be the next thing placcd upon the stage of 
the Standard Theatre. This arrangement was 
soearly concluded that the other manager to 
whom I have referred could not have secured 
the work even if he had beenso minded after 
the advice of his English agent. ‘* The Lady or 
the Locket” has had in its English production 
the advantage of a pretty strong cast, including 
Florence St. John, Susie Vaughan, Agnes Bar- 
nett, J, L. Shine, Henry Bracy, and a number of 
other peoplé who are well known in London,

“Diplomacy” will probably remain upon the 
stage of Wallack’s Theatre for the next three 
weeks. The indications very strongly favor a 
large. business during the period. Rehearsals 
have already been begun pointing to the pro- 
duction of Miss Coghlan’s play, from the pen of 
Herman Merrivale, called “Our Joan.” This 
piece will be the last production of the present 
season, always supposing, of course, that it 
proves a success. it is expected to cover five 
weeks of time, and will be succeeded by the 
first attraction of Mr. McCauil’s comic opera 
season. Mr. Wallack is very highly pleased with 
Miss Coghlan’s play, and she in turn is very 
much gratified with the opportunity of present- 
ing it with the advantages afforded by this the- 
atre.

Gen. Gordon and the vengeanee which the Brit- 
ish troops are going to wreak upon the Mahai 
for that occurrence. The play deals, as will be 
observed, with questions of past, present, and 
future interest. Its regard for facts may possi- 
bly be shattered by the neglect of the English 
Army to avenge Gordon in the emphatic way so 
beautifully foretold in this prophetic play. 
Among the other items of interest in London at 
present isthe recent appearance of Miss Helen 
Barry at a special matinée performance of ** Lon- 
don Assurance” at the Gayety Theatre, upon 


which occasion Miss_ Barry was_ seen in 
the character of Lady Gay  Spanker. 
When the lady played in New-York her 


claims to the consideration of American au- 
diences were based mainly upon the great de- 
gree of popularity she was supposed to have 
achieved as the leading lady of a number of the 
most important London theatres. Her recep- 
tion, however, upon the occasion mentioned, 
appears to have been of the character to fill the 
lady’s mind with doubt as to the authenticity of 
her popular regard. She is spoken of by a num- 
ber of London critics in terms not particularly 
calculated to reassure her as to the quality of 
her theatric genius,a fact which leads to the 
impression that the judgment of the New-York 
public was not misplaced in her case.

MR. WOLTMAN’S REMOVAL,

GEN. HAZEN’S TRIAL 
at ie Ne 
FURTHER TESTIMONY BY THE 
CHIEF SIGNAL OFFICER, 
HE AGAIN ASSERTS THAT HE INTENDED NO 


DISRESPECT TO SECRETARY LINCOLN— 


THE ARGUMENTS TO BEGIN TO-DAY. 


WASHINGTON, March 18.—In the Hazen 
court-martial to-day the cross-examination of 
the accused was continued without eliciting 
anything of importance. The only questions 
asked related to the reason why the accused kept 
his letter of Feb. 17, 1885, to the Secretary of 
War in his possession for nine days after writing 
it—that 1s, until Feb. 26—tne date on which the 
Secretary of War said it was received by him. 
To these inquiries Gen. Hazen replied that he 
kept the letter because he wantei to make some 
changes in it, and wished to become thoroughly 
conversant with it, and that after it was finished 
it remained in his desk for several days, having 
been set aside by pressure of routine work. 

Upon redirect examination, Gen. Hazen testi- 
fled that the letter of Feb. 17 was transmitted to 
the Secretary of War on Feb. 25, and that his 
official reccipt book showed that the letter was 
received at the War Department on Feb. 25, in- 
stead of Feb. 26, as stated by the Secretary of 


War. The receipt book, containing the mem- 
orandum of transmission of the letter from the 
Signal Office on the 25th and of its receipt at the 
War Department on that day, was submitted as 
evidence and received by the court. Gen. Hazen 


also stated that between Teb. 17 and 25 
three non-working days intervened, when 
no official business was transacted at 
the Signal Office, As to his knowledge 


of arctic work, Gen. Hazen testified that he was 
a member of the International Polar Commis- 
sion, which was composed of representatives of 
the chief Northern nations, and that member- 
ship was confined to persons who had knowledge 
ot the requirements of arctic work and who had 
been engaged in the study of that work. The 
object was to have the nations represented work 
together in harmony with regard to certain 
polar problems, He was absent in the West 


when his report for 1884 (a portion of which 
forms part of the ground for the charge against 
him) was_ made public, and that he had every 
reason to believe that the report was given out 
in the usual way, through the office of the Sec- 
retary of War; that he had been so informed, 
but could not state of his personal knowledge 
that such was the case. Gen. Hazen was 
also allowed to testify that, in his tele- 
grams to the Secretary of War, on the 
subject of sending a_ relief expedition 
after the return of the Proteus party in 1883, he 
did not request the Secretary to organize such 
an expedition, but asked thatthe President be 
requested to authorize the sending of an expe- 
dition. Gen, Hazen stated that he prepared his 
letter to the Secretary of War with the assist- 
ance of counsel,and that he rejected certain 
parts of the letter as prepared by counsel be- 
cause of the fear that they might be considered 
disrespectful to the Secretary of War, and 
changed the letterso as to make it, in his judg- 
ment, entirely free from anything objectionable 
to the Secretary. Hedid notintend any disre- 
apact to the Secretary. This closed the case for 
the ‘defense, and closed also the introduction of 
testimony. 4 

The Jucge-Advocate said that he was willing 
to submit the case without argument if the de- 
fense would agree to do the same. Judge 
Mackey, of counsel for the defense, said that he 
thought it fair to the accused that a proper con- 
struction of the evidence should be submitted 
to the court, and that he desired to make a brie? 
argument. The court then adjourned until to- 
morrow. 





MR. EVANS’S REMOVAL. 

Wasuineton, March 18.—Mr. Evans, 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue, said to-day 
that it was not true, as was asserted in the execu- 
tive session of the Senate yesterday, that he had 
expressed to Secretary Manning a willingness to 
resign. ‘*‘Asa matter of fact,” said Mr. Evans, 
‘“*T not only have not resigned nor have I ever 
had a word of conversation on the subject with 
either the President or Secretary Manning.” Mr, 


Evans has written a letter to the Secretary of 
the Treasury in regard to the matter, of which 
the fojlowing is a copy: 
The Hon. Dantel Manning, Secretary of the Treasury: 
Sim; I have received your letter of this date, in 
which you state that by direction of the President 
Lam informed that my ‘resignation as Commissioner 
of [Internal Revenue is accepted,” to take effect upon 
the quaiitication of my successor. I was hardly pre- 
pared to receive such a letter to-day, in vftw of 
the fact that I had not resigned, and especially as 
my information is that my successor was nominated to 
the Senate yesterday. It may be proper that I should 
take this occasion to state that while I have never 
resigned, nor even had proper opportunity 
totalk to you upon the subject, still, it has been my 
fixed purposeto resign at an early day,in no event 
later than the close of the fiscal year, my second in of- 
fice, and I thoughtI had probably a fair right to as- 
sume the existence of apparent cause for believing 
that there was too great a disposition to avoid hasty 
removals to make it necessary for me to speak of it, if 
at all, in the hurry of the eariiest days of the Adminis- 
tration. I was acting upon that-assumption and with 
no thought or desire to embarrass anybody, and not 
supposing that I was doing so. Very respectfully, 
WALTER EVANS, Commissioner.

Whereas, The Senate of the United States has 
learned that the Government of the republic of 
Guatemala has set on foot, or threatens to set on foot, 
an invasion of the territories of the republics of Nica- 
rugua, Costa Rica, and San Salvador, with the pro- 
fessed ootet of consolidating into one Government 
the republics of Central America by force of arms and 
> i the wishes of the several republics concerned; 
anc 

Whereas, There is pending between the United States 
and the republic of Nicaragua a treaty providing for 
the construction of an inter-oceanic canal across the 
continent and in the republic of Nicaragua for the gen- 
eral benefit of altthe Central American republics as 
well as the United States, which treaty it is understood 
the republic of Nicaragua has ratified; therefore, be it 

Resolved, As the judgment of the Senate, that in 
view of the special and important interests of the 
United States, in conjunction with those of the re- 
publics of Nicaragua and Costa Rica in the inter- 
oceanic transit across the continent so in progress of 
adjustment, any invasion of the territory of Nicara- 
gua of Costa Rica by the forces of Guatemala, under 
the circumstances and with the purposes before 
stated, is regarded by the Senate and ought to be 
treated by the United States as an act of unfriendly 
and hostile interference with the rights of the United 
States and of the republics of Nicaragua and Costa 
Rica in respect of said matter. 

Lesolved, That a copy of the foregoing preamble and 
resolution be transmitted to the President of the 
United States.

CHICAGO PRODUCE MARKETS. 





CHICAGO, March 18.—The leading produce mar-, 
kets were less active to-day, indeed most or them were 
really dull during the greater part of the time usually 
devoted to trading. The chief features of the day were 
an almost utter absence of outside orders and the re- 
port that British Consols werea quarter of 1@ cent. 
lower. The lattertended to stiffen the prices of the 
speculative articles, but the report did not bring 
in enough business to advance prices much, 


especially as the British quotations for prod- 
uce did not indicate any particular war scare 
on the other side of the Atlantic. There was 
a little better demand for Grain, and some Wheat was 
taken for export, but 1t was only a lower grade, and 
there was no export demand for the speculative grade 
either here or on the seaboard. Provisions were dull 
and steadier. ‘Chey were firm early, in sympathy with 
Hogs. and weaker after the first blush of trading showed 
that there was no outside business. <A local short filled 
in a rather large line of Short Ribs, and 
there was little else done. Foreign operators 
said there was some inquiry for stuff but 
no actual orders. It is difficult to see 
how much shipping business can be done here when the 
lowest rate named from this city to New-York is 23 
cents @ 100 bbls., while it is credibly reported that 
meats are being carried from Cincinnati to New-York 
at a 13-cent rate. Pork sold up 5c.@7éc., barely 
touching $12 524% for May, und declined to 
$12 40, closing «a shade _ firmer, with June 
at 10c. premium, and _ April at about 10ce. 
discount. Lard was a shade higher early, at $6 974¢ 
for May, and later sold at 36 924@$6 95, with June at 
Téc. premium, and April at about 74<éc. discount. Short 
Ribs sold dc. higher, to 36 3244c. for May, and closed at 
$6 25 bid, with June at 74¢c. premium. Flour was un- 
usually dull. There was only a light local demand, and 
it was intimated that exporters were probably obtain- 
ing better freight terms elsewhere, as the railroads 
are cutting severely all around us. The market was 
quoted steady. 

Wheat was slow and nervous within a narrow range. 
May sold xe. lower early, at 78%c., advanced to 79%<c., 
fell off to 78%c., and closed at 79léc. bid, with June at 
1%c.@2c. premium, July at about 334c. premium, and 
April at 43¢c,. discount. Cash lots of No. 2 Spring sold 
at 753¢c.@76}¢c., the outside being for fresh receipts, 
and No. 8 do. sold at 6444c.@654éc., all understood to be 
on Winter storage. The British markets were called 
inactive, and vrivate advices noted them as rather 
weak, but onsols were quoted lower, and 
there was a regular flood of telegraphic news of crop 
damage, these reports coming from St. Louis, Cincin- 
nati, Kansas, and California, the latter complaining of 
drought, This news disposed some local shorts to cover, 
and their buying put up the market, but it did not last 
long. Later cables called London very weak, and news 
came of rain on the Pacific slope, which caused weak- 
ness here, and the final strength was due to a rumor 
that Gladetone had resigned. ‘There was little besides 
“scalping” all day, but it was indulgedin by several 
leading firms.

Two deaths alleged to have resulted 
from carelessness were investigated in 
court yesterday. In one a jury gave $2,000 
damages against an elevated railway com- 
pany for the death ofa passenger who 
fell between two cars. In the other a jury 
acquitted the driver of a wagon which 
had run over and killed a pedestrian. 
In the first case the jury by 
awarding less than half the amount 
claimed seem to have given some 
weight to the defense of ‘“ contributory 
negligence.” It was alleged by the de- 
fense that the passenger was obviously 
and helplessly drunk. But even a drunken 
passenger is entitled to protection, and in 
the case which arose it seems clear that 
the man’s life would have been saved if 
the brakeman had held the train until the 
passenger had been removed. The other 
case seems to have been a clear case of 
reckless driving, and Judge Cow1n@’s re- 
buke to the jury was fully deserved. 











A movement has been suggested among 
the Democratic supporters of Mr. CLEVE- 
LAND urging on his attention the claim 
business men have upon him to retain 
Mr. PfkarsoN in the New-York Post Of- 
fice. As most of the clamor for Mr. 
PEARSON’S removal has come from those 
who did not support Mr. CLEVELAND, 
such a movement would be eminently ap- 
propriate.

§ MONTGOMERY little has been known in 


this part of the country, but he appears to 
be a lawyer of experience and exceptional 
success at Lansing, where he is held in 
the highest esteem by men of all parties.

We should say that the Western Demo- 
cratic papers, and particularly those of 
Ohio, which imagine they are injuring 
Mr. PENDLETON’s prospects for a foreign 
appointment by sneering at his connection 
with civil service reform were committing 
a natural but avery obvious mistake.

ELEVATOR CHARGES. 


There could be no stronger evidence of* 
the natural advantages of New-York asa 
commercial city than the exactions upon 
its commerce which it has endured with- 
out losing it. Those who are most inter- 
ested in that commerce are the very men 


charges it will bear. That seems to be 
the main principle by which they are 
guided. They do not wish to drive trade 
from New-York, but they appear to be 
determined to put upon it all the exac- 
tions it will endure without being driven 
away. It is impossible to say how much 
-has actually been kept away by this policy 
that might have been gained. The com- 
mercial advantages of New-York are taxed 
close up to their value by those who are 
‘engaged in the business of transporting 
and transferring freight. 

Among the burdens put upon our com- 
merce there are none heavier than the 
exorbitant charges for elevating grain 
-at the two ends of the water route 
from the lake to the sea. The greatest 
direct sufferers from these are the canal 
boat men, and it looks as though the pur- 
pose was to crush out what remains of the 
competition of the water route against 
the railroads. But the commercial pros- 
perity of the city is inevitably affected. 
Any unnecessary burden put upon trans- 
portation to New-York tends to divert 
trafiic to other points where the most per- 
sistent efforts are constantly made to at- 
tract it. Last year the amount of grain 
brought to this city showed for one reason 
or another a very serious falling off. 
Rates on the canal were forced to the low- 
est limit, and yet there was a diminishing 
volume of traffic. It still carried more 
grain during the season of navigation

The complaints which the boatmen 
make of elevator charges seem to be justi- 
fied by the comparisons they present. 
Service which costs $7 75 per thousand 
bushels at Chicago costs $14 50 at: Buffalo 
and $18 at this port.

ed for the business. When one elevator 
owner withdrew from the combination and 
put down rates he was speedily brought 
back by the pool, which transferred grain 
free of charge until he succumbed and 
then restored the old rates. Here the 
policy has not been greatly different. The 
elevator owners of New-York and Brook- 
lyn have formed an association to keep 
up rates and divide profits. They declare 
that they earn only 9 per cent. on 
their capital, but it is not denied that 
more elevators are in the combination 
than can find employment, and it is not 
easy to seo why elevator charges here 
should be twice and a half as great as they 
are in Chicago. 

There is a bill pending in the Legislature 
regulating these charges. It has been 
there several times before, but has been de- 
feated by the efforts of those interested in 
the elevator monopolies and in the rail- 
road opposition to the canals. There is 
but one argument which they are able to 
bring against the measure for fixing ele- 
vator rates. They claim that it is an un- 
constitutional interference with private 
rights, but that argument was an- 
swered by the highest judicial authority 
in the country years ago. The exact ques- 
tion came before the Supreme Court in 
1877 in the case of the Chicago ele- 
vator owners against the State of 
Illinois, contesting the validity of just 
such a law. It was decided that grain 
elevators and warehouses were devoted to 
a public use, and belonged to the same 
category as common carriers. The right 
of the State to regulate their charges was 
fully sustained. Of the right there is no 
longer any doubt. Of the expediency in 
this State the facts leave hardly room for 
question. Public tolls have been removed 
from the canals, and the freight charges 
have been forced to the losvest point. 
Unless the elevator exactions are reduced 
the fate of our great waterway will be 
sealed. It is not to be maintained for 
the sake of the boatmen, but the commer- 
cial interests of New-York demand relief 
from every unjust burden. 








TAXING FOOD. 


The heavy majority by which the Gov- 
ernment tariff bill was carried in the 
French Chamber of Deputies on Tuesday 
leaves no doubt that the measure will be- 
come alaw. It will constitute, together 
with the German enactment on the same 
subject, a serious policy of impediment 
toward the export of American bread- 
stuffs, as well as, in the case of France, 
American meat. The effect of this policy 
upon our agricultural and transportation 
interests has been much discussed, and 
some apprehension has been expressed 
that it will considerably increase such de- 
pression as now exists. We are inclined 
to think, however, that this apprehension 
is exaggerated. 

Undoubtedly the duties imposed by 
France and Germany are in themselves 
considerable. The French duty is 3f. 
per 100 kilos, which is equivalent to about 
15 cents per bushel. That of Germany is 
3 marks per 100 kilos, or a little more than 
19 cents per bushel. Were there either in 
Germany or France any reserved land that 
could be brought into cultivation for 
wheat we might expect that this burden 
on imports would encourage greater home 
production, but no such result can be 
looked for. In France the duty has been 
asked for solely by the larger holders 
of wheat lands in order to obtain, 
not a market for more wheat, 
but a higher price for their actual 
product. In Germany it can hardly be 
said that the new duties have been really 
demanded by any class, but Prince Bis- 
MARCK has imagined that he would 
strengthen himself among the wheat 
growers by the tax. In both coun- 
tries, and particularly in France, the 
*‘ crisis” from which the agricultural in- 
terest is unquestionably suffering is due 
principally to the backwardness of the 
methods of cultivation, and in part to the 
relative unfitness of the land to sustain 
competition with the lands in this coun- 
try. How far this latter cause has any 
effect it is difficult to say. But whether 
German and French wheat costs too much 
because of bad farming or because of 
bad land, it is clear that the higher prices 
caused by the duties on foreign wheat will 
not lead to any considerable increase of 
home production. They will simply con- 
stitute a tax on the consumers for the ben- 
efit of ignorant farmers or of the owners 
of poor land. The policy of ‘‘ protection” 
is the same as would be a tax on Western 
wheat by New-York or Massachusetts for 
the benefit of the farmers of the Gen- 
esee or the Connecticut Valley, who, with 
free trade to andfrom the West, can make 
more money at raising something else. 

If the taxes in French and German ports 
are maintained for any length of time, 
they may reduce slightly the demand for 
wheat, or they may transfer it to corn, 
In either case the trade of the United 
States will not be greatly affected. In

Our total exports of breadstuffs for that 
year (ending June 30) were $162,544,715. 
It will thus be seen that our exports to 
France and Germany were, in the princi- 
pal grains, less than 10 per cent. of the 
annual exports, or, omitting corn, less 
than 8 percent. It will also be noticed 
that Germany took nearly one-half in 
value of her grain in corn, while France 
took only one-twelfth. It is not at all im- 
probable that with higher prices in these 
countries for wheat the demand for corn 
may be stimulated sufficientlt to make 
up whatever falling off there may be in 
wheat. Moreover, the British Islands in 
the same year took $96,000,000 worth 
of wheat, wheat flour, and corn, or 
nearly 60 per cent. cf our total export. 
These islands draw a certain amount of 
their grain from France and Germany, 








prevent this, and to leave an English 
market for our wheat refused by France 
and Germany. On the whole, therefore, 
it is safe to conclude that the new policy 
of obstruction will have little effect ex- 
cept upon the unfortunate people whose 
rulers have imagined that the true way to 
make them prosperous and happy is to in- 
crease the cost of the food they must have 
and cannot produce. : 





THE FIRST INSTANCE, 


It was natural to expect that the con- 
venient and effective methods of civil 
service reform, so succéssful in the public 
service for testing character and capacity, 
would before long attract the attention of 
sagacious men in private business. For a 
time that attention was diverted by: the 
detraciion coming from the disappointed 
politicians and office seekers. But public 
opinion has rapidly changed, and the 
truth cannot be concealed. The large 
firm of WARDER, BUSHNELL & GLESSNER, 
of Chicago, engaged in the manufacture 
of mowing and reaping machines, has 
been the first in this country to extend 
these methods to private business. Find- 
ing the old ways of selecting clerks and 
agents vexatious and inadequate, Mr. 
GLESSNER, of that firm, after studying 
the forms used in the civil service exam- 
inations at Chicago, had an application 
blank and questions printed for the pri- 
vate use of the firm. The practical results 
of their use have been excellent. A mem- 
ber of the firm states that through them 
he can learn as much about an applicant 
in an hour as under the old way of select- 
ing clerks he could learn by employing 
onea month. The firm proposes to de- 
velop the new experiment, and the time 
may not be distant when the practical 
methods approved in the public service 
may have their most extensive application 
in private business and in that of great 
corporations. 

Every one seeking the Government 
service where the rules apply must set 
forth under oath in his application facts 
which enable a pretty accurate judgment 
to be formed concerning his character, 
education, and general capacity, and 
must, in addition, state what has been his 
business and position each year during the 
preceding five years. It is manifest that 
such a test, well adapted to its special 
needs, might be used with great advan- 
tage by large firms and corporations. An 


examination, using suitable questions re-- 


lating to the kind of business involved, 
can be made when the application has 
been filed, after the manner adopted by 
the Chicago firm. 

In all this there would, however, be 
absolutely nothing new. Long before ex- 
aminations under the United States Civil 
Service Commission began in this country 
they had been found so beneficial in the 
public service of Great Britain that they 
had been copied by great firms and corpo- 
rations. Asearly as 1854 the great Lon- 
don printing house of SPOTTISWOODE in- 
stituted a system of examinations for its 
clerks. This example was not long after 
followed by the Bank of England, the 
Railway Clearing House, the London and 
Westminster Bank, and many others. 
Such examinations are now quite exten- 
sive in private business in Great Britain. 
And this is not all Mr. Eaton, in 
his work on Civil Service in Great 
Britain, says that private citizens there, 
recognizing the value of the Government 
examinations as tests of character and 
business capacity, have so industriously 
sought to employ those who have success- 
fully passed the examinations that the 
Government has been compelled to refuse 
the examinations to those who will not 
declare they do not seek them for the pur- 
pose of securing private employment! 
We see in such facts the decisive answer 
to the partisans and spoilsmen who have 
been denouncing civil service reform as 
chimerical and unpractical. Business 
men are not slow in seeing that it is based 
on business methods. 








“THE WIDE, WIDE WORLD.” 


Perhaps nineteen reading people out of 
twenty, upon noticing the simple an- 
nouncement of the death of Miss Susan 
WARNER, would be moved to inquire who 
Miss SusAN WARNER was that her death 
should be made the subject of a press dis- 
patch. And yet the woman who bore 
this name and who died yesterday, at no 
very great age, after a life of seclusion, 
was the author of the most popular book, 
excepting ‘‘ Uncle Tom’s Cabin,” ever 
written by an American woman. 

This fact suggests several reflections 
upon the nature of literary fame, or rather 
upon the singularity of the relation be- 
tween literary popularity and literary 
fame. Certainly ‘‘The Wide, Wide 
World” has never been reckoned among 
the glories of American literature. The 
more literary people are the less likely 
they are even to have ‘heard of it. It 
appeals to an audience much lower and 
also much wider than that by which the 
fame of authors is determined. The suc- 
cess which it had on its first appearance 
in 1850 and for some ten years thereafter 
recalls the remark of a British theatrical 
agent upon the project of a lecturing tour 
in England for the Rev. Dr. TaLMaGE. 
** Do you know, Sir,” said the astonished 
agent, after an investigation of the ques- 
tion, “that two hundred thousand copies 
of that man’s sermons are printed and 
read in England every week, and no re- 
spectable person ever heard of him.” The 
number of readers attributed to the divine 
in question may not be accurately given, 
but the implied deduction is none the less 
valid, the deduction that it is not neces- 
sary to be. famous in order to be very 
popular. : 

In fact the qualities which make an 
author famous may be inconsistent with 
the qualities which make him popular. 
‘« A writer who attains his full purpose,” 
remarks Dr. JOHNSON, “‘ loses himself in 
his own lustre.” If the “full purpose” 
of a novelist be to attain the widest pos- 
sible circulation for his books it ap- 
pears that he must appeal to the 
uncritical classes, who never think 
of a work of fiction as a work of 
art at all, but only as a transcript 
of nature, and read it with an avid inter- 


being the surplus of the more accessible | esti entirely disconnected from any ad- 











miration for or any interest in the author. 
‘*The Wide, Wide World” had a success 
of this kind. <A sale of half a million 
copies when readers were fewer and books 
were dearer than now is almost unparal- 
leled, and yet among these hundreds 
of thousands of generally  unliter- 
ary readers there was scarcely any 
curiosity about the personality of 
the author who had given them 
so much pleasure. If there had been any 
demand of that kind it would have been 
supplied, but even when ‘‘ The Wide, Wide 
World,” which we believe has not been 
reprinted for twenty years, was at the 
height of its popularity there was none of 
the gossip printed in the newspapers which 
circulates so freely about writers who 
never attain a hundredth part of the popu- 
larity of Miss WARNER, but whose writ- 
ings appeal to people who are in the habit 
of identifying the writers of books with 
the things written. 

Miss WARNER’s success, it is to be noted, 
was entirely different in kind from the even 
greater success of Mrs. Stows. It was not 
asa picture of life that ‘‘ Uncle Tom’s 
Cabin” appealed to readers. It was as the 
contribution of the writer to the discus- 
sion of a ‘‘ burning question,” and its un- 
exampled popularity was much more than 
merely literary. The success of ‘‘ The Wide, 
Wide World,” on the other hand, was 
purely artistic, so to speak. It owes noth- 
ing to the subject and nothing to inci- 
dents. There is not a touch of melodrama 
in the treatment, and it has as little 
** story” asifit had been written by Mr. 
HENRY JAMES. ‘It is only in England,” 
observed the astonished M. TaINE in 
speaking of this very book, though in 
fact it was in America, “ that a three- 
volume novel is devoted to the history 
of moral progress in a girl of thirteen.” 


And it is to be noted that ‘“ The 
Wide, Wide World,” though a_ book 
that most parents would doubiless 


be glad to see in the hands of their chil- 
dren, is not a goody-goody book in the 
sense that it was imposed by, parents upon 
their children. It was eagerly read by 
children and by adults still in the juvenile 
stage of literary culture, The sale of half 
a million copies of such a book, though to 
a French critic it is only a proof of the 
boundless appetite of the Anglo-Saxon race 
for pap, is also a gratifying evidence of 
the ability of that race to dispense with 
the interest that arises from what an En- 
glish critic describes as the ‘‘ lubricity” of 
popular French fiction. 








TEACHING THE NEGRO. 


A charitable society which proposes to 
teach the Sonthern negro to read has de- 


| cided that he shall be taught to spell ac- 


cording to what some people call the “ re- 
formed system.” That is to say, he is to 
be taught to spell words as they sound 
and not as they ought to be spelled. This, 
it is thought, will enable the negro to learn 
to read much more easily than he could 
learn by the usual method. 

There is no doubt that this system of 
teaching the negro to read will greatly 
smooth his path. It is always easier to 
spell incorrectly, by the light of nature, 
than it i8 to spell according to rule, and 
the reformed system of spelling which 
will permit the negro to spell ‘ been” 
“bin,” and ‘‘knowledge” ‘“ nollij,” will 
hardly fail to meet his views. 

The charitable people ought not, how- 
ever, to be contented with allowing the 
negro to learn to read out of books spelled 
according to his prejudices. They should 
also allow him to retain his own vocabu- 
lary and rules of grammar. Why should 
he be compelled to say in writing an ex- 
ercise ‘“‘ I have killed the hog,” instead of 
‘““T’ve done gone killed de hog’? The 
latter phrase conveys the same thought as 
the former, but it conveys it in what to 
the negro is a much simpler and easier 
way. Every argument which induces the 
charitable people to permit the negro to 
spell in the easiest way can be used with 
equal force in support of the proposal to 
allow him to write aud speak in the easiest 
way. Areformed and natural system of 
grammar is the logical sequence of a re- 
formed and natural system of. spelling. 

When the negro is finally taught to read 
and write in a reformed way it will be 
necessary to print books especially for 
him, .since books in which the old-fash- 
ioned rules of grammar and spelling 
are followed will be _ unintelligible 
to him. The first line of the Psalm of 
Life, if presented to his attention in the 
usual form—‘ Tell me not in mournful 
numbers”’—would convey no idea to 
him, but if translated into reformed 
negro grammar, he would at once under- 
stand what was meant by ‘‘ Doan ye tole 
me in mizzable low-dawn numbers.” An 
entire literature thus translated, and still 
further altered by means of reformed 
spelling, would present a curious appear- 
ance to the eye of an educated white 
man, but it would seem all right to the 
negro. The charitable people must not 
stop half way in their reforming zeal, but 
must teach the negro natural grammar as 
well as natural spelling.

THE MARKHAM OIL WELL FAILS. 

TITUSVILLE, Penn., March 18.—Fog 
months events in the oil regions bave been tend« 
ing toward the general improvement or the site 
uation. The immense stocks of oil above 
ground has been declining at the rate of 17,00 
barrels a day and the production of the oil flelg@ 
has been falling off at no mean rate. The 
stumbling block, however, in the way of any 
advance in prices has been the Thorn Creek oil 
poolin Butler County. Six months’ drilling has 


been necessary to define the limits of this phe- 
nomenal oil deposit. To-day this was definite) 
settled by the failure of tbe Markham well. 
this well proved productive it meant the extene- 
sion of the oil belt. Hence arose great interest 
in the venture by the oil trade. Yesterday over 
800 pounds of nitro-glycerine were lowered into 
the well and shortly after 1 o'clock to-day the 
‘““go devil” was started. In a few seconds 
a huge column of water rose from the 


well above the derrick top 100 feet into 
the air. This continued for two minutes, 
but in the immense flow there was 


not one drop of oil. Following the water came 
astream of blue-black vaper, which soon sub- 
sided. The scores of **scouts” and oil men who had 
been anxiously watching the well from surround« 
ing tree tops waved their flags and gave other 
preconcerted siznals to friends below, and in a 
minute or two it was known in Titusville, Oil 
City, and Bradford that the well was no good, 
and the market advanced amid great excitement 
to 82144. The Thorn Creek field has now no ter- 
rors for the bulls. No new wells are due there 
east of Producers’ well No. 1 for 10 days. A 
dispatch received at 7:30 o’clock this evening 
says that at 40’clock the Markham well madetwo 
small flows of oil, and the owner says it will b¢ 
gost for 100 barrels when pumping apparatug 
as been erected. 








TRASHY AND VICIOUS. 
From the Springfield Republican. 

The Concord public library committee 
aeserve well of the public by their action in ban- 
ishing Mark Twain’s new book, * Huckleberry 
Finn,” on the ground that it is trashy and 
vicious. Itis time that this influential pseudo. 
nym should cease to carry into homes and libra- 
ries unworthy productions. Mr. Clemens is a 
genuine and powerful humorist, with a bitter 
vein of satire on the weaknesses of humanity 
which is sometimes wholesome, sometimes only 
grotesque, but in certain of his works degener- 
ates into a gross trifling with every fine 
ae The trouble with Mr. Clemens is 
that he bas no reliable sense of propri- 
ety. His notorious speech &t an Atlantic 
dinner, marshaling Longfellow and Emerson and 
Whittier in vulgar parodies in a Western miner’s 
cabin, illustrated this, but not in much more re- 
lief than the “Adventures of Tom Sawyer” did, 
or than these Huckleberry Finn stories do. The 
advertising samples of this book, which have dis- 
figured the Century magazine, are enough to 
tell any reader how offensive the whole thing 
must _ They are no better in tone than the 
dime noveis which flood the blood-and-thunder 
reading population. Mr. Clemens has made them 
smarter, for he has an inexhaustible fund of 
“quips and cranks and wanton wiles,” and his 
literary skill is, of course, superior, but their 
moral level is low, and their perusal cannot be 
anything less than harmful.

WLANS FOR THE CAMPAIGN AND 
THE DEBT AGREEMENT. 

& GENERAL ADVANCE FROM SUAKIN TO BE 
MADE—TERMS OF THE AGREEMENT BE- 
TWEEN THE POWERS. 

Svaxry, March 18.—A general advance 
toward Tamas will be mniade next Friday. Spies 
continue to report that the Amarar tribe of 
Arabs will desert El Mahdi and join the British 
at the first favorable opportunity. 

The whole body of troops stationed here will 
parade to-morrow and be inspected by Gen. 
Graham. The Berkshire and Surrey regiments 
and the Indian contingent will form the advance 
guardon Friday. TheShropshire regiment will 
remain to guard Suakin. 

Gen. Graham has written a letter to Osman 
Digna warning him that further opposition to 
the British advance will be toolhardy. and that 
he had better make terms before 1t is too late to 
pecure any concessions. 

Korti, March 18.—Gen. Wolseley will 
visit Abu Dom. Gen. Grenfell will inspect the 
line of communication to Assiout and command 
the Egyptian army. Gen, Sir Evelyn Wood will 
command the troops in the entire region be- 
tween Merawi and Dongola. 

It is estimated that reinforcements to the ex- 
tent of 25 per cent. of the. present strength of 
the troops here will be required before Autumn, 
owing to the large number of cases of sickness 


and death from the heat. The camel drivers re- 
fuse toremain here. Navigation of the Nile is 
very difficult, and transportation of the wound- 
pd is tedious. 


Lonpon, March 18.—Late advices from 
Ceiro throw discredit on the report that Sir Eve- 
lyn Baring, the British agent in Egypt, urges 
the apvointment of Gen. Wolseley tothe Govy- 
prnorship of the Soudan as a_matter of policy, 
bo convince the natives that England means to 
retain control. 

The Right Hon. Hugh Childers, Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, in the House of Commons this 
afternoon unfolded the Egyptian financial 

greement which was signed recently in London 

y the representatives of the powers. The 
ugreement, hesaid, guaranteed a loan of $45,000,- 
000 to be used in lifting the Egyptian debt. The 
guarantee of this loan by the other powers does 
not, however, confer any right upon any one of 
them to interfere with England’s internal ad- 
ministration of Egyptian affairs. The loan is to 
be liquidated by the repayment of the sum of 
61,575,000 annually, and that sum is to con- 
stitute the first charge against the 
Egyptian revenues until the entire loan is 
lifted. The normal annual expenses of the 
Egyptian Government are fixed by the agree- 
ment atthe gross sum of $26,185,000. This in- 
vhades $1,000,000 to defray the cost of maintain- 
ing the army of occupation. The agreement 
provides tor the extension of taxation to all 
foreigners resident in Egypt. It also arranges 
for an exhaustive investigation into the revenue 
earning capacity of Egypt. Two years are to be 
devoted to this inquiry. While it isin progress 
there isjto be a5 per cent. deduction in the coupon 

ayments and a 44 per cent. reduction in the in- 

erest on the Suez Canal shares. In addition +o 
these reductions the agreement empowers the 
<hedive, in the event of the necessity for further 
reductions during the period of the two years’ 
inquiry, to summon an international commis- 
sion to consider and make them. A provision 
for the free navigation of the Suez Canal is men- 
tioned in the agreement as a matter that will be 
dealt with in the forthcoming canal conference 
at Paris. The clause referring to the taxation 
of foreigners in Egypt was received with cheers. 
After be had finished his revelation of the terms 
ofthe agreement, Mr. hilders, in answer to 
questions, stated that the rate of interest on the 
Joan guaranteed by the agreement would not be 
allowed to exceed 344 per cent.

A TERRIBLE COLLIERY DISASTER. 

BERLIN, March 18.—Two hundred and 
Yeventeen miners were imprisoned by an ex- 
plosion of firedamp in a colliery at Camphausen, 
near Saarbruck, in Rhenish Prussia, this morn- 
ing, and at a late hour this afternoon only 17 of 
them had been rescued. It is feared that most 
of the others have been suffocated. . 

The latest reports state that 98 bodies have 
‘been recovered from the wrecked mine. There 
iare still 102 men and boys unaccounted for. The 
‘work of exploration is being pushed as actively 
‘as possible, but it is almost certain that all who 
are now inthe mine must be dead, as the main 
shaft and the air apparatus were destroyed by 
the explosion. ; ,

GEN. GRANT’S CONDITION. 








SLEEP INDUCED BY MEANS OF INJECTIONS 
OF MORPHIA. 


When Gen. Grant rose, at 10:30 o’clock 
yesterday morning. he had been abed for 12 
hours, of which he had slept 8 hours. Sleep was 
induced on Tuesday night by a hypodermic 
injection of morphia, milder means hav- 
ing failed to bring about that result. 
His first sleep lasted continuously for four hours 
after he went to bed. He was awakened by dry- 
ness of the throat, which he relieved by gargling. 
Retiring to bed he fell into slumber at once, re- 
maining asleep for an hour. After that he was 
restless and dozed by turns until he rose for the 
day. 

It took some time for the General to wear off 
his somnolency, but a generous breakfast and 
the licht exercise that his rooms allowed set 
him right, and when Dr. Dougias ‘made his aft- 
ernoon call he tound him cheerful, without 
pain, and much refreshed. His temperature was 
normal and pulse good, and his face had as much 
color in it as when in health. Dr. Douglas 
remarked that no one would suspect the face to 
be that of a sick man. Dr. Shrady called aiso at 
this time for mid-week consultation. He agreed 
with Dr. Douglas that there was an apparent ar- 
rest of the throat difficulty, though neither 
would venture an opinion that such a condition 
was likely to last. The throat looked as it had 
since the subsidence of the recent inflammation. 

Gen. Grant spent last evening in his library 
with his friends. He expressed himself fre- 
quently as feeling quite comfortable. Dr. Doug- 
Jas called at about bed time. No change had oc- 
curred since the afternoon call. Gen. Grant was 
asleep before the docter left the house, artificial 
means being again taken fur that purpose. The 
idea in this treatment is to give him the sleep 
that he requires at almost any cost. 

Dr. Barker will consult with Dr. Douglas to- 
day. Should the case seem to be progressing 
fairly there will be no further consultation until 
Sunday; but the necessity of two consultations 
on successive days will indicate the gravity of 
the situation. The Baltic, with Mrs. Nellie Sar- 
toris aboard, is due to-night.

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LOOKING FOR REPARATION. 

Orrawa, March 18.—During the last ses- 
sion of Parliament D. B. Woodworth drew the 
attention of the Government to the case of 
Roger Amero, of Digby, Nova Scotia, who 


had been arrested in that Province and 
extradited to Boston as the murder- 
er ot Etta Carlton, at Watertown, Mass., 


It was subsequently shown that after 
being held for months in jail by the United 
States authorities without a trial. he was not 
guilty, but had been held merely to enable 
the detectives to get hold of the right 
party. When set free he was set adrift 
without a dollar in the world, and found all his 
property in Nova Scotia sold by the Sheriff as 
a result of his arrest. Acting on the appeal 
of Mr. Woodwortb, the Dominion Cabinet 
to-day passed an order in Council request- 
ing the Governor-General to at once communi- 
eate with the President of the United States, 
asking him to represent the claims of Amero 
for remuneration to the Governor of Massachu- 
setts witha view to that State making such 
reparation to Amero as the merits of the case 
would appear to justify. Amero, who fully es- 
tablished his innocence, is now a pauper, al- 
though previous.to his arrest he was in com- 
fortable circumstances.

A TOMB FOR VANDERBILT. 
Quincy, Mass., March 18.—McKenzie & 
Patterson, granite dealers here, have received a 


contract from William H. Vanderbilt, of 
New-York, for the building: of a fam- 
ily tomb. The tomb which was de- 


signed by Architect Richard M. Hunt, of 


New-York, will be of the Romanesque style, 
100 by 110 feet on the ground and 63 
feet from the surface to the apex of the 
domes, of which there will be two. The 
exposed portions of the structure will be 
composed of Quincy granite, while the vestibule 
and catacombs will be built of marble and 
the arches and piers -of limestone. The 
structure is to be erected in the Mo- 
ravian Cemetery, New Dorp, Staten Island. 
It will require about 8,000, pounds of 
granite, marble, and limestone combined to com- 
plete it. The cost isestimated at $250,000. The 
tomb is to be finished by December. This is the 
most elaborate piece of work ever contracted for 
by Quincy parties. The firm will have to add 
over 100 men to their working force in order to 
prosecute the work. 





CANADIAN PACIFICS PROPOSALS. 
‘Orrawa, Ontario, March 18.—A caucus 
of the Conservative members of _ the 
House of Commons has been called for 
to-morrow to consider the proposals of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway Company 
which were laid before the Minister of 


Railways to-day. It is understood that the pro- 
posals are to the effect that the company 


shall issue bonds to the amount of $30. 
.000,. the shareholders to take alf 
and the Government the other half. The 


Government is to release the mortgage of the 
last session, and in lieu thereof will accept 
$15,000,000 of first preference bonds, as above men- 
tioned, and take a second mortgage on the road 
for the remaining $15,000,000 of the loan of last 
session. It is also likely that the Government 
will be asked to take back sufficient land at $2 
per acre to provide the company with money to 
meet immediate and pressing requirements. The 
scheme will, in all probability, be submitted to 
Parliament this week.

The “Boston Ideals” gave two perform- 
ances at the Fifth-Avenue Theatre yesterday. 
The first occurred in the afternoon, and "The 
Mascot” was sung. The seconds.took place 
in the evening, and ‘“ Fatinitza’ was rep- 
resented. Audran’s operetta is scarcely en- 
titled to figure in the répertoire of a company 
capable of such good lyric work as the Ideals. 
Its music though pretty is. trivial, and, like all 
music of the kind, it has become almost 
unbearable through constant repetition. Be- 
sides, the Ideals are quite unable! to bring 
out the comic character of the  libret- 
to, and -“*The Mascot” on the English 
stage, without the broad fun that has been in- 
jected into it by miseeilaneous comedians of 
local repute, is not worth witnessing. Per contra, 
the rendering of * Fatinitza,” at night,was wholly 
enjoyable. The numbers in Suppé’s opera rank 
with the brightest, most fluent, and most original 
achievements of German latter-day composers, 
the concerted pieces are notably harmonious, 
brilliant, and elaborate, and most of the droll 
incidents of the plot are not beyond 
the powers of the admirable singers but 
somewhat ligneous actors and _— actresses 
whom Miss Ober has gathered around 
her banner. To listen to “Fatinitza” is to 
experience the twofold pleasure of being amused 
by its droll scenes and at the same time charmed 
and inspirited by its score. The libretto is that 
of an opera bouffe, but the music is 1n the vein 
of pure comic opera. In this line the composer 
has done nothing better, and’ his latest composi- 
tions show by comparison a sad falling off. 
“Fatinitza” was capitally sung at the Fifth- 
Avenue Theatre, and respectably acted. Mr. 
Whitney, as the Russian General with the ster- 
nutatory name, Mr. ‘Tom Kari as the American 
newspaper correspondent, Mr. Barnabee as the 
Pasha, Mr. Frothingham as the German Ser- 
geant, and Misses Mathilde Phillips and 
Marie Stone, in the respective rdles_ of 
Viadimir and Lydia, all did exceedingly well; 
and while the solos were effective the concerted 
numbers were uncommonly impressive, and 
were redemanded with unfailing regularity. 
The only adverse criticism called for 
by the performance is prompted by 
a steady avoidance ,of anything resembling a 
piano and a general Jack of shading. The music 
was taken forte throughout, and a crescendo 
was as scarce as an aloes tree in the cold land in 
which aa personages of the story are first dis- 
covered.

‘GORDON W. BURNHAM 


HE EXPIRES PEACEFULLY SUR- 
ROUNDED BY HIS FAMILY. 

THE STORY OF A STRUGGLE FROM POVERTY 
‘To AFFLUENCE—HIS ENGAGEMENT TO 
MISS KATE SANBORN. 

Gordon W. Burnham, one of the most 
widely known of the millionaires of this city, 
died at his residence, No. 128 Fifth-avenue, at 
7:30 last evening, of pneumonia, after an illness 


of several days. Mr. Burnham was conscious to 
the end, and the last act of his life was to 





give a parting blessing to his two _ sons. 
He placed his hands upon their heads 
as he spoke these last words, and then 


fell back and died peacefully and apparently 
without pain. He was surrounded by his sons, 
Mrs. Douglass Burnham, four grandchildren, 
Mrs. Chapman, a sister-in-law, and Miss Kate 
Sanborn, his fiancée,who had remained at his bed- 
side steadfastly during his sickness. Dr. White 
was also present. He had been in the sick man’s 
room during nearly the whole of thedav. In 
the morning a consultation was held with Dr. 
Dowling, and both physicians agreed that he 
was sinking and could live but a few hours; that 
his illness must result in death they had felt 
from the first; but Mr. Burnham had a strong 
constitution and surprised his physicians by liv- 
ing as long as he did in so low a condition. 

The death of Mr. Burnham, like his life, is 
tinged with romance, as he contracted the cold 
which resulted in the fatal attack of pneumonia 
while waiting at the Liberty-Street Ferry to meet 
the woman whom he intended to make his third 
wife. Mr. Burnham had met Miss Kate Sanborn, 
the author and Jecturer, several yearsago. He 
was introduced to her by his second wife,of whom 
Miss Sanborn was an intimate friend. Mr. Burn- 
ham was captivated by her literary ability, 
and after his introduction to her she was 
always a welcome guest in his Fifth-avenue 
mansion. When his second wife died, some 18 
months ago, Mr. Burnham looked to Miss: San- 
born as a counselor, and many hours in his 
cheerless house are said to have been made 
happy by the conversation of the authoress. As 
time passed Mr. Burnbam became more and more 
attached to Miss Sanborn, and when, some weeks 
ago, he was attacked by a bronchial affection 
and went to Lakewood, near Long Branch, to 
seek relief, it was at his request that Miss San- 
born went with him. The old gentleman, who 
had passed his eighty-first year, seemed to rely 
upon her implicitly, and nobody could take her 
place by his side. While at Lakewood his attach- 
ment tor the lady increased,and before leaving 
there, a week ago Monday, he placed an engage- 
ment ring on her finger and arranged to marry 
her next Saturday. The ceremony was to have 
been performed by Assistant Bishop Potter at the 
residence of Mrs. Paul Babcock, a sister of Miss 
Sanborn, in Montclair, N. J. With this under- 
standing Mr. Burnham returned to this city on 
Monday of last week, having arranged that Miss 
Sanborn should follow him on Wednesday. 

On the Wednesday when Miss Sanborn was 
expectea to arrive, Mr. Burnham visited the 
office of his lawyer. ex-Judge E. L. Fancher. 
He was suffering from a cold at that time, and 
Judge Fancher advised him to go home and 
take care of himself. Instead of taking this 
advice, Mr. Burnham _ drove to the Liberty- 
Street Ferrr to meet Miss Sanborn. The train 
was an hour late, and be sat in the carriage 
during this time, and the cold from which he 
was suffering was intensified. After reaching 
his home that night Mr. Burnham was seized 
with an attack of pneumonia. On Thursday 
and Friday he suffered intensely, but was con- 
scious and able to converse with his friends. 
He told them of his engagement to Miss San- 
born, and invited ex-Judge Fancher to at- 
tend the wedding, which was to be _ pri- 
vate and only attended by a few inti- 
mate friends. At this time Mr. Burnham 
had no idea that he was near death’s 
door, although his physician, Dr. Wiliam Han- 
ford White, had little hope of his recovery. On 
Friday night the business prudence which has 
characterized Mr. Burnham throughout his life 
suggested to him the possibility of death, and he 
sent for ex-Judge Fancher. When his lawyer 
arrived he made a codicil to his will providing 
liberally for Miss Sanborn in case of his death 
before marriage. ** He has undoubtedly provided 
for Miss Sanborn,” said the Jawyer, * but I am 
not at linerty to tell you what the provision is 
until the willis opened.” Mr. Edwards Pierre- 
pont, who lives opposite to Mr. Burnham, was 
called in to witness the codicil. 

After Friday night Mr. Burnham’s mind began 
to wander, and although the name of Miss San- 
born passed his lips often he said nothing that 
was intelligible to his two sons, Douglass and 
Brownell, who watched by bis bedside. Miss San- 
born, as soon as she was apprised of Mr. Burn- 
ham’s illness, went to his house and became 
his nurse and attendant. Her presence seemed 
to have a soothing effect upon the old gentie- 
man. 

Gordon W. Burnham was one of the best 
known of the millionaires of this city. He was 
born in Hampton, Conn., in 1802. His father was 
a struggling farmer, and young Burnham was 
obliged to earn his own living as soon as he was 
able. While still a boy he went to Wolcott, 
Conn., where he found employment as a hostler 
about the Wolcott Hotei. Afterthis he drifted 
to Waterbury, and engaged in peddling, a busi- 
ness in which his energy and perseverance made 
him successtul. While engaged in peddling he 
became acquainted with Aaron Benedict, who 
was making wooden buttons in a email 
way. Together they formed the Bene- 
dict & Burnham Manufacturing Company, 
which soon after began the manufacture of 
brass buttons, subsequently extended its opera- 
tions to other kinds of brass goods, and eventual- 
ly became one of the most extensive manufact- 
urers of and workers in brass in this country. 
On the death of Mr. Benedict, eight or ten years 
ago, Mr. Burnham became President of the com- 
pany, and filled the office continuously up to 
the time of his own death. Inthe meantime he 
became identified with various other manufact- 
uring enterprises, all of which have been highly 
successful. At the time of his death he was 
President of the Holmes, Booth & Hayden Man- 
ufacturing Company, the Waterbury Clock Com- 
pany, the Waterbury Watch Company, and the 
American Pin Company. He was aiso a Director 
of the Atlantic Mutual Insurance Company and 
a Director of the Mercantile Bank of this city. 

He took up his residence in this city 82 years 
ago and has lived most of the time in a spacious 
dwelling at the southwest corner of Fifth-ave- 
nue and Highteenth-street. His fortune is esti- 
mated at several million doijlars. His bene- 
factions were numerous, both in this city ana 

Waterbury. His most conspicuous public ben- 
efactions were the presentation to this city a 
number of years ago of the statue of Daniel 
Webster which stands upon the Mall in Cen- 
tral Park, at the junction of the road to 
Eighth-avenue, and a bronze group of eagles 
pouncing on a lion, which stands in the 
Mall, and to Trinity College, Hartford, of 

~a statue of the tate Bishop Brownell, 
of Connecticut, the father of his second 
wife. When the new editice of St. John’s Epis- 
copal Church, Waterbury, was built he present- 
ed it with one of the finest chimes in this coun- 
try. While residing in Waterbury he was fora 
long time a Vestryman of that church. In this 
city he attended Grace Church. He was amem- 
ber of the Union Club of this city. Mr. Burn- 
ham leaves two sons—Douglass, who is married 
and the father of four children, and who re- 
sides at Peekskill, and Brownell, who is single 
and has been living with his father. 

Miss Kate Sanborn, who was to have become 
Mrs. Burnham, is a grand-niece of Danie] Web- 
ster, and a well-known author and lecturer. 
She is a daughter of Dr. E. D. Sanborn, of 
St. Louis, who was a long time Professor of 
Belles-Lettres in Dartmouth College. She is 
the author of a number of works, the best 
known of which is “The English Poets.” 
She was a teacher of English literature tor a 
number of years in the Smith College for Wom- 
en, at Northampton, Mass., and has traveled all 
over the country as a lecturer. Mr. Burnham 
was engaged to her on March 4, the day of Cleve- 
land’s inauguration. He declined to make the 
engagement before then, saving that he would 
not engage himself under a Republican Admin- 
istratioa.

MISS SUSAN WARNER. 

Miss Susan Warner, the novelist, died 
yesterday of paralysis at Highland Falls, N. Y. 
She was the daughter of Henry W. Warner, 
who was a prominent member of the Bar in 
this State. He and his family resided on Con-- 
stitution Island, near West Point, until his death, 


in 1875. Miss Warner was born in this city in 
1818. She inherited a talent tor writing from 
her father, who was the euthor of “ An In- 
quiry into the Moral and Religious Character of 
the American Government” and “ he Liber- 
ties of America.’’ Miss Warner’s first novel was 
“The Wide, Wide World,” which was published 
when she was 82 years old and attained a great 
popularity. The book was published under the 
pseudonym of ** Ellen Wethereli.” In 1852 she 
published ** Queechy,” which had a large sale 
and was reprinted only a few years ago. In 
1853 she publ shed “The Law and the Testi- 
mony,” in which the texts establishing the great 
doctrines of Christianity are brought together 
under their appropriate heads. ‘‘‘The Hills of 
Shatemuc,” published in 1856, contained descrip- 
tions of scenery on the Hudson River. She 
wrote also ‘* The Old Helmet,” (1863,) ** Melbourne 
House,” (1864,) ‘* Daisy,” (1868,) “A Story of 
Small Beginnings,” in four volumes, (1872,) and 
the **Say and Do Series” of stories on the Lord’s 
Prayer, (1875.) In collaboration with her older 
sister, Miss Anna Warner, who wrote a number 
of novels under the pseudonym of “Amy 
Lothrop,” Miss Susan Warner wrote “Say and 
Seal,” ** Ellen Montgomery's Book Shelf,’’ ** The 
Word Series,” ‘Books of Blessing’’—stories on 
the beatitudes—and ““Wych Hazel.” Some of 
her works have been translated into French 
German, and Swedish, and were highly praised 
by prominent critical papers of London on their 
first appearance.

THE TRICK PLAYED BY A SAILOR TO ROB 

A CAPTAIN’S WIDOW. 

PITTSFIELD, Mass., March 18.—On the 
road leading from Egremont to Mount 
Everett is a house which was once the 
home of a sea Captain who was murdered 
by the insubordinate crew of his_ ship. 
After that event on stormy nights his wife and 
daughter used to be disturbed by sounds of 
creaking cordage, flapping sails, clanking 


chains, and other nautical sounds, which seemed 
to come from the garret. Above all the rest of 
the noise and turmoil, whoever was down stairs 
could hear angry voices, groans. and cries for 
help. A great many people used to gather in 
the house on stormy nights to hear the unac- 
countable and alarming racket in the garret, but 
no one ever had enough courage to open the 
garret door and try to solve the mystery on 
such occasions. At Jength the widow and her 
daughter abandoned the house, the windows 
and doors of which were then boarded up. 
Ali of this took place 50 years ago, and but few 
who have seen the ruined house know its singu- 
lar history. A few days ago a Mrs. Melius, a 
granddaughter of the old Captain, living in 
Lowell, received a letter from a sailur from a 
South American port, who says that he was 





on the ship with her grandfather on 
the night when the latter was killed. 
He says that the Captain wanted him 
to go to Egremont and tell his wife and 


daughter that he had been murdered, and that 
enough money was buried in one corner of the 
cellar to keep them in comfort all the rest of 
their lives. The sailor went to Egremont as 
he promised, but resolved to have the 


money in the cellar for himself. By 
an ingenious arrangement of chains and 
other available material he _ originated 


and kept up the supposed supernatural tumult 
which, had driven the Captain’s ,;widow~ and 
daughter from their home. He then made a 
successful search in the cellar for the money, 
which he took with him to Peru. Remorse and 
the probability of his immediate death induced 
bin to write this letter of explanation to Mrs. 
elius. 


THE COLOMBIAN REVOLUTION. 








REBELS ATTACK GOVERNMENT TROOPS— 
TWELVE MEN AILLED. 

PANAMA, March i7, via Galveston.—A 
revolution is in progress here. Aizpuru de- 
clared himself President yesterday, and with 300 
men attacked the barracks of the Colombian 
Guard, the only force which opposed him. The 
garrison, cansisting of 100 men, resisted all the 
day and night, an indiscriminate fusillade being 
maintained until this morning, when Gen. Gon- 


ima, commander of the Colombian Guard, ar- 
rived with reinforcements. All is quiet now. 
An Urban Guard has been formed and is patrol- 
ing the streets. The revolutionists are out- 
side of the city and are awaiting help 
from Barranquilla and Colon to renew 
the attack. Colon is in the hands of 
rebels, who are commanded by a notorious crim- 
inal. The stores there are being pillaged by the 
mob, and the leader. declares he will reduce the 
city to ashes if the Government troops attempt 
to recapture it. Marines from the United States 
steamer Galena are in Colon and the whole crew 
are ready toland. English forces from the ship 
Heroine guard the Panama Railroad property 
here. From the interior news favorable to the 
Nufiez Government has been received, and it is 
believed the backbone of the rebellion is broken. 


WASHINGTON, March 18.—United States 
Consul-General Adamson, at Panama, reported 
to the State Department to-day that in a trouble 
which occurred in that city yesterday 12 men 
were killed. The commander of the Wachusett, 
ina dispatch to the Navy Department to-day, 
reports the arrival of that vessel at Panama. 








ENEMIES OF SOCIETY. 

CINCINNATI, Ohio, March 18.—A. R. Par- 
sons, editor of the Alarm, published in Chicago, 
and the whi¥§ husband of a negress, said in an 
interview to-night that the anarchist agi- 
tators, of whom he is one, are organizing 
discontent, and preparing for judicious 
action when the time comes. They have 
85 “groups” or lodges organized, and 
others are being organized rapidly. The ** groups” 
have from 15 to 300 members each. The purpose 
is to familiarize the members with the pres- 
ent social condition, and with the forces 
and appliances necessary to attain their 
object when the final outbreak against 
law and order takes place. This he 
says is not far off. The relations between capi- 
tal and labor are becoming: more strained each 
year. The final upheaval will come ina time of 
depression, and that depression is-already_ here. 
The ‘forces and appliances’ to which he re- 
ferred, he said, included combustibles and en- 
gines of war. Besides himself there are in the 
field organizing groups quite a number of ener- 

etic workers. He mentioned C.S8. Griffin, who 

as spent six weeks in Kansas and Missouri. 
Within the last two months he has visited st. 
Joseph, Kansas City. Topeka, Atchison, Law- 
rence, and Leavenworth, in each of which places 
he has organized groups. He is now in 
Maine and Massachusetts. W. J. Gorsach will 
visit Buffalo, Cleveland, New-York, Philadel- 
phia, Newark, Orange Valley, and Jersey City. 
Samuel Fielden is about to visit Canton, Ohio; 
Salineville, Ohio, and Pittsburg. Mr. Parsons, 
while calling himself an anarchist, is the organ- 
izer of what are known here as Communistic 
societies, made up of unemployed men, who dis- 
play the red flag and applaud the most inflam- 
mable utterances. :

TRACING A BISHOP'S MONEY, 


A MONTREAL BROKER INDICTED FOR HIS 
CONNECTION WITH THE CASE, 
MontrReat, March 18.— The Grand 
Jury to-day returned a true bill against W. 
H. Weir, a well-known broker here, for felon- 
iously having in his possession goods stolen 
beyond the limits of Canada. The case, which 
has been in the civil courts here and in Belgium 
for years back, is a complicated one. When Pope 
Pius [X. died his successor, Leo XIII., appoint- 
ed Bishop Du Rousseaux to succeed Bishop Du- 
mont as Bishop of Tournai. According to the 
law of Belgium a Bishop holds in his own 
name the property of the church. Bishop 
Dumont made over to his successor all the pro 
erty, but afterward sued him for $1,000,000, 
value of bonds which he alleged belonged 
to him personally. Bishop Dumont being a 
Liberal, the case seemed to be going in 
his favor, when Bishop Du Rousseaux gave the 
bonds to Canon Bernard, his secretary, and 
the latter at once went to New-York. 
Canon Bernard~ afterward told the whole 
story to Weir, and Labbe, another 
broker, and Goodhue, an attorney, - who 
engaged to recover the bonds on getting 
40 per cent. commission. Canon} Bernard 
had by this time set out for a trip 
over the States, but on returning to 
Boston was met by Weir to whom he save 
$300,000, all that remained. Weir kept $120,000 





and sent the rest to Bishop Dumont in 
Belgium. The «details of the transaction 
between Goodhue and _ Bishop Dumont 


having been made _ public, Bishop Du 
Rosseaux and his attorneys obtained the 
assistance of the Belgian overnment, and 
Goodhue, on his return to Belgium to complete 
the contract with Bishop Damont, was arrested 
as an accomplice of Canon Bernard, and, on in- 
formation then obtained, extradition proceed- 
ings were instituted which resulted in the arrest 
and extradition of Bernard from Havana in 
June, 1882. 

Subsequently in August, 1882, Weir and Labbe 
informed Bernard by letter that they held, sub- 
ject to the order of Bishop Dumont, as re- 
quested, a sum of about $15,000 in cash and 
coupons independent of their commission of 
40 percent. This letter having been communi- 
cated to the Belgian authorities, inquiries were 
made at the different banks in Montreal 
by the Belgian Consul-General at Que- 
bec to ascertain if any of the bonds 
were deposited with them and all the banks gave 
satisfactory answers, with the exception of 
the Ville Marie Bank, which refused to give 
any information. The Selgian authorities 
learned that Weir and Labbe held $15,000 
cash to the credit ot Bishop Dumont 
and $30,000 in bonds, and proceedings were taken 
to recover this and the amount paid as commis- 
sion. Weir and Labbe offered to give the money 
to the rightful owner when the case was 
proved, and Weir went to London to get a dis- 
charge from Bishop Dumont. 

In the meantime a professfonal gentleman, 
purporting to act for the Ville Marie Bank, went 
to Belgium at the expense of Mr. William Weir, 
President of the bank, for the purpose of 
causing an action of damages to be served in a 
case wherein the defendant had been regularly 
called in through the newspapers. However, 
when in Belgium, this professional gentleman, 
without the knowledge of the attorneys here, 
called upon Bishop Du Rosseaux’s advocate and 
endeavored to effect a settlement of the case b 
making offers varying from $10,000 to $30,000, 
but was referred to the attorneys here. Weir, 
who is still in England, was then charged with 
having stolen soods in his possession. He will 


be tried in the Court of Queen’s Bench, Monday...

THE RESIDENTS OF GREENPOINT STARTLED 


BY BROKEN WINDOWS. 

A loud explosion, followed by the noise 
of broken window panes, startled the resi- 
dents of Greenpoint at 7:20 o'clock last 
evening. The thoughts of every one were 
turned toward Newtown Creek, where all 
the oil tanks are centred, and _ it 
was seen that the large tank of the Kings Coun- 
ty Oil Works, a branch of the Standard Company,

Fleming, who own the tank which caught fire, 
drew off all the oil possible, and in this man- 
ner saved some 1,500 barrels. The fire was 
under control in about 2 hours, and the ma- 
jority of the engines were allowed to return to 
their houses. 

No cause cah be assigned for the explosion, 
although it is thought that it was occasioned by 


a leak.. The workmen say the loss. will 
amount to $10,000. At the time of 
the explosion 4,500 barrels of refined 


oil were stored in the tank, but as 1,500 barrels 
were drawn off afterward only 8,000 barrels were 
lost. The tank, however, will prove a total 
wreck. At Sone & Fleming’s office all informa- 
tion was refused. The man in charge said he 
had not the remotest idea of the loss, and, as they 
insured themselves, he didn’t think it was any- 
body’s business. 


APPOINTING A REPUBLIOAN POLICE. 

The Common Council of Newark was 
hastily called together last night by President 
Dodd for the purpose of appointing a Re- 
publican police force to take the place 





of the present Democratic force. Only 
a few hours’ notice was given, and 
the proceedings were governed by the 


partisan rule adopted by the Republican caucus. 
The names of a new Captain, Lieutenants, 
Sergeants, and patrolmen, constituting a majori- 
ty of the force, were presented and 
elected. Mayor Haynes, by advice of ex- 
City Counsel Young, who is the counsel 
for the Democratic Aldermen, sent in a com- 
munication to the Council, in which he charact- 
erized thejproceedings as unlawful and revolu- 
tionary. He said that the Council must abide by 
the consequences. Notwithstanding this the ap- 

ointments were made, and the men weresworn 
n immediately. Learning thisthe Mayor sent 
a communication to Chief of Police Tuite, order- 
ing him not to dismiss any of the present force 
or to receive any of the new ones under penalty 
of suspension from duty. A large number of 
the new appointees crowded into Police Heaa- 


quarters after they were sworn in, but were. 


ordered out by those on duty.

JRE MAYOR’S CHANGED VIEWS — AFFI- 
DAVITS FOR AND AGAINST THE SYS- 
TEM—SOME OF THE OBJECTIONS. 

Thecity. which had before remained neu- 
tral in the matter of the proposed cable railway 
system, yesterday pronounced decidedly against 
it. Mr. Thomas P. Wickes, Assistant to the Corpo- 
ration Counsel, appeared before the Commission- 
ers and asked that the date for closing the hear- 
jing be extended 10 days to give the city time to 
secure the affidavits of engineers and witnesses 
conversant with the operations of cable rail- 
ways. The city, he said, had decided to oppose 
the plan. Mayor Grace had been originally im- 
pressed with the idea that the pian might be 
feasible anda benetit to the city, and the city 
Aid not care to oppose what might possibly be a 
pubhe benefit. After tooking thoroughly into 
the matter it was seen that it would not be such 
BR benefit,and the city would oppose the road 
thoroughly. Mr. Wheeler argued against any 
extension of time for hearing testimony, and the 
Commissioners were manifestly put out by the 
ftand taken by Mr. Wickes. After consultation 
they decided to extend the hearing until the 
24th inst., at4 P. M. 

The affidavits of 77 property owners and ten- 
ants on Chambers-street and 21 property owners 
on Broome-street opposed to the road, and of 
203 employes of G. & C. Fiscber in favor of it, 
were filed. Gen. Charlies Roome, President of 
the Consolidated Gas Company, was then cailed 
by Mr. Ecclesine and was sworn. The company 
had one main on Lexington-avenue, he said, and 
203 mains crossing the avenue between Four- 
teenth and One Hundred and Thirty-first streets. 
if trenches were dug in the avenue, as proposed 
by the Cable Railway Company, his company 
would be obliged to lay another gas main from 
Fourteenth-street to the Harlem River, and 
every one of the mains crossing the avenue 
would have to be cut off. It would be an abso- 
lute impossibility to carry the mains under the 
trenchand give a supply of gas. Henry F. 
Allen, Superintendent of the Mutual Gaslight 
Company, and Theodore Purcell, of the Equi- 
table Company, gave similar testimony. 

The Thirty-fourth-Street Railwav Compan 
filed a protest against the proposed road, with 
the objections of property owners on the street 
representing $600,090. An affidavit from William 
H. Craig,of the Third-A venue Railway Company, 
opposing the cable plan, set iorth some interest- 
ing facts. From November, 1883, to November, 
i884, it appeared that the Third-avenue line ran 
cars at an average of one minute headway during 
the entire day, carrying 31,469,160 passengers, 
There was sitting capacity for 41,500,000 passen- 
gers. The road, it was stated, by the addition of 
cars and horses could readily accommodate 
65,000,000 passengers each year. If permitted it 
could run its carsatthe rate of eight miles an 
hour, but experience showed that the present 
rates of six miles was necessary forsafety. Ifthe 
cable system proved a success on Tenth-avenue 
the company proposed at onceto putit in use 
pn allits lines. Officers of the company had seen 
B20 of the 340 property owners on Lexington-av- 
enue, between Fifty-fifth-street and the Harlem 
River. The views of 250 were antagonistic to a 
road of any kind there, and only 28 were in fa- 
vor ofaroad. The affidavits of 40 persons rep- 
resenting over two-thirds of the value of prop- 
erty in the section mentioned were filed. All op- 
posed the road. The commission holds another 
gession to-day.

Gould at Broadway and Park- 
piace on Feb. 19 last, and inflicted injuries from 
which he died several. days later, was tried for 
manslaughter before Judge Cowing, in the Court 
of General Sessions, yesterday. Among the 
prominent witnesses against the prisoner were 


Austin Corbin, Charles E. Dennison, and William 
A. Pierrepont. Mr. Corbin testified, that Mr. 
Gould stood with his hand raised, and that the 
river paid no attention to him, but drove 
over him and continued on at the same rate for 
at least 30 paces below or until stopped by the 
policeman. The defense was that the horse was 
hard of mouth, the day very cold, and as the 
driver had left his gloves at home he was unable 
to stop the animal. Assistant District Attorney 
Bedford urged that, as the driver knew the horse 
perfectly well before he started out, it was evi- 
dence of criminal negligence that he left his 
gloves athome. Much to the surprise of the 
court and almost everybody else the jury ac- 
quitted Troeger. 

Judge Cowing said to Troeger: “I don’t 
know what to say in this case. If any one ever 
deserved punishment you did, andI hope that 
in future when an old gentleman raises his hand 
as you are driving down on him. you will come 
to a standstill instead of driving on, and after 
knocking him down continuing to drive on until 
you are brought to a standstill.” 

At this point in the Judge’s remarks the sixth 

uror, John A. Ehnendorf, stood up and said: 
* Why, your Honor, [once did the same thing 
as this man under similar circumstances.”’ 
“Well!” returned Judge Cowing, severe- 
ly, “I am very sorry to hear you make 
such an acknowledgment in court. I think 
you ought to be ashamed of it.”” Then, continu- 
ine his remarks to Troeger, he said: “I know, 
andevery other man who has jived in New-York 
any time knows, that when a man attempts to 
cross one of the principal streets he takes his 
lire into his own hands in consequence of the 
carelessness and recklessness of drivers, and un- 
less an example is made when a case of this kind 
comes into court the citizens will after a while 
be led to take the law into their own hands. 
Drivers seem to think that pedestrians have no 
right in the streets, and instead of slowinz up 
when they come down on one go all the faster, 
and if the man happens to escape injury they 
laugh and jeerat him. I never like to take ex- 
ception to the verdict of a jury, but it seems to 
me that in this case there was certainly a grave 
wmaiscarriage of justice.”

THE COMMITTEE FROM THE ATHLETIC CLUBS 
PRESENTS A REPORT. 

Messrs. William Wood, of the New-York 
Athletic Club: O. T. Johnson, of the Staten Isl- 
and Athletic Club, and W. G. Hegeman, of the 
Williamsburg Athletic Club, the men who were 
Rppointed a committee to give the definition of 
an amateur at a meeting of the National As- 
sociation of Amateur Athletes, have presented 
the following: 

“ An amateur is any person who has never competed 
for money, or undera false name, or with a profes- 
sional for a prize, or where gate money is‘charged: nor 
has ever, at any time, taught, pursued, or assisted at 
athletic exercises furmoney or for any valuable con- 
sideration.” 

The committee is also of the opinion that the 
service-of amateur athletes for money at pro- 
fessional competitions in the capacity of ref- 
erees, judges, scorers, or Officials of any kind, is 

\a detriment to amateurfathletics and should be 
discontinued. This would debar L. E. Myers, 
Harry Fredericks, Frank Murray, and other 
well-known runners and walkers from accepting 
the position of judge and scorers in the six-day 
races. These men have been engaged in nearly 
all the long distance races in Madison-Square 
Garden. The definition wiil be considered at the 
special meeting of the National Association of 
Amateur Athictes of America to be held in the 
Metropolitan Hotel on Saturday evening next.

SALE OF THE KNICKERBOCKER COTTAGE 

The old. Knickerbocker Cottage, in 
Sixth-avenue, near Twenty-seventh-street, was 
sold at auction by John F. B. Smyth, in the Ex- 
change Salesroom, yesterday. A large crowd of 
bidders surrounded the auctioneer’s stand and 
the bidding was prompt and brief. The first bid 
was $10,000, and in a few moments the figures in- 
ereased to $17,750, at which price the property 
was sold. The purchaser was a representative 
oft William Wilson, and it was reported in the 
galesroom that the cottage is to be converted 
into a concert hall. The reasons for the sale of 
the property were not stated. 

The Knickerbocker oan was built piece- 
mealinthe early part of the present century. 
More than 150 yearsago the land on which the 
cottage stands was owned by the Varian family, 
one of whom was Mayor of New-York. The 
cottage first became known as a public resort in 
1850. It was kept asa road house by Peter Con- 
nor for several years, and in 1863 Capt. William 
Fowler took a long lease of it. Under the lat- 
ter’s management it became a popular, quiet re- 
sort for merchants and sporting men. A great 
many different clubs and associations were or- 

nized under its roof. Capt. Fowler sold his 

to ex-Alderman Bernard Goodwin last May. 











MUCH GOOD DONE AT LITTLE COST. 

The New-York Free Circulating Library 
Js one of the most modest but effective charities 
in the city, the good work of which is illustrated 
by the numberof persons who avail themselves 


of itsopportunities. During the month of Feb- 
ruary chore were 14,599 applicants for books at 
the central library, No.49 Bond-street, and 4,078 
readers in the reading-room. There were 9,618 
books taken out. At the Ottendorfer branch 
library there were 8,191 volumes taken out dur- 
g the month and there were 6,044 visitors in 
reading-room. These figures show the ex- 
stent of the service rendered to those who would 
have no other opportunity to read books and 
periodicals. Experience also shows how little the 
opportunity is abused. The books are carefully 
returned and the percentage of loss 1s insignifi- 
cant. The books, however, are necessarily worn 
out and must be repijaced. Books for very young 
people especially are in great demand, and of 
course they are worn more rapidly than the 
others. One of the most useful forms of charity 
would be the gift of such books, ot which there 
is-a og pears J ‘in thousands of homes, and 
which, intrusted to the excellent management of 
the-¥ree Circulating Library, would continue 
Mission of pleasure and instruction until 


they had done the good service possible. 








WINE AND SPIRIT TRADE EXCITED, 


—_—_—_——— 
A RULING THAT PRACTICALLY STOPS ALL 
THEIR ‘*C, O, D.” BUSINESS. 

The wine and spirit trade is greatly ex- 
cited just now over the construction of the in- 
ternal revenue law by Commissioner Evans 
which threatens practically to put an end to 
“C. O. D.” business in wines and liquors. Ac- 
cording to the views of the Commissioner, which 
have recently been confirmed by the United 
States District Court for the Southern District 
of Illinois, if a liquor dealer sells a bill of goods 
outside the city where he does business, and 
sends them to the buyer C. O. D., they remain 


his sole proverty until payment is made, and the 
sale ismade at the place of payment: Under 
these circumstances, the Commissioner holds, 
and the court sustains bim, that a special license 
must be taken out by the dealer in the place 
where the goods are sold. The effect of this de- 
cision isto make wholesale dealers liuble fora 
special tax @s liquor dealers in any and all places 
where they sell goods C. O. D. 

Internal Revenue Collector Blake, when spoken 
to yesterday in regard to this construction of 
the law, said that he had no opinion to express 
about its justice or correctness. The court has 
decided that no sale is made until the goods are 
delivered, and the law says that dealers must pay 
the special tax for the privilege of selling in any 
one place. The ruling of the Commissioner has 
now been in force two weeks, and the Collector 
bas heard no strong protests on the part of deal- 
ers whom it affects. Whether it would add ma- 
terially to the revenue derived by the Govern- 
ment he was unable tosay, but he did not be- 
lieve that many dealers would pay $100for a 
license to sell liquor in a place from which a ten- 
doliar order was sent to be filled C. O. D. 

Charles McK. Loeser, one of the publishers of 
Bonfort’s Wine and spirit Circular, speaking of 
the ruling, said: ‘“‘ The order is absurd on the 
face'of it, and will no doubt be rescinded as soon 
as the nature of its effects is realized. Under it 
a down-town deaier who sends goods to a house 
and collects the money for them on delivery is 
liable to pay a special tax for doing business in 
the house of his customer, and if a dealer sells to 
@ man residing in another town, and don't re- 
ceive his money before sending the goods, he 
must take out a license in that town. Could 
any construction of a plain law be more repueg- 
nant to common sense and common justice? It 
will have no effect in increasing the revenue 
of the Government, because the deal- 
ers will not take out the licenses which 
it calls for. It will simply upset the present sys- 
tem of shipping goods. Buyers, instead of re- 
ceiving their coods C. 0. D., will be required to 
send their checks betore the goods are shipped, 
and this will make the sale an accomplished fact 
in the seller’s place of business, even according to 
the Commissioner’s ruling. 
course, very much excited over the subject, but 
I have heard of no movement to test the validity 
of the order further in the cuurts. Dealers feel 
convinced that it 1s of so absurd a character 
that it cannot hold long. The only perceptible 
result will be to take from out-of-town mer- 
chants the privilege they have heretofore en- 
joyed of examining their goods before paying 
for them.” 





DAMAGES FOR A HUSBAND'S LIFE. 





HOW CASPAR BULLIER WAS KILLED ON THE 
ELEVATED ROAD. 

Caspar Bullier was killed on the Third- 
avenue elevated railroad on Jan. 20,1881. His 
widow, Catharine, as Administratrix of his es- 
tate, sued the Manhattan and New-York Com- 
panies for $5,000 damages, asserting that he had 
been killed through the negligence of train 
hands. At the trial before Chief-Justice Daly 
anda jury, in the Court of Common Pleas, the 
witnesses differed widely respecting the circum- 
stances under which Bullier was killed. Those 
for Mrs. Buliier testified that Bullier got on the 
train at One Hundred and Sixth-street, wishing 
to ride to Eighty-fourth-street. He got into a 
conversation with a friend, and became so en- 
grossed in it that he did not notice the arrival of 
the train at Eighty-fourth-street. Discovering 
that he had passed his destination he said to 
Trainman Thomas P. O’Brien: 

“Why didn’t you call out Eighty-fourth- 
street ?” 

*T dia,” answered O’Brien. 

“You're a liar,”’ Bullier retorted, angrily. 

“If I were off this train i’d punch your head,” 
O’Brien responded. 

When the train had arrived at Seventy-sixth- 
street, and Bullier was leaving it, O’Brien, ac- 
cording to the same witnesses, pushed him. He 
turned to strike O’Brien and caught hold of the 
rail of the car platform to steady himself as he 
delivered his blows. Meanwhile the train start- 
ed, and he, stumbling, fell between two cars and 
was killed. 

Trainman O’Brien swore that Bullier was drunk 
and abusive. He denied that he said that if he 
were off the train he would punch Builier’s head. 
A rule of the company forbade him to say it or 
do it,and he obeyed the rule. As Bullier was 
drunk he helped him off the train, and Bullier 
attempted to strike him for his kindness. He 
warned him of the danger he was incurring, but 
Bullier clung to the rail until he stumbled, fell, 
and was killed. 

Chiet-Justice Daly charged the jury that the 
defendant corporations were bound to look aft- 
er the safety of drunken passengers as well as of 
sober ones. The jury found a verdict tor $2,000 
damages, $3,000 less than the statutory limita- 
tion of the value of a human life. Counsel for 
the railroad companies moved that it be set 
aside as against the weight of evidence, and the 
attorney for Mrs. Bullier moved that it be over- 
ruled as not sufficient. The railroad companies’ 
counsel—William B. Hornblower—said that he 
and his adversary were in accord in the theory 
that the verdict,was not proper, although they 
based their objections to it on differing grounds. 
His adversary denied this, and withdrew his mo- 
tion, saying he had made it under a misappre- 
hension. Chief-Justice Daly deniea Mr. Horn- 
blower’s motion, and granted his adversary’s 
motion for an allowance. 


STEALING BABY CARRIAGES. 


TWO YOUNG MEN ARRESTED FOR ROBBING 
THEIR EMPLOYERS. 

James Burns, aged 32 years, of No. 10614 
Spencer-street, Brooklyn, ashipping clerk em- 
ployed by the New-York Carriage Company, at 
No. 8 William-street, and L. Rush, aged 35, of 
No. 141 Meserole-street, a salesman, were arrest- 
ed yesterday by Detectives Bayer and Sullivan, 
of the Tenth Precinct. For the past few weeks 
the members of the firm have been missing 
large quantities of children’s carriages, blankets, 
ribbons, carpets, and velocipedes, and they had 
reasons to suspect Burns and Rush of being the 
thieves. They detailed the detectives to follow 
them. On Tuesday night the officers traced 
them toa wiliow ware store at the corner of 
Grand and Eldridge streets, about 25 yards from 
the Eldridge-street police station. Here the two 
men deposited some of their booty. 

They were arrested and at once confessed their 
crime. They confessed that they had been rob- 
bing the firm for the past two years, and that 
during that time they have stolen fully $10,000 
worth of property. Isaac 
the store at the corner of Grand and Eldridge 
streets, was arrested charged with receiv- 
ing stolen property, and his mother, Re- 
becca Fusch, who was seen carrying away 
some of the stolen goods, was also made 
a prisoner. All four prisoners were held for ex- 
amination. Uriah McClinchie, one of the mem- 
bers of the firm from which the goods were 
stolen, appeared in the Essex Market Court yes- 
terday. He said that Rush had been in his em- 
por for the past seven years and Burns for four. 

hey appeared to be very steady men, and up to 
within a few weeks ago they enjoyed the strict- 
est confidence of their employers. 














AN OLD MAN DIES OF GRIEF. 

Mrs. William Nelson, of No. 167 Flatbush- 
avenue, Brooklyn, died early yesterday morn- 
ing after a lingering illness, and yesterday after- 
noon her afflicted husband, who was 65 years old, 
went to Undertaker Henry’s establishment, at 
No. 393 Atlantic-avenue, to make arrangements 
for the funeral. The old man was very much 
affected, and for some time grief prevented him 
from talking about his loss. Aftera time he 
gave his orders andthen began to feel taint. 
Henry went into another room to get him some 
water, and when he came back he found the old 
man rigid in the agony of death. Before an am- 
bulance could reach the place Mr. Nelson was 
dead. It it said that he suffered from heart dis- 
ease, and that his grief brought on the fatal at- 
tack. The remains were removed to the dead 
man’s home.

President French 
thought that the officer might have acted has- 
tily, and an apology would probably satisfy Mr. 
Baldwin. The latter said that he did not hold

AMENDMENTS PROPOSED TO LIMIT THE PUR- 
CHASE OF LAND TO THE CITY LIMITS

with Mayor Grace in opposition to the pur- 
chase of the new parks authorized by the act of 
last year’s Legislature met in the Mayor’s office 
yesterday afternoon to confer together and 
take some action to secure an amendment of 
the obnoxious bill. Prominent among the 
gentiemen who attended were Oswald Otten- 
dorfer, Elbridge T. Gerry, Dwight H. Olmstead, 
Eugene Kelly, Park Comissioners Crimmins 
and Beekman, George S. Lesvinasse, Leo- 
pold Friedman, and Lewis May, and let- 
ters were received from over 200 promi- 
nent citizens indorsing the movement 
against the new parks and regretting their 
inability to be present, among them being Rob- 
ert Winthrop, William B. Dinsmort, Henry Hil- 
ton, William Steinway, Thomas W. Folsom, Gar- 
diner Wetherbee, Robert Ray Hamilton, Smith 
Ely, Jr., William E. Dodge, Henry L. Hoguet, 
R. B. Minturn, Jackson 8. Schultz, and Ogden 


Goelet. Mayor Grace called the meeting to 
order. Hesaid that he had deemed it his duty 
to call the gentlemen togrether to give them an 
opportunity toexpress their sentiments as tax- 
ayers and to calla meeting at an early date to 
ake action in regard to the proposed acquisition 
of park property outside the limits of New- 
York City, which would have to be paid for out 
of the regular tax levy. 
Elbridge T. Gerry was made Chairman of the 


“meeting and George 8S. Lespinasse Secretary. 


Lewis May offered a resolution thata committee 
of twenty be appointed, of which the Chair- 
man should be one ex officio, to arrange for 
amass meeting of taxpayers for next Monday 
evening to discuss the proposed new parks. Mr. 
May said that he was one of the Commissioners 
who laid out the new parks, and when engaged 
in that work he was in favorof them. Since 
then, however, the constitutional amendment 
has been passed egee | the bonds which can 
be issued by the city, and the park property, if 
purchased now, will have to be paid for from the 
tax levy. This would raise taxation from 2.25 
to 4.50,and possibly 6,and as a taxpayer Mr. 
May was opposed tothe purchase of the parks 
under these circumstances. 

Assistant Corporation Counsel Francis M. 
Scott explained the provisions of the act of 
1884 which provided for the purchase of 4,000 
acres of park area, over 2,000 of which are in 
Westchester County. Oftheparks laid out in 
this city Van Cortlandt Park, the largest of 
them, is bounded on the north by Yonkers and 
on the east partly by Woodlawn Cemetery, so 
that the city would gain no benefit from taxa- 
tion of thelands which would be improved on 
those sides. In the Westchester County 
parks the city would not only be obliged 
to spend millions of dollars to secure 
the property, but would then have to 
pay taxes on it in Westchester. The amend- 
ments proposed to the bill were designed to alter 
the limits of the property to be purchased, so 
that none of it will be outside the city limits; 
to pay for the parks by installments; to assess a 
portion of the cost on the property benefited by 
the improvements, not exceeding 50 per cent. of 
the value of the property as it stands on the tax 
books, and to fave the Supreme Court appoint 
new Commissioners. 

A letter was read from Park Commissioner 
Wales opposing the new parks, and remarks 
were made in favor of having the bill amended 
by Cyrus Clark, Dwight H. Olmstead, and Leo- 
pold Friedman. Mr. Gerry announced that he 
would name the Committee of Twenty to-day, 
and the meeting adjourned. 








PAUL BAUER AT LIBERTY. 





ADMITTED TO BAIL PENDING AN APPEAL 

Mr. Paul Bauer, radiant and full of hope, 
walked into the Supreme Court in Brooklyn yes- 
terday morning between two of Warden Green’s 
deputies, and, taking a seat beside his counsel, 
calmly waited for Judge Pratt’s decision as to 
whether he could be released on bail pending 
the appeal from Judge Moore’s sentence. Mr. 
Wernberg made Mr. Bauer’s heart jump by the 
suddenness with which he moved,as soon as 
Judge Pratt had taken his seat, that his client 
be released on bail pending an appeal in his case, 
of which he (Mr. Wernberg) had filed a notice. 
Mr. Bauer anxiously awaited his Honor’s reply, 


and had already made a preliminary movement 
for his hat, when District Attorney Ridgway in- 
terposed with a protest. 

Mr. Ridgway said that Bauer had been regu- 
larly indicted, had pleaded guilty to the charge 
against him, had been sentenced regularly and 
legally, and therefore, from the fact that an ap- 
pealin his case must aecessarily be based upon 
an irregularity,a stay should not be allowed, 
nor should Mr. Bauer be allowed to furnish bail. 
Also, Mr. Ridgway said, Paul had pleaded 
guilty, which in itself denied bim the privilege 
of anappeal. Mr. Ridgway coneluded his argu- 
ment by saying that if Mr. Bauer claimed to 
have been cheated out of nine months’ imprison- 
ment certainly the General Term could send the 
— back for correction, and then Mr. 

3auer might have the benefit of the full year 
with Warden Green. 

His Honor decided that Paul was entitled toa 
stay, and might be udmitted to bail. Mr. Wern- 
berg hastily asked his Honor to fix the amount 
of bail, and when Mr. Ridgway suggested $10,000 
as about the proper sum he remarked, in the 
consciousness of the “value” of his client, 
“Oh! makeitanythine. The amount is a mat- 
ter of perfect indifference to us.” 

Judge Pratt thought $10,000 an excessive bail 
and fixed it at $3,000. The appeal wiil be arcued 
at the General Term, which convenes at Pough- 
keepsie in May. Asa decision in the case can- 
not be handed down until next September, Mr. 
Bauer may revel in beer and sunshine and Coney 
Island all Summer without fear or thought of 
Warden Green or Crow Hiil or Judge Moore or 
anybody or anything.

THE NEW PARK COMMISSIONER MEETS HIS 
ASSOCIATES. 

The first of the Commissioners to present 
himself at the Department of Public Parks yes- 
terday morning was the newly appointed Com- 
missioner, Mr. Henry R. Beekman. When the 
board convened Mr. Beekman was formally in- 
troduced to the other Commissioners by Presi- 
dent Crimmins, who in a neatly turned speech 
took occasion to refer to the former association 
of the new Commissioner with the department 


at the time of the controversy with the Council 
of Political Reform. The board then settled 
down to business. 

Secretary Barker was instructed to report at 
the next meeting the plan proposed for music in 
the parks during the coming Summer. Commis- 
sioner Wales brought up the long pending open- 
ing of the Spuyten Duyvil Parkway, whicn he 
said had dragged onin the department for the 
past 10 years, and at bis suggestion the matter 
was referred to Commissioner Beekman with in- 
structions to hurry the matter along. President 
Crimmios remarked that the opening would 
probably be brought about within a short time. 
After awarding a contract at $490 for the re- 
placing of the flagstaff at the Battery recently 
destroyed by lightning, the board ‘listened to a 
deputation from the New-York Livery Stabile 
Association, which was introduced by Alderman 
Masterson. }The burden of their complaint, as of 
old, was against allowing the yellow cabsin the 
parks. Nothing came ot their complaint beyond 
a request from the board for the filing of peti- 
tions from those wbose sensibilities are shocked 
by the sight of the black-and-tans profitably 
pursuing their vocation within Central Park. 








A CANDLESTICK FOR A LEGACY. 

The will of the late Jonathan P. Heck, 
of Mount Vernon, Westchester County, was yes- 
terday admitted to probate in the Surrogate’s 
Court, at White Plains. It makes some cyrious 
bequests, among them being a barrel of tin 
ware to his daughter, Barbara, and to his son, 
Charities W. Heck, a candlestick, which was a 
family heirloom and a relic of the early days of 
Methodism in New-York City. The testator was 
a descendant of Barbara and Paul Heck, who 
were among the pioneers of Methodism in 
America, and this brass candlestick was used to 
light the pulpit in the old John-Street Metho- 
dist Church on the occasion of itsdedication by 
Philip Embury on Oct. 80,1768. It has been in 
the Heck family ever since. The Heck family 
landed in America in the Summer of 1760. The 
testator also gives some “love feast tickets” to 
his son which were used many years ago.

_ IMPRISONED BY WATER, — 
CAPT, BOYLD’s STRUGGLE TO SAVE HIS FAM- 


i ILY FROM A. SINKING BARGE. 


Capt. Christopher Boyld, whose wife and 
little child were drowned *by the sinking of the 
barge John Chase, on which they lived, on Tues- 
day night, and who, with another little child, 
were rescued, was yesterday very much im- 
proved and rapidly recovering. The rescued 
child will probably die from exposure and ex- 
haustion. 

The Captain told the story yesterday of the 
accident after he left the hospital. He was 


awakened, he says, by the rushing of the water 
against the door of the cabin in which he and his 
family were sleeping, and looking up he could 
see by the dim light of a small kerosene lamp 
that the floor was covered with water several 
inches deep, and that the waves were dashing 
against the door. The Captain sprang out 
of bed, and, after waking his family, 
tried to open the door. He had caught in 
his arms one of his children—the one who was 
rescued—while his wite took up the infant, and 
with one hand he tried to push back the door, 
which unfortunately opened out from the cabin. 

The task he had undertaken seemed almost im- 
possible. He was only able to shove the door, 
beyond which was a wall of water, a little way 
back at a time, and when he pushed it back the 
water poured into the little room. The water 
rose in the cabin with alarming rapidity, and as 
the situation crew desperate the Captain de- 
posited his little charge ina comparatively dry 
place, and exerting all his strength succeeded in 
shoving back the door and fastening it there. 
The frantic cries of his oldest child brought the 
Captain to her, and picking her up, almost ex- 
—— he carried her on deck toa place of 
safety. 

Returning to the cabin, the Captain found that 
his wife had fainted. She had fallen to the floor, 
and, with her little child tightly clasped to her 
breast, was entirely under water. Capt. Boyld 
lifted her and the child in his armsand staggered 
up the steps to the deck. Then he cried out for 
help and was heard by the watchman at the end 
of the Jay-street pier, opposite which the barge 
was lying. Sergt. Carrougher, of the Second 
Precinct, who was passing and to whom the 
watchman called, summoned help and went to 
the assistance of the endangered family. 

The barge was then rapidly sinking. Mrs, 
Boyld and her infant were lying on the ee poe 
deck, and the Captain, who was completely 
exhausted, was standing there helpless when the 
needed help arrived. Then it was found that 
the mother ana infant were dead. They had 
been drowned in the cabin. An ambulance 
took the father and the child that was still alive 
to the Homeopathic Hospital, and the bodies were 
carried to the Second Precinct Station House. 

Immediately after the rescue the barge sank 
out of sight. She was loaded with coffee con- 
signed to the Arbuckle Brothers, and, with her 
cargo, is a complete loss, 











GRANT & WARD'S OVERDRAFTS. 





PRESIDENT YISH HAS ALL THEIR CHECKS 
CERTIFIED. 

The lawyers who have been for six days 
carefully sifting the accounts of the Marine 
Bank in Judge Benedict’s Vircuit Court, did not 
finish with the witness Nathan D. Daboll until 
yesterday afternoon. Nothing especially new or 
important was developed in the last few hours 
of his testimony. Mr. Root spent some time in 


attempting to show that James D. Fish was fully 
cognizant of the way Ward put back the loan 
securities temporarily to deceive Bank Exam- 
iner Meigs. 

Benjamin Fish, a brother of the President, 
James D. Fish, was Paying Teller in the 
Marine Bank at the time of its failure. 
He identified several of Grant,& Ward's 
checks aggregating about $2,000.000. which 
he certified and which were duly canceled 
and credited on May 8 and 5, the two business 
days directly preceding the failure of the bank. 
The checks were drawn in favor of George E. 
Spencer and W. KH. Mallory, and were indorsed 
by the signatures of ‘other parties through 
whose hands they had passed. On May 8 the 
bookkeeper notified the witness that Grant & 
Ward were largely overdrawn. More checks 
came in during the day and the firm had no 
money to pay them with. The witness notified 
James D. Fish of the condition of affairs and 
was instructed to certify the checks and charge 
them up to the firm’s account. They must. not 
be returned by the bank. On Monday, May 5, 
the witness spoke again about the matter to the 
President. The latter told the witness to be 
sure and let him see al) of Grant & Ward’s 
checks that came in during theday. He did so, 
and showed him, among others, a cheek for 
$75,000 on the First National Bank, which was 
not certified. Mr. Fish told the witness to credit 
the check and telephone to Ward. The latter 
sent back word that the check was good. and 
Mr. Fish told the witness to certify it. Grant & 
Ward deposited some money in the bank on May 
5 before 10 o’clock in the morning. The witness 
met Ward on the doorstep. He said: 

**T have just deposited old Vanderbilt’s check 
for $150,000. How’s that ? We are all right now.” 

The same afternoon the witness again spoke 
to Mr. Fish about the overdrafts. Mr. Fishpaié 
that it was allright. He had ample security in 
his possession, perhaps for a million or a million 
and a quarter of dollars. The witness waited at 
the bank that afternoon for a deposit of $400,000 
which Ward promised to bring, but he did not 


come with it.

UPHOLDING THE GRAVEDIGGERS. 





RESULT OF THE INVESTIGATION BY THE 
SECRETARY OF GREENWOOD CEMETERY. 
The annual meeting of Greenwood Cem- 

etery lot owners was held at No.1 Broadway 

yesterday noon. Henry Dudley presided. The 
report of rhe Trustees was received without 
comment. The receipts from sales ot cemetery 
lots and other sources during the year were 


stated at $227,727, which is about $30,000 less than 
the receipts from the same sources in 1883. The 
report says that this decrease in receipts “is un- 
doubtedly due to the great depression in busi- 
ness which has pervaded the country.” 

The Trustees reported that there were 5,042 in- 
terments in 1884, making tbe total number of 
interments in Greenwood Cemetery up to the 
1st of last January 226,995. The general fund for 
the improvement and permanent care of the 
cemetery amounts to $805,550 72. This fund in- 
creased $100,000 in 1883, and only $4,000 last year. 
The expenses for 1884, for labor and improve- 
ments, amounted to $164,599. 

C. M. Perry, Secretary and Controller of Green- 
wood Cemetery, has prepared, for the informa- 
tion of the lot owners, a statement concerning 
the alleged ill-behavior of some of the cemetery 
employes on the cccasion of the funeral of the 
late Mrs. Maria P. Willson. Mr. Perry says: ‘I 
have madea personal and thorough investiga- 
tion of the whole matter, examining separately 
each gravedigger employed at Mrs. Willson’s 
funeral, and haye obtained affidavits from 
each, as well as from the Superintendents 
and clerks, whicb fully verify my _ state- 
ment and substantially answer the charges 
made. Noshouting or loud talking by the men 
while leading the funeral or talking or indecent 
acting by any of the men at the grave was in- 
dulged in. One of these men has been in our em- 
ploy 20 years, the other two 37 years, during 
which time they have never given us the least 
occasion to doubt their words or to object to 
their conduct in any way. They are all strong 
and hearty men and state that the box was not 
heavy, but that the icy coating of the ground, 
notwithstanding the covering of the gravel ren- 
dered walking difficult. They were notin their 
shirt sleeves as charged, but wore heavy over- 
coats on account of the extreme cold.” 


THE IRON AND METAL TRADE, 


a | ‘ 
ABRAM §S. HEWITT ADDRESSES THE NEW- 
YORK EXCHANGE, 

The Hon. Abram 8S. Hewitt addressed 
the annual meeting of the New-York Metal Ex- 
change yesterday. He said that 40 years of ex- 
perience in the iron trade had impressed upon 


him the importance of the metal interests to 
civilization. Speaking of the depression in 
trade Mr. Hewitt said that it was due to an un- 
natural expansion of the productive capacity of 
this country. The situation was improving the 
speaker thought. The surplus of productive 
capacity had begun to disappear. With the em- 
ployment of idle men, even at low prices, pros- 
perity was sure to return. 

Mr. Hewitt spoke of the restrictions of the 
tariff and argued in favor of admitting raw ma- 
terials into this country free of duty. Iron ore 
particularly ought to be admitted free. Speak- 
ing as a Jarge producer of iron, Mr. Hewitt said 
that no benetit accrued to the miners by the 
tariff. He appealed to tne members of the Ex- 
change to use their influence for a revision of 
the tariff. 

President T. Delafield made a short address, 
and said there were signs that increased ac- 
tivity in the iron trade was not iar off. Secre- 
tary Edward J. Shriver presented his annual 
report, in which he suggested that it might bea 
very xood idea to establish separate calls of pig 
iron for delivery at different points, in addition 
to New-York delivery. The Treasurer reported 
that the receipts for the year had been $10,714 49 
and the expenses $10,072.

A STEAMSHIP OVERDUE, 








ANXIETY ABOUT THE HUMBER AND HER 
PASSENGERS, 


The British steamship Humber left this 
port for London on Feb. 15 and has not since 
been heard from. A cable dispatch from Lon- 
don states that the insurance people interested 
in the Humber are anxious about her. Sander- 
son & Son, her agents in this city, said yester- 
day that although she had been out 31 days they 
thought it more likely that she had been dis- 


abled than that she had foundered with all on 
board. She was commanded by Capt. J. Law- 
son, an experienced navigator, who had under 
him a crew of about 30 men, all of whom shipped 
in England. 

The overéue vessel’s cargo consisted of 466,000 
pounds of oil cake, 15,000 pounds of bacon, 6,600 
pounds of ham, 3,000 cases of canned goods, 502 
tierces of beef, 650 sacks of flour, 78 hogsheads of 
tobacco, 39 packages of blacking, 25 barrels of 
lard oil, and 50 barrels and 25 tierces of pork. 
She was built at Glasgow in 1880 and measured 
2,371 tons gross and1,528 net. Her dimensions 
were: Length, 330 feet; breadth of beam, 36 feet, 
and depth of hold 25 feet. The hold was divided 
into seven water-tight compartments. The en- 
gines were compound, of 350 horse power, with 
eylinders 38 and 71 inches in diameter, and a 
piston stroke of 48 inches. The Humber was 
valued at about $200,000 and was insured. 


MRS. TOM THUMB’S MARRIAGE. 

The marriage of Mrs. Gen. Tom Thumb 
to Count Mayri will take place on Easter Mon- 
day in the Church of the Holy Trinity, in this 
city. Invitations have been sent to a number 
of the friends of the contracting parties. Mayor 
Grace, the Italian and French Consuls, and a few 
persons well known in society circles in this city 
will be invited. The Count and his intended 
wife were averse to having the affair of a public 
character. With this wish in view the Count 
tried to purchase his intended bride’s release 
from her professional engagement with the Har- 
hum show, but without success. Miss conf 
Adams will act as bridesmaid, while Major Newel, 
the husband of the late Minnie Warren, will fill 
the position of bridegroom. After Mrs. Gen. 
Tom Thumb’s present engagement is finished 
she will start for Italy, where she will probably 
settle down for the remainder of her life.

THE BOARD OF TRADE AND TRANSPORTA- 
TION DISCUSSES THE SUBJECT. 

The dreft of an act prepared by Simon 
Sterne relating to preferences made by,insolv- 
ent debtors, was considered at a meeting of 
the Board of Trade and Transportion yesterday. 
The main points in Mr. Sterne’s act were as fol- 
lows: Preferences in excess of the assignor’s 
total indebtedness excluding wages or salaries 
of employes shall be invalid to the extent of 
such excess. Every preference of any debt or 
claim except for wages or salaries of employes 
shall be absolutely void in all assignments where 
the debt or claim arose out of the sale of mer- 
chandise or is fora loan of money made more than 
six months before the date of the assignment, or 
where the debt is held or has been assigned by 
the father, motier, brother, sister, son, daugh- 
ter, husband, or wife of the assignor or as- 
signors. : 

No preference of any claim or debt, says the 

ropcsed act, shall be valid unti! a Commissioner 
hh Insolvency has passed upon it. Proof of each 
debt or claim must be presented to the Commis- 
sioner. In case of claims upon alleged loans of 
money it shall be incumbent upon the creditor 
making such claim to show the source trom 
which said money was derived. Three months 
shall be allowed to creditors after they submit 
their proofs within which time, upon ten days’ 
notice to the assignor, any creditor may intro- 
duce evidence to contradict the proof offered or 
to impeach the validity of such debt or prefer- 
ence. The decision of the proposed Commis- 
sioner in Insolvency shal) have the effect of a 
judgment of the County Court. Commissioners 
in Insolvency shall be appointed by the General 
Term of the Supreme Court in each judicial dis- 
trict. Each Commissioner shall hold office for 
five years and receive $3,000 a year in the First 
District and $1,500 a year in each of the other 
districts, : 

Morris 8, Wise did not think the provisions of 
Mr. Sterne’s act would be satisfactory to busi- 
ness men generally. There wasa general desire 
in mercantile circles to have the privilege of 
making preferences abolished. At the sugges- 
tion of G. Waldo Smith the meeting voted that 
it was the sense of the Board of Trade that the 
making of preferences by insolvent creditors 
should not be sanctioned by law. In conse- 
quence of the absence of Mr. Sterne his act was 
laid on the table. 

A resolution was adopted approving of the ut- 
terances of President Cleveland and his Cabinet 
in favor of civilservice reform, and expressing 
the hope that the President would apply the 
principles of civil service in all of his appoint- 
ments, After a long discussion the meeting sub- 
stantially approved the five acts suggested by the 
State Railroad Commissioner and now pending 
in the Legislature. A few minor changes in two 
of the bills were suggested.
